FIRST SESSION OF THE EIGHTH SYNOD OF THE 
DIOCESE OF WAIAPU, NEW ZEALAND. 



Napieb, Thuesday, Octobeb 16, 1879. 

|HE Synod assembled in the Pro-Cathedral Church of 
S. John the Evangelist at 11 a.m., when the Holy 
Communion was administered by the Right Rev. the 
Bishop, assisted by the Revs. Samuel Williams, H. W. 
St. Hill, S. M. Spencer, and De Berdt Hovell. About 
60 persons communicated. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the Synod met in S. John's 
Schoolroom. 

The President called over the roll of Members. (Members 
present : See Table of Attendance.) 

The Synod was then declared duly constituted, and the 
proceedings were opened with the lollowing prayer : — " O 
Almighty Grod, who hast knit together Thine elect in one com- 
munion and fellowship in the mystical body of Thy Son Christ 
our Lord, and art graoiously present wherever Thy people are 
gathered together in His name, according to Thy will ; merci- 
fully look upon that portion of Thy Church to which we belong, 
and bless with Thy special favor the council of our Bishop, 
Clergy, and people, at this time assembled. Endue them with 
Thy manifold gifts of grace, with the spirit of wisdom and 
understanding, of power, of love, and of a sound mind, that in 
all their consultations they may have a single eye to Thy glory, 
and stuc^ to promote the gooa of Thy people and the increase 
of Thy Kingdom. Let nothing be done by them through strife 
or vain glory, or the fear of man ; and let no private interests, 
or prejudices, or passions, frustrate or influence their endeavors ; 
but grant, we beseech Thee, that all things which are needful to 
the ordering and edifying of this portion of Thy Church may be 
established and settled among us ; that we may all in our several 
vocations and ministries, do such good works as Thou hast pre- 
pared for us to walk in ; and that^being united in one noly

bond of truth and peace, of faith and charity, we may with one 
mind and one mouth glorify Thee, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen." 

The President then delivered the following

My Reverend Brethren and Brethren of the Laity — 

In heartily bidding you welcome to this the First Session 
of a new Synod — the eighth since the formation of this Dio- 
cese — ^I would fervently invoke the blessing of Him without 
Whom nothing is strong, nothing is holy, that He would grant 
to us, by His Holy Spirit, to have a right judgment in all 
things, so that our deliberations may tend to the building up of 
His Church in this land, and to the promotion of true and vital 
godliness amongst its people. 

These are high aims, my brethren ; but if we are in living 
union with the Great Head of the Church, they will not prove 
visionary or impracticable ; while, on the other hand, no 
description of church work in which a spiritual purpose is not 
distinctly entertained, can be other than an unreality, and a 
confessed failure. 

It is to be observed that in this newly-elected Synod there 
is a considerable addition to our numbers. The statute directs 
that the number of Synodsmen to be returned by each Electoral 
District shall be determined from time to time by a resolution 
of the Synod ; and at the closing Session of last Synod an addi- 
tion of ten was made to the total number of Lay Representatives, 
which now stands at twenty-eight. This increased representa- 
tion was deemed necessary, partly to meet the extension of the 
Church in newly-settled districts and the growth of population, 
and partly with the view of giving effect to the resolution of 
the last General Synod, by which provision was made for the 
registration of those of our Maori fellow-churchmen who may 
desire to vote in the election of Lay Representatives. This 
necessitated an addition to the representation in certain 
districts. 

The increase in our numbers will tend to widen the interest 
taken by the Members of our Church in the growth and well- 
being of the whole body to which they belong. And it is a 
matter of congratulation that the recent general election of 
Synodsmen has resulted in the return not only of many who 
have done good service in" former years, but also of others who

may be regarded as bringing to our counsels an accession of 
fresb energy and zeal. 

With respect to our present Session, tbere are not, so far 
as I know, any large questions or important legislative enact- 
ments to engage your attention. Matters of detail and of 
necessary routine, there will be, and it is needless to say how 
much the well-being of any community depends on the due 
regulation and ejficiency of the working machinery. 

But even in the absence, happily, of " burning questions,*' 
and of a necessity for fresh legislation, I trust that the utility 
of our annual meeting will be recognised and appreciated, as 
promoting a common interest in the Church's work. It cannot 
be too much insisted on that the practical realization of the cor- 
porate life of the Church is at once a means and an end. A 
means most indispensable it obviously is, for carrying out by 
united effort what as individual Churchmen we could not singly 
effect. And that it is in itself an end to be steadily kept in 
view, must surely be acknowledged by all who devoutly study 
God's "Word, and trace in it such a distinct recognition of the 
new relation towards each other into which Christ's redemptive 
act has brought us as members of His Body. 

To realize, then, a community of interests with those who 
are connected with us in the visible fellowship of any particular 
branch of His Church, is undoubtedly an end to be pursued even 
for its own sake, because of its harmony with the Divine plan, 
apart from the practical advantages which plainly result from 
co-operation. On you, my Brethren, both of the Clergy and 
Laity in Synod assembled, I would impress this as a matter of 
solemn and deeply responsible obligation. For to you it specially 
pertains as the guides and the representatives of the Church, to 
give to the people such an example of unselfish and self-denying 
devotedness to their highest interests, that they may have a 
convincing proof of the reality of this corporate life of which we 
speak, and so learn to value and esteem their privilege in forming 
part of a spiritual society in which the members care naturally 
tor one another, " in which the eye cannot say to the hand, I 
have no need of thee, nor again the head to the feet, I have no 
need of you." 

In these days of social and political change, when race 
antagonism and class differences are so often fomented into 
virulent activity, the Church would seem to have a special mission 
of healing and of reconciliation. Be it ours in this representative 
assembly of our Church to shew ourselves true sons of peace by 
promoting, so far as in us lies, such a godly concord amongst 
all classes, as will remove prejudice, and help towards a better 
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understanding between those who too often are estranged, and 
hold aloof from each other, through ignorance of each other's 
difficulties. 

In reviewing the events of the past year I have to record 
the decease of one of the missionary clergy of this Diocese, the 
Eev. Thomas S, Grace. After a lingering and painful illness, 
borne with much fortitude and resignation, he entered into rest 
on April 30, 1879. 

Tears ago his life had been in extreme jeopardy, when, with 
his brother missionary Voelkner, he fell into the hands of the 
fanatical Hauhaus at Opotiki. Their madness spent its fury in 
the cruel murder of his companion, and Mr. Grace was allowed 
to escape. One was taken and the other left. But the treat- 
ment he had received from their blood-stained hands, so far from 
alienating his sympathies from these misguided people, only 
engaged his interest more deeply in their recovery from the 
baleful superstition under which they had fallen. And to the 
last he clung to the hope of a door of access being opened to the 
tribes which have most completely isolated themselves from 
intercourse with Christian missionaries. His aspirations still 
wait fulfilment ; but in labouring for the end he had in view, 
we may well be stimulated by the example of his unswerving 
fidelity to his missionary calling, imder a trial of peculiar 
severity, and in the face of manifold discouragements. 

One result of the fresh interest he awakened on behalf of 
the Maori race during his last visit to England, was the appoint- 
ment of a new missionary to this field — the Rev. Josepn Hill, 
whom we have the pleasure of welcoming amongst us to-day. 
Mr. Hill was accompanied by another sttident from the Church 
Missionary College at Islington, Mr. William Goodyear, assigned 
to Maori work in this Diocese. Mr. Goodyear is not yet in 
Holy Orders, but before long I hope to see him also added to 
our small band of missionary clergy. 

The location of Mr. Hill in the Wairoa District while he is 
acquiring the Maori language, has enabled me to transfer the 
E/Cv. John Spear to the long vacant parish of Taradale. During 
the period that the cure remained unfilled, the Parish has been 
much indebted to the Eev. G. M. D'Arcy Irvine, of the Napier 
Grammar School, for his zealous Sunday ministrations in the 
two congregations of Taradale and Puketapu. 

The Eeport of the Standing Committee which will presently 
be brought before you, will supply some information on the 
progress of Church work in the Diocese. The Statistical 
Eeturns from the various Parishes will give further details. In 
the matter of increased Church accommodation I have to report 
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the erection of a Churcli at Wairoa, now nearly finished, and 
the enlargement, amounting almost to a re-construction, of the 
Church at Q-isbome. The handsome and well- finished Church at 
Omahu, erected mainly through the liberality of Itenata Kawepo, 
was opened by me for Divine service on the 28th of January, in 
presence of a large assemblage of Maoris. Three new Churches 
have been completed by the Natives of the Wairoa District 
during this year, and one restored, and in several other parts of 
the Diocese plans for Church-building are in progress in the 
Maori settlements. 

The erection of this spacious School-room in which we are 
now met has also to be recorded. I congratulate St. John's 
Parish on having obtained, mainly through the energy and 
perseverance of its Encumbent, the Eev. De Berdt Hovell, a 
building so admirably adapted for the Sunday School — the 
accommodation of which was the principal object in its erection 
— ^as well as for Parochial and Church purposes. It is a great 
satisfaction to know that the building is clear of debt. 

There was one subject to which I gave special prominence 
in my address last year, which I am constrained still to urge on 
the earnest attention of the Synod. I refer to the Diocesan 
(or Church Extension) Fund. In pursuance of the resolution 
passed at last Synod, that the offertories throughout the 
Diocese, on the first Sunday of the year, should be devoted to 
the Fund, I issued a Pastoral Letter, copies of which are on the 
table, explanatory of the objects of the fund, and appealing for 
liberal contributions. I regret to say the appeal was only 
partially responded to. Some parishes failed altogether to 
make collections, and -the total amount received was under £60. 
Some of this ill success may be due to the novelty of the scheme, 
or to accidental causes ; still I think the Synod will agree with 
me that if the Fund is to be of real service in the Diocese it 
will never do to let it depend on the casualties of an annual 
collection in the Chm*ches. That collection may well be made 
the occasion of bringing pointedly before om* congregations the 
existence of the Fund, its objects, and the claims it has upon us. 
But some more systematic plan of giving, and of collecting, 
will have to be adopted before the Fund can answer its chief 
object of Church Extension in the Diocese. Meanwhile, the 
support of even the slender extra-parochial agency we now 
employ becomes a matter of increasing difficulty. For, by a 
recent resolution, the Society for the Propagation of the Q-ospel 
has ruled that its grants to certain Colonial Dioceses are to 
cease with the current year; and consequently the grant of 
J6100, which this Diocese has had for the last few years, and 
which has helped to maintain a clergyman in the Opotiki 
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District, will be withdrawn. The following is an extract from 
the letter communicating this decision, which you will at once 
perccjive makes it most imperative that active steps be taken to 
augment our Diocesan Fund: — "London, 20th May, 1879. — 
The Society has, during the present month, considered carefully 
the whole of its expenditure with a view to making its grants 
to the Colonial and Missionary Churches for 1880. To calls of 
great urgency from many promising places in the heathen 
world the Society has been utterly unable to reply, as it would 
wish, and it has been more than ever impressed by the necessity 
of stringently carrying out its avowed principle on which Colo- 
nial Churches are aided only for such time as may enable them 
to develop self-support. The Society has come to the conclusion 
that the New Zealand Churches can now be left, without injury 
to their efficiency, to care for themselves in temporal matters, 
and I am to inform you that the grant made to your Diocese 
will cease on 31st December of the current year." 

The Official Eeport of the Lambeth Conference of Bishops 
of the Anglican Communion, held in July, 1878, had not been 
received at the time of the meeting of our Synod last year. A 
copy of this interesting document is now laid on the table, and, 
as in duty bound, I cordially commend to your observance the 
Annual Day of Intercession which the Conference has recom- 
mended for general adoption. The recommendation occurs in 
the " Report of Committee on the best mode of maintaining 
union among the various Churches of the Anglican Communion;" 
and the whole paragraph is so interesting and valuable in its 
enunciation of spiritual principles, as well as important in 
connection with the particular recommendation it conveys, that 
I here quote it verbatim. 

" Eemembering the blessing promised to united intercession, 
and believing that such intercession ever tends to deepen and 
strengthen that unity of His Church for which our Lord 
earnestly pleaded in His great intercessory prayer, your Com- 
mittee trust that this Conference will give the weight of its 
recommendation to the observance, throughout the Churches of 
-their Communion, of a season of prayer for the unity of 
Christendom. This recommendation has been, to some extent, 
anticipated by the practice adopted of late years of setting 
apart a Day of Intercession for Missions. Your Committee 
would by no means wish to interfere with an observance which 
appears to have been widely accepted, and signally blessed of 
God. But, as our Divine Lord has so closely connected the 
unity of His followers with the world's belief in His own 
Mission from the Father, it seems to us that intercessions for 
the enlargement of His Kingdom may well be joined with 
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earnest prayer, tliat all who profess faith in Him may be one 
flock under one Shepherd. "With respect to the d&Y, your 
Committee have been informed that the Festival of St. Andrew, 
hitherto observed as the Day of Intercession for Missions, is 
found to be unsuitable to the circumstances of the Church in 
many parts of the world. They, therefore, venture to suggest 
that, after the present year, the time selected should be the 
Tuesday before Ascension Day (being a Eogation Day), or any 
of the seven days after that Tuesday ; and they hope that all 
the Bishops of the several Churches will commend this obser- 
vance to their respective Dioceses." 

In accordance with this suggestion, the Day, as proposed, 
of Intercession for the unity of Christendom and for Missions, 
was observed in some of the churches of this Diocese. In 
expressing my earnest desire that it may be more generally 
observed every successive year, I would point out how real a 
bond of union amongst the various churches in communion with 
the Church of England the general adoption of such an obser- 
vance may become : how widely it may diffuse a spirit of true 
Christian charity : and how effectually it may promote the 
great Missionary work of the Church. 

This leads me to speak of the work still maintained in this 
Diocese, as in the other two Dioceses of the North Island, by 
the Church Missionary Society, for the benefit of the Maori 
race. 

This work, which was at first strictly of an Evangelistic 
character, as carried on amongst heathen tribes, was so blessed 
of Grod that the Maoris, as a people, embraced Christianity. 
Consequently the work of the missionaries changed its 
character, and resolved itself mainly into the oversight and 
edification of the Native Church. In the course of time, the 
Native teachers most advanced in Christian knowledge, and of 
tried character, were ordained, and this with very favorable re- 
sults. There is now a body of eleven Maori clergymen ministering 
in this Diocese. Numerous churches have been built, and some 
are now building, for the most part by the people themselves, 
with very little extraneous help. Also, endowments have been 
raised by them for the support of their clergy. The Native 
Church Boards, which are held under the provisions of a 
statute of the Greneral Synod, are proving a valuable machinery 
for developing self-government in the Native Church. These 
Boards are similar in their constitution to the Diocesan Synod, 
consisting of the clergy and lay representatives meeting under 
the presidency of the Bishop or his Commissary. 

From this slight sketch it will be readijy seen that the 
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work of the missionoiy in New Zealand, still most necessary 
and important, is not now of such a directly Evangelistic 
character as at an earlier period, or as it still is in the Melan- 
esian Mission, for instance, or in any of the great Pagan 
lands, the strongholds of Heathenism. Except in the case of 
those tribes, or portions of tribes, which have fallen away into 
the Hauhau fanaticism and other perverted forms of religion, 
the missionary in visiting Maori settlements preaches to those 
who are our fellow-churchmen, using our Book of Common 
Prayer, and regularly ministered to by clergymen of their own 
race, assisted by a large number of honorary lay readers. It is 
to vivify and spiritualise this work, in all its branches, that the 
superintendence of missionaries, familiar with the people and 
their language, is still required. 

So far as my increased opportunities of intercourse with 
the people during the past year have enabled me to form an 
opinion, they have but confirmed my first impression of the 
great importance of the work as now carried on by the 
missionary clergy of this Diocese. And I would affectionately 
urge on you, my brethren, both of the clergy and laity, that 
you should take every opportunity of making yourselves 
acquainted with their work, so as to gain an intelligent com- 
prehension of the religious condition of the Maori portion of 
our Church. You will not, then, fail, I feel persuaded, to 
become actively interested in the growth and development of 
the Church amongst the Native population, and the reflex 
influence of this will be beneficial to your own spiritual life. 

I must briefly summarise the part I have personally been 
enabled to take in this work since the Synod of last year. On 
Sunday, 22nd Sept., 1878, the ordination took place of the four 
Maori clergymen mentioned in my former address to the Synod. 
The ordination was held in the spacious old Church at Whakato, 
in Poverty Bay, the scene of Bishop Williams' first missionary 
labors in that district. The population has shifted from the 
immediate vicinity, but a congregation of about 400 assembled. 
The ordination sermon was preached by the Eev. Samuel 
Williams, and Archdeacon Williams presented the candidates, 
all of whom had, in their younger days, been pupils in his 
father's missionary school at Waerengahika. 

The Native Church Board of the Waiapu District met at 
Tologa Bay early in November. The services held in connection 
with the meeting of the Board, as well as the proceedings of 
the Board itself, were full of interest. To show how much 
the people themselves were interested, I may mention that at the 
opening j?ervice there were 62 partakers of the Holy Communion. 
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From Tologa Bay I proceeded, accompanied by Archdeacon 
Williams, on a visitation of the Cliurcnes dotted along the 
Coast as far as Hick's Bay, holding Confirmations at six places 
between Gisborne and Waiapu, at which 142 persons, all of 
adult age, were confirmed. 

From Hick's Bay, crossing the dividing range which termi- 
nates in Cape Runaway, we pursued our journey along the 
rugged coast of the Bay of Plenty to Opotiki, thence to the 
Waimana Q-orge and Whakatane Valley, taking in some portion 
of the TJriwera country, and again diverging from the coast at 
Matata we made the circuit by Fort Galatea of the Lake 
District, returning to the coast at the important Native settle- 
ment of Maketu, and thence to Tauranga. It was a journey of 
some 500 miles, and occupied six weeks. 

The difference in the religious condition of the Maoris of 
the East Coast and of the Bay of Plenty is very marked. To 
pass from one district to the other was like passing out of a 
fairly cultivated country into a wilderness. Along the East 
Coast, with its Native Clergy and its Churches, the work is of a 
settled pastoral character. In the Bay of Plenty where Hau- 
hauism and other fanatical delusions have held full sway, our 
work assumed a distinctly missionary aspect. Generally we met 
with a kindly, and often, quite a tearty reception. Eager wishes 
were expressed for more frequent visits, and for regular means 
of instruction. This desire I w£is able in some measure to meet 
by the appointment of Mr. J. "W. Duff us of Opotiki, as a 
Catechist, to work under the direction of the Rev. George 
Maunsell, who will make periodical visits along the coast from 
Tauranga. The reports I have received from them both are 
encouraging, and lead one to hope that, by steady perseverance, 
the same favorable change may, with the Divine blessing, be 
brought about on that coast as has taken place in the more 
favored districts of the East Cape and Waiapu. 

At a later period of the summer I visited the district of the 
Wairoa and Mohaka, where, as in Poverty Bay, Christian 
services are regularly kept up. Three Maori clergymen are 
working in this district. 

In the end of April the Maoris of the Taupo district were 
visited. In this journey I was accompanied by Archdeacon 
Williams and the Rev. J. Hill, who had this opportunity of 
taking a preliminary survey of a field of labor which he looks 
forward to one day more fully entering on. Here, as in the 
Tauranga district, the Hauhau fanaticism, in one or other of its 
recent phases, still prevails, and the work of the missionary 
must be to seek and reclaim the wanderers. I may suitably 

c 
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close this notice of missioiiaiy work amongst the Maoris by 
recording the admission of the Bev. Joseph Hill to Priest's 
Orders, on Sunday, the 2l8tof September last, in the Pro-Cathedral 
Church. I then expressed a hope, which I venture now to 
repeat, that his being so set apart for the work of an Evangelist 
to the Maori people, in the presence of the English congregation, 
may tend to engage your sympathy and your prayers in behalf 
of this work. For I am well assured that the cure of many 
evils, both in the body politic and in our church life, is to be 
found in a more practical realisation of the great truth pro- 
claimed by the apostle as the very mystery of our Heavenly 
Father's wiU, that " in this dispensation of the fulness of times 
He might gather together in one all things in Christ " — ^where 
there is neither Greek nor Jew, Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor 
free, but Christ is all, and in all." 

That all our work here may be done in the full persuasion 
of the truth of Christ's presence with us, so that by our endea- 
vors His Church may be built up, and His Kingdom be extended, 
is my earnest and heartfelt prayer." 

Dr. Spekceb proposed, and the Eev. S. M. Spes^ceb 
seconded — "That the thanks of the Synod be given to the 
Eight Eev. the President for his address, and that he be 
respectfully requested to allow the same to be printed." 
Carried.

C. Jordan presented and read Report of ** Com- 
mittee appointed to draw up a scheme for the formation of a 
Diocesan Sunday School Association." 

The Rev. C. Jobdait proposed, and the Rev. S. M. Spenceb 
seconded — "That the Report of the Committee appointed to 
draw up a scheme for the formation of a Diocesan Sunday School 
Association be adopted." Carried. 

The Ven. Archdeacon "Williams proposed, and the Rev. H- 
W. St. Hill seconded — " That the Synod go into Committee to 
revise the List of Clergymen entitlea to vote in the Election of 
Clerical Representatives to the G-eneral Synod." Carried. 

Synod went into Committee. 

Chairman reported progress. 

Synod resumed. 

Chairman reported " List " as amended. 

The Ven. Archdeacon Williams proposed, and Mr. T. K. 
NEWTOif seconded — ** That the * List ' as amended be adopted." 
Carried. 

The Ven. Archdeacon Williams proposed, and the Rev. C. 
JoBDAN seconded — " That this Synod invites the attention of 
the Clergy of the Diocese to the Resolution passed by the 
General Synod on Feb. 8th, 1877, on the subject of Temperance, 
with a view to the formation of local branches of the Church of 
England Temperance Society wherever the circumstances of the 
community may seem such as to render such a course desirable." 
Carried. 

Mr. G. E. Sainsbury presented and read Preliminary Report 
of Committee on the Hawke's Bay Trust. 

Mr. G. E. Sainsbfbt proposed, and the Ven. Archdeacon 
Williams seconded — "That the report as read be adopted." 
Carried. 

Mr. G. E. SAiifSBUET proposed, and the Ven. Archdeacon 
Williams seconded — "That the Committee on the Hawke's 
Bay Trust Fund be permitted to postpone the bringing up of 
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their General Eeport until the next Session of the Synod, and 
that should they deem it desirable that any action in tne matter 
should be taken at the next session of the General Synod, they 
be permitted to forward to the Standing Committee of the 
Diocesan Synod such Communications and Eeconmiendations as 
they may think fit, in order that the same may be transmitted, 
by the Standing Committee, to the General Synod, should the 
Standing Committee think it desirable." Carried. 

The Ven. Archdeacon Williams proposed, and the Bev. 
De Behdt Hotell seconded — " That the Printing Committee 
be guided by instructions from the Standing Committee as to 
the matter to be printed in the report." Carried. 

The Eev. C. Joedan proposed, and the Eev. G. Maunsell 
seconded — "That the country members of this Synod, clerical 
and lay, beg to ofEer their sincere thanks to the church members 
of Napier and neighbourhood for their courtesy and hospitality 
during the session." Carried. 

The Eev. De Behdt Hoyell proposed, and Mr. G. E. 
Sainsbtjey seconded — " That the thanks of the Synod be given 
to the press for reporting the proceedings of the session." 
Carried. 

Mr. A. J. Cotteeill proposed, and Mr. T. K. Newton 
seconded — ^**That a cordial vote of thanks be given to the 
secretaries, clerical and lay." Carried. 

Dr. Spencbe proposed, and Mr. M. R. Millee seconded — 
"That a cordial vote of thanks be given to the President." 
Carried. 

The Benediction was then pronounced, and the Synod 
adjourned.

No. 1. 
STATUTE 

TO PEOVIDE FOB THE ELECTION OF SYNODSMEK. 

tfHEEEAS it is expedient to fix the number of Synodsmen 
which shall be elected by each Parish or Parochial 
District in the Diocese, and to make regulations for 
holding the election of such Synodsmen, in accordance with the 
provisions of Statute No. 2 of the General Synod, " For orga- 
nising the Diocesan Synod : " Be it therefore resolved by the 
Bishop, Clergy, and Laity of the Diocese of Waiapu, in Synod 
assembled, as follows : — 

I. The number of Synodsmen to be returned by each Parish 
or Parochial District shall be determined from time to time by 
a resolution of the Synod. 

II. From and after the next General Election the Synods- 
men of the Diocese of Waiapu shall be elected for a period of 
three years at a General Election, to be held once in every three 
years tor that purpose. 

III. The Eetuming Officers shall be appointed hj the 
Bishop: Provided always that, in case any duly constituted 
Parish shall form an Electoral District, the Churchwarden 
elected by tbe Parishioners shall be the Eetuming Officer for 
such District ; but if any Eetuming Officer shall be a candidate 
for the office of Synodsman, then some other fit person shall be 
appointed to act as Eetuming Officer by the Bishop. 

IV. It shall be competent for any Eetuming Officer to 
appoint a Deputy or Deputies to assist him in issuing and 
receiving the voting papers at any election. 

V. Every General Election shall take place in the month of 
July. 

VI. The notice for the General Election of Synodsmen, 
and the notice for any Special Election, shall be issued by the 
Bishop, and shall state tne number of days within which the 
election shall be held. 

VII. In case of a vacancy in the representation of anj 
Electoral District, from the non-election of a Synodsman, it 
shall be the duty of the Bishop (within fourteen days after the 
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time has expired within wldcli the election should have been 
held) to issue a fresh notice for election. Should no election be 
held under the second notice, the Standing Committee shall pro- 
ceed to fill up the vacancy. 

VIII. In case of a vacancy in the representation of any 
Electoral District by the death or resignation of any Synodsman, 
who shall have been duly elected, or otherwise, it shall be the 
duty of the Bishop to issue a fresh notice of election : Provided 
that no such notice of election shall be issued within thirty days 
of the commencement of the next session of the Synod. 

IX. In case it shall appear at the commencement of any 
session of the Synod that any Synodsman is absent from the 
Diocese, it shall be competent for the Synod to declare the seat 
of that Synodsman vacant, and, upon such seat being declared 
vacant, the Synod shall fill up the vacancy forthwith. It shall 
be competent also for the Synod during the session to fill up 
any vacancy which may occur from any other cause: Pro- 
vided that any person so appointed shall hold his seat for 
that session only. 

X. The Eetuming Officer shall give not less than twenty- 
one days' notice of the day of election by publicly notifying it 
on the church door or any other convenient place, or by adver- 
tising it in a local newspaper; and shall, at the same time, 
announce that the nomination of candidates will be received by 
him till within fourteen days of the day fixed for the election. 

XI. Every candidate shall be nominated bj two properly 
qualified electors of the Electoral District in which the election 
is to be held; and every such nomination must be made in 
writing, and must be delivered to or left at the usual abode of 
the Eeturning Officer at least fourteen days before the day 
fixed for the election. 

XII. If there should be no more candidates nominated 
than the number of Synodsmen to be elected, the Eetuminff 
Officer shall declare such candidates to be duly elected, and 
shall make his return to the Bishop accordingly. 

XIII. If there should be more candidates nominated than 
the number of Synodsmen to be elected, it shall be the duty of 
the Eetuming Officer or Deputy Eeturning Officer, as soon as 
conveniently may be after the expiration of the period fixed for 
receiving the nomination of candidates, to issue to every regis- 
tered Elector of the District one printed voting paper, in the 
form set forth in the Schedule of this Statute, containing the 
names of the persons who may have been duly nominated as 
aforesaid. 
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XIV. The mode of voting at tlie election of SynodBmen 
shall be by such voting paper as aforesaid, signed by the elector, 
and stating the name or names of the person or persons for 
whom he gives his vote, and the Electoral District for which he 
or they are to serve ; and every such voting paper shall be 
given to the Eetuming Officer or his Deputy, or left at his 
usual place of abode, on or before the day fixed for the election 
as aforesaid. 

XV. No voting paper which shall be received by the Return- 
ing Officer, or Depuly Eeturning Officer, after the day bo fixed 
by him as aforesaid, shall be valid for the purpose of any such 
election. 

XVI. In the event of two or more candidates receiving an 
equal number of votes, the Returning Officer shall be entitled 
to give the casting vote. 

XVII. As soon as conveniently may be after the election, 
the Returning Officer shall post on the Church door, or some 
other convenient public place, the names of the persons elected, 
and shall return the notice of election to the Bishop, with the 
names endorsed thereon of the several candidates, and the 
number of votes which shall have been received for each. 

XVin. It shall be the duty of the Returning Officer to 
forward, at the same time with the notice of election aforesaid, 
the voting papers which have been received by him from the 
electors to the Bishop or his Commissary, to be kept until the 
end of the then next session of the Synod. 

XIX. Every objection to the validi^ of any election must 
be made in writing, and addressed to the Returning Officer of the 
Electoral District, and must state the ground of such objection, 
and must be signed by an elector of the District ; and must be 
delivered to the Returning Officer, or left at his usual place of 
abode within twenty-one days after the time which shall have 
been fixed for the election. 

XX. All objections received by the Returning Officer 
within the period aforesaid must be forwarded by him without 
delay, together with the report thereon, to the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese, by whom such objections shall be con- 
sidered and determined. 

XXI. In case the Standing Committee shall find any such 
election to have been invalid, it shall be their duty thereupon to 
request the Bishop to issue a notice for the holding of a fresh 
election.

STATUTE 

POE THE ELECTION OF PARISH OPFICEBS AND FOB DEFININa 
THE DUTIES OF CHFBCHWABDBNS AND VESTETMEN. 

tfEDEEEAS it is expedient to give full effect and operation 
within this Diocese to Statute No. 4 of the G^eneral 
Synod "For the formation of Parishes and defining 
duties of Parish Officers:" Be it therefore resolved by the 
Bishop, Clergy, and Laity of the Diocese of Waiapu, in Synod 
assembled, as follows : — 

I. In every Parish there shall be an annual meeting of the 
Parishioners convened on the second Tuesday in July, or as soon 
after in July as conveniently may be, for the purpose of appoint- 
ing and electing the Churchwardens and Vestrymen, and one or 
more Auditors. 

II. The notice of every meeting of Parishioners shall be 
given in Church by the Minister, in the form set forth in the 
Schedule to this Statute, at morning and at evening service on 
the Sunday on which there shall be Divine Service in the Church 
next before the meeting ; and similar notice signed by the con- 
vener, shall be affixed to the Church door or otnerwise publicly 
advertised at least ten clear days before the day of meeting. 
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III. At the time and place appointed for such annual 
meeting the Minister shall then and there, either by himself in 
person, or by writing under his hand, declare the name of the 
Churchwarden appointed by him. 

IV. If any cure shall be vacant at the time fixed for the 
appointment and election of the Churchwardens, Vestrymen, 
and Auditors, one Churchwarden shall be elected by the Parish- 
ioners, and the other shall be appointed by the Bishop. 

V. The Churchwardens, Vestrymen, and Auditors shall con- 
tinue in office until their successors are appointed. 

VI. If the office of any Churchwarden chosen by the 
Parishioners shall at any time become vacant by death or resig- 
nation, or otherwise, a meeting of the Parishioners shall be 
called as soon as conveniently may be, to elect some other fit 
person to fill the vacant office. 

VII. If the office of any Churchwarden appointed by the 
Minister shall at any time become vacant by death or resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, it shall be the duty of the Minister to appoint 
some other fit person to fill the vacant office, and he shall at 
once give notice in writing of such appointment to the Vestry 

VIII. Periodical meetings of the Vestry shall be held at 
such times as the Vestry shall appoint ; and special meetings 
may be convened at such other times as the Minister or the 
Churchwardens shall think fit, or upon a requisition of a 
majority of the Vestry. 

IX. No business shall be transacted at any meeting of a 
Parish Vestry unless a majority of the members be present ; nor 
shall any meeting be duly constituted without the presence of 
the Minister or one of the Churchwardens. 

X. Minutes of the proceedings and resolutions of every 
meeting of the Parishioners or of the Vestry, shall be correctly 
entered in a book, and signed by the Chairman. 

XI. The duties of each of the Churchwardens are the same 
as regards parochial matters. Among them are the following : — 

(a,) To keep a book for the signatures of Church members, 
as required by Statute No. 4 of the Q-eneral Synod. 

(h.) To collect the offertory ; to attest after each service, 
in a book, with the officiating Minister, the amount 
collected ; to have the custody of all moneys belonging 
to the Parish ; to keep the Parish Accounts ; to pay all 
special collections and all offerings made for a special 
purpose to the objects specified ; and to take care that 
all the revenues of the Parish be duly collected. 

E 
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(c.) To take care that tKe Parisliioners are accommodated 
in the Church, and, where seats in the Church are 
appropriated, to reserve at least one-sixth of the whole 
number of sittings as free seats. 

(d,) To preserve order in the Church and Churchyard during 
the time of Divine Service. 

(e.) To have the care of the Church, of all articles of 
Church furniture, and of all things appertaining to the 
celebration of Divine Service. 

(f,) To provide, by the aid of the Vestry, all necessary 
articles of Church furniture, and all other things re- 
quisite for the decent celebration of Divine Service, 
and for the supply and safe custody of the Parochial 
records. 

(g,) To report to the Vestry all repairs required in the 
fabric of the Church, Parsonage, or any other building 
belonging to the Parish. 

Xn. It is the duty of the Vestrymen : 

(«.) To assist the Churchwardens in the collection of con- 
tributions for general or special purposes, in managing 
the accounts of the Parish, and in providing that the 
Minister's stipend be regularly paid. 

(5.) To see that the yearly accounts, duly audited, be laid 
before a meeting of the Parishioners, and that the 
audited accounts be transmitted, as soon as con- 
veniently may be, to the Bishop or his Commissary, by 
whom they shall be laid on the table at the next session 
of the Diocesan Synod. 

(c.) To devise and authorise all such works as shall be 
necessary for the welfare and maintenance of the 
Church in the Parish, and to vote the sums of money 
that shall be required for their execution : Provided 
that the Parishioners shall always be duly summoned 
for consultation and co-operation when an unusually 
large outlay of money is proposed, or when means 
must be raised to meet such outlay. 

XIII. All contracts and undertakings, which shall have 
been duly and lawfully entered into by the Vestry, shall be 
binding upon their successors in oflBlce n*om year to year, until 
such contracts and undertakings shall be fully complete. 

XIV. All ofEertory collections, all rents and other pay- 
ments belonging to the Parish, all sums of money given over to 
the Parish by the Trustees of landed or other proper^ in the 
Parish or elsewhere, and all collections and subscriptions col- 
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lected imder the authority of the Vestry, shall be under the 
control of the Vestry ; and no portion of such sums shall be 
expended without the sanction of the Vestry duly assembled : 
Provided that the Minister and Churchwardens, after deducting 
all special collections and offerings from the ofEertory, may 
appropriate a portion of the remainder to the relief of the poor 
or to other charitable objects. 

XV. The formation and management of the choir, and the 
selection and practice of Church music, shall be subject to the 
control of the Minister of the parish. In case of any disagree- 
ment between the Minister and Parishioners, an appeal may be 
made to the Standing Committee, whose decision shall be final. 

XVI. The appointment of organist and other lay officers of 
the Church shall be determined by the Churchwardens and 
Vestrymen, subject to the approval of the Minister. 

XVn. For the purposes of this Statute the word " Parish *' 
shall, so far as circumstances admit, apply to every separate 
congregation in any Parochial or Missionary District. 

XVni. Diocesan Statute No. 2, " To define the duties of 
Churchwardens and Vestrymen," January 9, 1863, is hereby 
repealed.

No. III. 
STATUTE 

TO PEG VIDE FOB THE ELECTION OF NOMINATOBS, AND THE AP- 
POINTMENT OF PASTOES TO PAEISHES. 

JhEEEAS it is expedient to give effect and operation 
within the Diocese of Waiapu to Statute No. 5 of the 
G-eneral Synod intituled "The Nominator's Statute 
1877 :" Be it therefore enacted by the Bishop, Clergy and 
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Laity of the Diocese of Waiapu, in Synod assembled^ as fol- 
lows : — 

I. All Statutes heretofore passed by the Synod of the 
Diocese of Waiapu to provide for the election of Nominators, 
and the appointment oi Pastors to Parishes, are hereby repealed. 

II. The Nominators to be chosen by the Diocesan Synod 
shall be three in number. 

III. The Nominators to be chosen by the Vestry of each 
Parish shall also be three in number. 

IV. The election of Nominators by the Vestry of each 
Parish shall take place within six weeks after the Annual 
Election of Churchwardens and Vestrymen : Provided that, if 
at the time of such election of Churchwardens and Vestrymen 
in any Parish, the cure shall be vacant, or the resignation of the 
Incumbent of the said Parish shaD have been accepted by the 
Bishop, or, in case of the Bishop's refusal to accept such resig- 
nation, the Incumbent shall have given final notice to the 
Bishop of his intention to withdraw from the cure of the said 
Parish, the election of Nominators shall take place within six 
weeks after the institution of the new Incumbent. 

V. In the case of a newly formed Parish the Vestry shall 
proceed within six weeks after its election to the election of 
Nominators, who shall hold office until their successors are 
elected. 

VI. Each of the Parochial Nominators shall be elected by 
a majority of the Members of the Vestry present at the Meeting 
convened for that purpose and voting openly thereat. 

VII. The Chairman of such Meeting of the Vestry shall, as 
soon as conveniently may be, furnish to the Bishop in writing 
the names of the Nominators so elected. 

Vni. If any vacancy shaU occur in the number of the 
Parochial Nominators through death or removal from the Parish 
or otherwise, such vacancy, except as otherwise provided by the 
General Synod in Clause 10 of "The Nominator's Statute, 
1877," shall be filled up within six weeks of its occurrence at a 
meeting of the Vestry to be convened for that purpose. 

IX. The Board of Nominators shall have power, if two- 
thirds of their number consent, to delegate to any one or more 

Eersons their trust of selecting a Clergyman and nominating 
im to the Bishop for institution. 

X. In case the Bishop shall reject the Clergyman nomi- 
nated to him, and no appeal to the House of Bishops be lodged 
with the Standing Committee within two months after such 
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rejection, the Board shall again proceed with all due dispatch 
to select a Clergyman for nomination to the Bishop : Provided 
that no Clergyman rejected as aforesaid shall, without the 
Bishop's written consent, be again eligible for nomination to 
fill the vacant cure. 

XI. When any newly formed Parish shall be co-extensive 
with any Parochial or Missionary District, to the cure of which 
a Clergyman shall have been duly licensed by the Bishop, that 
Clergyman shall be the Incumbent of su^h newly formed Parish. 

XII. When any newly formed Parish shall consist of a 
portion of a Parish or Parochial District to the cure of which 
a Clergyman shall have been duly licensed by the Bishop, the 
cure of souls in such newly formed Parish shall be deemed to be 
vested in such Clergyman until an Incumbent shall have been 
duly instituted : Provided that such Clergyman shall have the 
option of being instituted to the cure of souls in such newly 
formed Parish. 

Xin. When any newly formed Parish shall consist of 
portions of more than one Parish or Parochial District to the 
cure of which different Clergymen shall have been duly licensed 
by the Bishop, it shall rest with the Bishop to determine in 
whom the cure of souls in such newly formed Parish shall be 
vested until an Incumbent shall have been duly instituted. 

XIV. The Bishop may institute a Clergyman to two or 
more Parishes, and may afterwards, without the consent of such 
Clergytnan, sever such united Parishes, but the Incumbent, if 
they De so severed, shall be entitled to select which of them he 
will retain. 

XV. Ministers for P&,rochial or Missionary districts shall 
be appointed by the Bishop. 

XVI. The Bishop may place under the spiritual charge of 
the Incumbent of any Parish any adjacent portion of the Dio- 
cese not included in another Parish. 

XVII. Where two or more Parishes are united under the 
care of one Clergyman, the proportion of the number of Nomi- 
nators to be elected by each Parish shall be settled from time to 
time by the Standing Committee, after taking into consideration 
the number of Communicants, the registered number of Church 
Members, and the amount of contributions for Church purposes 
within each of the said Parishes. 

XVIII. On the occurrence of a vacancy in the cure of a 
Parish, the Bishop shall appoint one Member of the Board of 
Nominators to be Chairman. 

XIX. The Chairman shall be the medium of communication 
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between the Bishop and the Board, shall give all necessary- 
notices to the Members of the Board, shall preside at its meet- 
ings, and regulate all matters of detail in the procedure of the 
same, subject to a right of appeal to the Bishop ; but shall not 
otherwise exercise any greater power or influence than any other 
Member of the Board. 

XX. If any case shall arise which is not provided for by 
this Statute, the Standing Committee shall make special regular- 
tions for determining all proceedings in such case ; but such 
regulations shall not continue in force after the end of the 
session of the Synod next ensuing.

STATUTE 

FOB CONSTITUTING A STAITDING COMMITTEE. 

SHEEEAS by Statute No. 2 Clause 3 of the General 
Synod, it is required that at the Annual Session of the 
Diocesan Synod in each Diocese, a Standing Committee 
shall be elected from among the Clerical and Lay Members of 
such Synod, consisting of not less than three of the Clergy, and 
five of the Laity, who shall, together with the Bishop or his 
Commissary, have and exercise all such powers and authorities 
as may be granted to them by such Diocesan Synod: Be it 
therefore enacted by the Bishop, Clergy, and Laiiy, of the Dio- 
cese of Waiapu, in Synod assembled, as follows : — 

I. The Members of the Standing Committee who are elected 
at one Annual Session of the Synod shall continue in office until 
the end of the next succeeding Annual Session. 

II. When the office of anj Member of the Committee shall 
become vacant by death, or resignation, or otherwise, the remain- 
ing Members of the Committee shall proceed to elect some other 
fit person from among the Members of the Synod to fill the 
vacant office, the voting in the election to be by orders. 

III. The Committee shall be presided over by the Bishop or 
his Commissary, specially authorised for that purpose, and there 
shall be no quorum unless the Bishop or his Commissary, and 
two Clerical, and three Lay Members be present. 

IV. If the Bishop of the Diocese shall dissent from any 
Act or Eesolution of the Committee, such Act or Eesolution 
shall be null and void.

V. The Standing Committee shall exercise such functions, 
and discharge such duties, as may from time to time be pre- 
scribed by the General Synod, or by the Synod of the Diocese. 

VI. The Committee shall keep minutes of all its proceed- 
ings, which shall be laid before the Synod at its Annual 
Meeting ; together with a full account of all Funds which may 
be under the control of the Committee. 

VII. The provisions of all previous Statutes enacted by the 
Synod of this Diocese " For constituting a Standing Committee 
for the Synod of the Diocese of Waiapu" are hereby repealed.

FOB BEaULATIira THE ELECTION OF OLEBICAL AlTD LAY 
BEFBEBENTATIVES . 

•HEBEAS it is expedient that provision be made for the 
due and orderly election of Clerical and Lay Bepre- 
sentatives to the G^eneral Synod : 

Be it enacted by the Bishop, Clergy, and Laity of the 
Diocese of "Waiapu in Synod assembled, as follows : — 

I. Immediately on the receipt from the Primate of any 
writ for the election of Clerical and Lay Bepresentatives, the 
Bishop, or a Commissary specially appointed by him for the 
purpose, shall issue notices to all tne Clergy of the Diocese who 
are entitled to vote at the election of Clerical Bepresentatives, 
inviting them to send to him by a certain time to be fixed in 
the notice, written nominations of any number, not exceeding 
the number to be elected, of Clergymen qualified to be elected 
Clerical Bepresentatives. 

II. When the time fixed for the receipt of such nomina- 
tions shall have expired, if the number of Clergymen nominated 
shall be found not to exceed the number to be elected, the 
Bishop shall declare such Clergymen to be duly elected. 

III. If the number of Clergymen nominated shall be found 
to exceed the number to be elected, the Bishop or his Com- 
missary aforesaid shall issue a second notice to every Clergyman 
of the Diocese who is entitled to vote as aforesaid, informing 
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him of the names of the Olergymen nominated, and requesting 
him to return to him by a certain time to be fixed in the said 
notice the names of the Clergymen, not exceeding the number 
to be elected, for whom he gives his vote. 

IV. The returns made as hereinbefore provided shall be 
examined by the Standing Committee, and the requisite number 
of the Clergymen previously nominated who are found to have 
the greatest number of votes, shall be pronounced to be duly 
elected, and the result shall be declared in such a manner as 
the Bishop shall direct. 

V. For the pim)ose of the election of Lay Bepresentatives, 
the Diocese of Waiapu shall be divided into districts, as 
follows : — 

(a.) District of the Bay of Plenty, including Taupo, to 
return one Lay Eepresentative. 

(b.) District of Poverty Bay, with the East Cape, "Wairoa, 
and Mohaka, to return one Lay Bepresentative. 

(c.) District of Napier, including all the remaining portion 
of the Diocese, to return two Lay Eepresentatives. 

VI. The Standing Committee shall, on or before the first 
day of December in each year, call upon the Incumbents, 
Churchwardens, and Church Committees of every Parish and 
Parochial District throughout the Diocese to furnish a list, 
certified by them as revised, of the names of the Laymen of the 
age of twenty-one years and upwards, resident within each such 
Parish or Parochial District respectively, who have signed the 
declaration contained in Clause 3 of Statute No. 15 of the 
G^eneral Synod. The Standing Committee shall also fix a time 
within which such returns must be sent in, and shall, immediately 
after the e:n>iration of the time so fixed, cause to be compiled 
from such fists an Electoral EoU for each of the Districts 
hereinbefore constituted. Such Electoral Bolls, certified under 
the hand of the Secretary. of the Standing Conmiittee, and 
countersigned by the Bishop, shall be laid before the Synod at 
its next annual session : Provided that it shall be competent 
for the Standing Committee to call upon the Incumbents, 
Churchwardens, and Church Committees as aforesaid to furnish 
supj^lementary lists of persons duly qualified as aforesaid, and 
certified as aforesaid, and from such lists to compile supple- 
mentary electoral rolls ; such supplementary lists and electoral 
rolls to be made up to a date not less than two months previous 
to the day fixed for the election of Lay Bepresentatives, and to 
be certified by the Secretary of the Standing Committee, and 
countersigned by the Bishop. 
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VII. No person shall be deemed to be duly qualified under 
the provisions of Clause 5 of Statute No. 15 or the General 
Synod, whose name is not included in some one of such electoral 
rolls or supplementary electoral rolls aforesaid. 

Vin. The Bishop or his Commissary shall appoint a 
Eeturning Officer, and, if necessary. Deputy Eeturning Officers, 
for each District, and shall cause to be forwarded to each 
Eeturning Officer full information as to his duties, forms of 
notices for the nomination and election of Lay Eepresentatives, 
and voting papers, if required, equal in number to the number 
of registered electors in the district, together with a copy of 
the last revised list of such registered electors. One at least of 
such notices aforesaid shall state the qualifications of lay 
electors as laid down by the General Synod. 

IX. Notice for the election of Lay Eepresentatives shall 
be issued to the several Eeturning Officers by the Bishop or his 
Commissary, and shall fix the period within which the election 
shall be held. 

X. The Eeturning Officer shall give not less than thirty or 
more than sixty days' notice of the time within which the nomi- 
nation of candidates will be received by him ; such time to be so 
fixed as to allow at least twenty-eight days for the issuing and 
receiving of voting papers. 

XI. In issuing the voting papers it shall be competent for 
the Eeturning Officer to transmit them through the post, or, if 
he think fit, to give notice that they will be delivered by him 
within certain hours during a certain number of days, to each 
registered elector personally on application, or to the bearer of a 
written authority from him. 

Xn. The election of Lay Eepresentatives shall be con- 
ducted, as far as circumstances admit, according to the provisions 
contained in Clause 11 to 21 inclusive of Diocesan Statute No. 
1, to provide for the election of Synodsmen. 

XIII. When the Diocesan Synod is not in session, the 
Standing Committee is hereby authorised to make such further 
provisions for the regulating of such elections as aforesaid as 
may from time to time be required.

FOB BEaULATIKQ THE POBMATION OF PABI8HES. 




(6.) 



5HEEEAS it is expedient to make provision for the for- 
mation of Parishes in accordance with the provisions of 
Statute No. IV. of the General Synod " For the forma- 
tion of Parishes, and defining the duties of Parish Officers," 1865, 

Be it therefore enacted by the Bishop, Clergy, and Laity of 
the Diocese of Waiapu, in Synod assembled, as follows : — 

1. Any number of Members of the Church who may apply 
to the Synod to have the district in which they reside constituted 
a Parish, shall be required to show that they are able to fulfil 
the conditions hereinafter mentioned, that is to say : — 

(a.) That there are residing within the boundaries proposed 
for such Parish at least five male communicants above 
twenty-one years of age. 

That unless there be a Church already erected the 
applicants express their willingness to build one, and 
show that there is a reasonable prospect of their doing 
so. 

({?.) That there be produced by the applicants a list of 
declared Members of the Church residing within the 
proposed boundaries, who, with their families, shall 
number at least one hundred persons, such list to dis- 
tinguish those who are communicants. 

(d.) That the applicants satisfy the Synod that the district 
proposed to oe included in such Parish is in a position 
to support an Incumbent, according to the Diocesan 
Regulations, either by itself, or in union with another 
Parish, and be prepared to make a satisfactory engage- 
ment for carrying out that object. 

2. Such application shall, if the Bishop think fit, be first 
referred to the Standing Committee, whose report thereon shall 
be submitted to the Synod, together with the application. 

3. So soon as any Parish shall have been duly constituted 
by the Synod, and shall have boundaries assigned to it, a meet- 
ing of the Parishioners shall be called by the Churchwarden 
appointed by the Bishop, as required by Statute No. 4 of the 
General Synod. Such meeting shall proceed to elect one 
Churchwarden selected from the Communicants of the Parish, 
and* not less than three or more than ten Communicants as 
Vestrymen. 
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4. Before alteration of the boundaries of any Parish, or the 
formation of a new Parish within the boundaries of any Parish 
or Parishes, fourteen days' notice of the application for such 
proposed alteration shall be forwarded by the Parishioners to 
the Incumbent and Vestry of the Parish or Parishes, the bound- 
aries of which it is intended to alter, and their objections, if any, 
shall be heard by the Synod before the constitution of such 
proposed Parish. 

5. No division of Parishes shall be made so long as any 
debt, for the erection or enlargement of the Church or Parsonage 
of such Parish shall remain unpaid, without the consent, in 
writing, of the person or persons responsible for the payment of 
such debt, or until an arrangement tor the liquidation thereof, 
has been submitted to the Synod sufficient, in its opinion, to 
justify such division without the consent of the person or persons 
responsible for such debt. 

6. If the Members of the Church in any district, whether or 
no such district be a part of any declared Parish, be unable to 
comply with all the conditions for the formation of separate 
Parishes laid down in sub-sections (a), (b), (<?), (d)y in Clause 1, 
but be desirous that Church Officers should be appointed, the 
Bishop is authorised to appoint such Officers under such regula- 
tions, and with such powers as may seem fit to the Standing 
Committee.

Endowment. — 1872. 

1. That this Synod adopts the principle enunciated by the 
G^eneral Synod, that for the maintenance of Clergymen at least 
half the amount of the minimum income fixed by the Diocesan 
Synod should be secured upon endowment f imds, and that the 
remainder should be raised by voluntary offerings. 

2. That for the purpose of carrying out this object action 
ought immediately to be taken in every District of the Diocese, 
and that contributions should be solicited in money, land, or any 
other property. 

3. That the Churchwardens of each Parish or Parochial 
District have in their possession a book to be called " The En- 
dowment Book," in which to enter from time to time such sums 
as may be conlributed towards the endowment of the Ministry 
of such Parish or District. 

Endowment op Bishopeic. — 1874. 
That it is incumbent on the members of the Church through- 
out this Diocese to make the most vigorous efforts towards pro- 
viding a sufficient fund for the endowment of the Bishopric, and 
that the Standing Committee is hereby authorised to receive 
contributions for the purpose. 

Diocesan Fund. — 1873. 

1. That in order to provide for the exigencies of the Church, 
it is expedient that there should be a general Church Fund for 
the whole Diocese, to be called the Diocesan Fund. 

2. That this Fund should consist of donations of money, 
land, or other property by Church members in all parts of the 
Diocese, of annual contributions and special offertories. 

3. That this Fund should be available for the following ob- 
jects, viz. : — 

(a.) Maintenance of Clergymen in Missionary Districts. 

(h.) Supplementing the Stipends of Clergymen in thinly 
peopled districts of the Diocese. 

(c.) Assisting in the erection of Churches and Parsonage 
Houses in thinly peopled districts of the Diocese. 

4. That the Standing Committee shall have the management 
of such Fund, and that any Member of the Standing Committee 
may receive contributions towards the same. 
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Stipends op Clesgt. — 1873. 
That the Synod recommends that the incomes of Deacons 
and Priests, licensed to Parishes or Parochial Districts, should 
be regulated according to the following scale, viz., that the mini- 
mum amount of Stipend should be £150 a year from the Quarter 
Day following the ordination of a Clergyman as Deacon, to in- 
crease not less than £10 a year to the maximum of £400. Pro- 
vided that for any portion of the quarter, before such commencing 
date, he shall be paid at the rate of not less than £150 a year. 

Day Schools. — 1874. 
That with the view of promoting the religious education of 
the young, it is desirable that in Districts where there is a con- 
siderable population attached to the Church of England, Church 
Day Schools should be established in preference to undenomi- 
national schools. 

Statistical Eetuens. — 1874. 
That in accordance with a Besolution of the General Synod, it 
is desirable that annual statistical returns, made up to the 30th 
June in each year in the form prescribed by the General Synod, 
should be sent in to the Standing Committee by the 31st July, or 
as soon after as possible, that they may be laid by the Bishop be- 
fore the Diocesan Synod at its next annual session. 
Teavellino Expenses or Clergy and Laity ATTENDura 
Synod.— 1876. 
That the travelling expenses of Clergymen and Laymen 
(if demanded) attending the Synod be defrayed by contributions 
being raised from each parish or district. The amount to be 
contributed by each parish or district to be assessed by the 
Standing Committee 

Chubch Tsust Funds. — 1877. 
That all Punds arising from General Church Trusts and 
Endowments be placed under the management and control of the 
Standing Committee of the Diocese. 

Chuech Sites. — 1877. 

That in the opinion of the Synod it is extremely undesirable 
that any site for buildings, in connection with the Church, 
whether offered as a free gift, or to be purchased, should be ac- 
cepted by private individuals, unless with the written consent of 
the Diocesan Trust Board ; or that any such site should be con- 
veyed to Trustees who have not been appointed by such Board. 
Chuech Teusts. — 1877. 

That no funds accruing from Trust projjerties belonging to 
the General Synod should be granted in aid of any building 
erected on property not under the control of the General Synod. 
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CoNSBCEATioir OF Chubches. — 1877. 

That whenever a new Church is built, before it is consecrated 
or licensed for public worship, an account of all receipt* and ex- 
penditure and liabilities in respect of the site and fabric shall be 
sent to the Standing Committee, signed by the Building Com- 
mittee of the said Church, and audited by an Auditor appointed 
by the Bishop. And that the Standing Committee request the 
Bishop of the Diocese not to proceed to the consecration of the 
building, or the licensing thereof for public worship, unless the 
Standing Committee be satisfied that the debt is likely to be paid 
off in a reasonable time without detriment to the income of the 
Parish. 

Eastes Opfebings. — 1878. 

That the Easter Sunday Collections, made in the different 
Parishes and Parochial Districts, be not entered in the Offertory 
Book, but handed over to the Curate. 

BiJBIAL BrEFOBM. — 1878. 

That in the opinion of this Synod there is much of unde- 
sirable ostentation and unnecessary expense in the ordinary 
customs connected with funerals, and the wearing of mourning ; 
and this Synod would gladly see efforts made to bring about a 
reform of these customs referred to. 

Collection m aid op DiocESAif Ftjkd. — 1878. 
That the Offertory Collection throughout the Diocese, made 
on the first Sundav in the year, be given without deduction to 
the Diocesan Fund. 

List of Commtjnioab^ts. — 1878. 
That the Curates of the various Parishes and Districts be 
requested to keep as complete a list as possible of the Communi- 
cants in their several cures. 

Betubn of Subflioe Fees. — 1878. 
That the Statistical Betums should include the amount of 
Surplice Fees received and paid into the Pension Fund. 

Actual Fikancial Positioit of Pabisheb.— 1878. 
That it is desirable that the actual financial position of each 
parish or district, showing clearly all assets and Labilities, should 
be laid before the parishioners at their annual meeting, and also 
furnished to the Synod. 

Table of Fees aijd Chuech Dues. — 1878. 
I. — Mabbiage. 
Marriage hy Banns. — Ten Shillings and Sixpence, including the 
publication thereof. 
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Marriage hf License. — ^Ten Shillings and Sixpence, exclusive of 
the License Fee. 

Certificate of Marriage, — If applied for at the time the 
ceremony is performed, no charge ; if applied for after the 
day of marriage, Two Shillings and Sixpence. 

II. — BjLPTISMAL. 

Baptism, — No cJtarge. 

Baptismal Certificate. — If applied for at the time the ceremony 
is performed, no charge; if applied for after the day of 
Baptism, Two Shillings and Sixpence. 

III. — ^Bttbial. 

Certificate of Burial. — If applied for at the time the ceremony 
is performed, no charge; if applied for after the day of 
Burial, Two Shillings and Sixpence.

I. The Members of the Synod shall meet for the discussion 
of business in the same chamber ; but it shall be competent for 
either the Clergy or the Laity at any time to withdraw to a 
separate chamber for the purpose of deliberation, at the requi- 
sition of any Member of either of such orders. 

II. If, at the expiration of half-an-hour after the time 
appointed, there be not a quorum,* the President shall adjourn 
the meeting until the day or hour appointed for the next sitting 
of the Synod. 

III. If, at any time during the progress of business, there 
shall not be a quorum present, the President shall adjourn the 
Synod, on any Member moving that the Synod be counted. 

ly . The meetings of the Synod shall be open to the public ; 
but, at the request of any Member, the President shall at any 
time order strangers to withdraw. 

V. There shall be two Secretaries of the Synod, who shall 
keep regular Minutes of the proceedings of the Synod. 

VI. An attendance book shall be provided by the Secre- 
taries, in which it shall be the duty of the Members of the 
Synod to sign their names, when attending the Synod at each 
meeting. 

VII. The proceedings of the Synod shall be conducted in 
the following order : — 

(a,) After the reading of Prayers, the Minutes of the last 
meeting shall be read and confirmed. 

(h,) The Eeports of Committees shall be presented and read. 

(c.) Motions, of which previous notice shall have been 
given, shall be taken into consideration in the order in 
which the notices shall have been given, unless other- 
wise ordered by the Synod. 

(d.) Suspended debates, and other business ordered by the 

• " The presence of the Bishop of the Diocese ; of one-fourth of the 
clergy of the Diocese, qualified to be Members of the Synod, not being less 
than four in number ; and of one-fourth of the Lay Synodsmen, not being 
less than seven in number ; shall be necessary to constitute a meeting of the 
Diocesan Synod for the due exercise of its powers." — General Synod 
Statute No, 2, Clause 10. 
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Synod at a previous meeting to be taken into con- 
sideration, shall be proceeded with two hours after the 
time appointed for the meeting of the Synod, unless 
all previous business shall have been disposed of 
sooner. 

(e.) Subject to the above rules, any business not disposed 
of on the proper day shall have precedence on the next 
day's sitting. 

(/,) Notices of motion shall be given at any convenient 
opportunity in the course of the day. 

VIII. Every Member shall address the President when 
speaking. 

IX. All questions of order shall be decided by the Presi- 
dent. 

X. It shall be the duty of the President to confine each 
speaker to the subject matter of debate ; but it shall not be in 
order for any Member to interrupt the speaker, except through 
the medium of the President. 

XI. Except when in Committee of the whole Synod, the 
President shall call to order any Member proceeding to speak 
more than once on the same question, unless it be in explanation : 
Provided that the mover of any question (not being an amend- 
ment) shall be allowed the liberty of reply, and that the seconder 
may reserve his speech to any period of the debate. 

XII. The President mav take part in the discussions of the 
Synod without leaving the chair. 

XIII. No Member shall bring any subject under the con- 
sideration of the Synod, except in pursuance of a notice given in 
writing, and read at a meeting of the Synod on some previous 
day. 

XIV. No subject which shall have been imder the con- 
sideration of the Synod, and disposed of, shall be again brought 
forward during the same session ; nor shall notice of motion on 
any such subject be admissible. 

XV. A question may be superseded : 

(a.) By adjournment of the Synod, either on the motion of 
a Member, " That the Synod do now adjourn ;" or on 
notice being taken, and it appearing that a quorum be 
not present. 

(b.) By a motion, " That the Synod pass to the next order 
of the day." 

(c.) By amendment. 

a 
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XVI. A motion to adjourn the Synod shall always be in 
order, and, if seconded, shall be put from the chair ; but no dis- 
cussion shall take place thereon, except in cases when the 
adjournment shall be for a longer period than the next sitting day. 

XVII. No notice shall be taken of any motion, or amend- 
ment, unless it be seconded. 

X VIII. No amendment (not being of a verbal nature) shall 
be put from the chair, until a copy thereof shall have been 
handed to the President. ^ 

XIX. When an amendment is under the consideration of 
the Synod, it shall be in order for any Member to read a second 
or other amendment to the Synod, but such an amendment shall 
not be debated unless the first amendment has been put and 
negatived. 

XX. No amendment on an amendment shall be in order, unless 
when an amendment shall have become the substantive motion. 

XXI. Any motion or amendment, containing more than ^ 
one question, shall be divided on the request of any member of 
the Synod ; and in such case of a motion having been broken up 
into two or more questions, the President shall afterwards put 
the motion as a whole. 

XXII. Notices of motion for the appointment of Select 
Committees shall contain the names of the Members proposed to 
serve on such Committees. But the mover in every case shall 
be a Member of the Committee. 

XXIII. No Select Committee shall consist of more than seven, 
or less than three Members. Three Members to form a quorum. 

XXIV. The motion that .a Committee be appointed, and 
the motion for the appointment of persons to serve on such 
Committee, shaU be decided separately. 

XXV. Every Eeport of a Committee requiring action, shall 
be accompanied by a resolution or resolutions for the considera- 
tion of the Synod. 

XXVI. No Bill shall be brought into the Synod except by 
leave or order of the Synod. But when such leave or order 
shall have been given, the Bill may be read a first time forthwith, 
on motion without notice. And after the first reading of a Bill, 
a motion may be made without notice, that the second reading 
shall take place on some future day to be named in such motion ; 
and that it be considered in Committee. 

XXVII. No Bill shall be passed by the Synod until it shall 
have been read a first time ; secondly, read a second time, and 
considered in detail in Committee of the whole Synod ; and 
thirdly, have been adopted as reported to the Synod by such 
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Committee. No alteration shall be made in any Bill except by a 
Committee of the whole Synod ; but it may be re-committed for 
such purpose, after it shall have already been reported to the 
Synod. 

XXVIII. No measure shall be passed into a Statute on the 
same day that it has passed through Committee of the whole 
Synod, 

XXIX. Every question proposed to be asked of the Presi- 
dent, or of any member of the Synod, shall be put and answered 
in writing. And the question and the answer shall be read with- 
out explanation or comment on either side ; but they shall not be 
printed with the minutes, except by order of the Synod, which 
may be made on motion without notice. 

XXX. It shall be incumbent on every member presenting a 
petition to acquaint himself with the contents thereof ; and to 
ascertain that it does not contain language disrespectful to the 
Synod. Every member presenting a petition shall affix his name 
at the beginning thereof. 

XXXI. Every petition must contain the prayer of the peti- 
tioner or petitioners at the end thereof, and must be signed by 
him or them. 

XXXII. No letters, affidavits, or other documents, shall be 
attached to or accompany any petition. No petition shall make 
reference to any debate m the Synod. 

XXXIII. Every member presenting a petition shall confine 
himself to a statement of the parties from whom it comes, of the 
number of signatures attached to it, and of the material allega- 
tions contained in it — to the reading of the prayer thereof — and 
to the expression of his assent to, or his dissent from, the allega- 
tions or prayer thereof. 

XXXIV. The only question which shall be entertained by 
the Synod on the presentation of any petition shall be on motion 
without notice " that the petition be received." 

XXXV. No petition shall be printed but on motion made 
to that effect with notice. 

XXXVT. In order to give publicity to the proceedings of 
the Synod, the Secretaries shall be authorised to permit copies to 
be taken of all documents which may be laid before the Synod, 
and of all resolutions and other proceedings which may be re- 
corded on the minutes. 

XXXVII Any of the following Standing Orders, Nos. 7, 
11, 13, 14, 22, 26, and 28 may be suspended on motion without 
notice, with the consent of all the members present in a duly 
constituted meeting.

Prom the Statistical Eeturns however, it appears that col- 
lections have been made at Tauranga and Q-isbome, but have 
not yet been received. 

Need the Committee suggest that, as this fund has been 
established to meet a great want in the Diocese, for the future 
all collections should be promptly paid in.

1. That St. Luke's, Havelock, continue to elect Church 
Officers as a duly constituted Parish. 

2. That the additional Church Officers for St. Matthew's, 
Hastings, and St. Mark's, Clive, be appointed by the 
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Bishop, under Bimilar regulations, and with the same 
powers as those of a duly constituted Parish. 
3. That one Parochial Nominator, and one Member of 
Synod be appointed by each of the three Churches. 

IirsuBAiTCB OF Chubgh Buildings. 
In view of the approaching Session of the General Synod 
to be held at Christchurch, in April 1880, at which it is probable 
that the subject of Insurance of Church Buildings will be 
brought forward ; it is suggested that ^the Synod of this Diocese 
should bring the matter under discussion during the Session.

In accordance with a resolution of the Committee passed at a 
meeting held 7th April last — " That all interest accrued or ac- 
cruing from subscriptions to the Fund shall be paid direct to 
the Bishop of Waiapu" — ^the sum of £87 5s., was so paid — ^all 
that this Diocese has paid to the Bishop up to that date. 

Tour Committee regret that there are still 8 subscribers who 
have not yet paid their first year's promised instalment, together 
£73 15s. ; and 28 subscribers, together representing £492 10s., 
who have not yet forwarded their second promised instalment, 
showing a total deficit to date, of amounts promised, of £566 5s. 
There is no doubt the severe depression in returns for our staple 
products has caused this delay, alike painful to those who are 
under the obligation of a promise, and disappointing to your 
business Committee. 

The total amount of cash to the credit of the Fund at this 
date in the Treasurer's hands is £537 4s. 9d. ; of this amount 
£500 is about to be lent on mortgage, for a term of years, at 10 
per cent, per annum, this with other interests accruing may reach 
an amount of £180, to be paid to the Bishop next year — ^a sum 
so insignificant compared with the calls upon him — besides his 
arduous labours — ^that your Committee hope that the Clergy of 
the Diocese may take some general action to bring the low 
position of this fund under the notice of their various parishioners.

3. As regards the Statistical Eetums, your Committee 
think it right to call the attention of the Synoa to the fact that 
the regulation of Diocesan Statute, No. II., with reference 
to free seats has not been always observed. In four of the 
Parishes the number of free seats is much below what it should 
be, being from 1/10 to 1/20, instead of 1/6 at the least. 

4. It seems desirable also that where there is more than one 
church or other place of worship in any one Parish or District, 
the statistical details should, if possible, show the particulars 
connected with each separate place of worship, and also that 
additional columns should be provided to shew the amounts of 
special offertories for Diocesan Pund, and of the offertories on 
the Day of Intercession. 

6. Electoral rolls have been received from St. John's, 
Naj)ier ; St. Luke's, Havelock ; St. Peter's, Waipawa ; St. Paul's, 
Wairoa ; Holy Trinity, Tauranga ; St. Mary's, Waipukurau ; 
Holy Trinity, Gisborne ; and from Porangahau. The absence of 
electoral rolls from the other districts appears to be owing to 
the fact that forms of registration in the Maori language, as 
directed by resolution of General Synod, 1877 (Rep. p. 82), 
have not been provided. 
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6. Tour Committee would further suggest that the matters 
above mentioned be commended to the attention of the Standing 
Committee.

SrOGESTIONS FOB THE rOEMATIOIT OF A CHTJECH MITTirAL 
INSUEANCE ASSOCIATION. 



The principle that it is true economy to insure may be accepted 
as generally admitted, and the desirability that all insurable 
church property should be insured may be safely affirmed. 

It may also be assiuned that were the whole of such church 
property mutually insured, there would (taking one year with 
another) be either a considerable reduction in the premiums 
necessary to cover actual losses, or there would be a large 
acciunulation of funds. 

It may also be noted that the ''risks" which a Church 
Mutual Insurance Association would take, would be restricted 
to such risks as are admitted by Insurance Companies to be 
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among the best. The smallness, both in number and amount, 
of the losses on such properties in the past may be taken as 
strongly supporting this position. 

The advantages which such an association would have would 
consist, among others, of the first class risks which alone it 
would have to accept ; the slight cost of management ; the 
absence of any motive for accumulating an excessive reserve 
fund ; and in the fact that there would be no shareholders 
anxious to obtain large dividends. These advantages are too 
apparent to need enlarging upon. 

It is suggested that the first object to be obtained is the 
support of, practically, all church bodies throughout the Colony, 
and that to attain this object it must be shewn that there will 
be a substantial saving in the amounts to be paid for insurance 
and that the security for the prompt payment of losses is 
undoubted. 

The following outline of a plan may, it is thought, merit 
some consideration at the hands of the Q-eneral Synod as 
satisfying these essential requirements : — 

The various Church bodies, from a time to be fixed upon, 
shall be invited to join in a plan of mutual insurance, and shall 
pay to a common fund, to be called the "Reserve," such 
premiums as may be decided upon (not exceeding the lowest 
rate of premium at which the same risks would be accepted by 
responsible Insurance Companies). 

Upon this Eeserve reaching (say) £5000, the rate of 
premiums shall be reduced (say) by one half, and upon the 
Eeserve reaching (say) £10,000, premiums shall cease to be 
paid. 

That until the !Reserve shall reach £5000, and after it has 
reached £10,000, whenever a loss by fire shall happen there shall 
be made a call on the church bodies included in the scheme, 
proportionate to the property insured, to recoup the actual loss 
sustained. 

By this means a substantial fund would be acquired out of 
which losses would be at once paid, and on the fund reaching 
its limits no calls would be made until actual losses were in- 
curred, and then only to the amount of the losses. 

It is thought that by placing most of the mechanical work 
on the church bodies, instead of concentrating such duties afc 
head- quarters, it would be found that the expense of manage- 
ment, after once the plan were in work, would not exceed the 
interest obtainable from the Reserve Fund ; and, further, that 
the cost of inaugurating such a plan would be small, in fact 
insignificant when compared with the ultimate advantage. 
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There are many points of importance, such, for instance, as 
the valuations for insurance, and in cases of partial loss ; ex- 
ceptional cases as to risk ; the extent to which risks should be 
accepted ; the maximiun amount of single risks ; the terms of 
joining or leaving the Association after its commencement ; the 
manner of dealmg with the Reserve ; terms upon which calls 
should be made, as to length of notice, payment by instalments, 
&c., &c., which are matters of detail to be settled when the 
general plan is adopted. 



II. 

BOrOH SKETCH OP PBOPOSED CHUECH INSUEANCE ASSOCIATION. 



1. There shall be established an Association, to be called 
" The Mutual Insurance Association of the Church of the 
Province of New Zealand." 

2. The object of the Association shall be the defraying by 
the joint contributions of the members thereof, in the proportion 
hereinafter provided, of all damage (whether total or partial) 
by fire or other inevitable accident to Churches, Parsonages, 
School-houses, or other insurable property of or belonging to 
the members of the Association. 

3. The term " Member of the Association " shall mean and 
include a Parish or Parochial District enrolling itself in and 
conforming to the rules and regulations of the Association. 

4. The Standing Committee of the General Synod shall 
have the management of the Association, and shall have power 
to pass and enforce such bye-laws and regulations (not incon- 
sistent with the provisions hereof) in relation to* the affairs of 
the Association and for more effectually carrying out the objects 
thereof as may seem meet. 

6. Any Parish or Parochial District desirous of becoming a 
member oi the Association shall transmit to the Standing 
Committee of the General Synod, through the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese in which such Parish or Parochial District 
is situated, an application to be enrolled, in the form A hereto 
annexed, and such application shall be signed by the Incumbent 
or Curate and the Churchwardens. 

6. The application for enrollment shall be accompanied by 
a statement of the insurable property of the Parish or Parochial 
District — a valuation thereof to be made in the manner to be 
provided by the bye-laws of the Standing Committee, and such 
other information as the said Standing Committee shall from 
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time to time by their bye-laws require, and every member shall 
annually transmit to the Standing Committee a similar valuation 
of the insurable property in respect of which they desire to be 
registered. 

7. An official list or register of the members of the 
Association shall be kept and annually published, which shall 
specially show the properties insured, the values thereof, and 
such other particulars as the Standing Committee may deem 
expedient. There shall be added to such register from time to 
time, on the application of any member of the Association, all 
newly acquired insurable property of such member, valued as 
provided m the last clause. 

8. In case of the total loss of any insurable property, in 
respect whereof any member is registered, the Association shall 
pay to such member three-fourths of the registered value of 
such property. In case of partial loss, the Association shall 
pay three-fourths of the loss, to be determined by valuation 
in manner to be provided by the bye-laws. 

' 9. The amount to be paid by the Association shall be raised 
in manner following : — So soon as the amount of the loss shall 
be settled, the Standing Committee of the General Synod shall 
apportion the same amongst the members of the Association, in 
the proportion that the registered value of the properties of 
each member bears to the total value of the property appearing 
on the Association's Register, and shall forward such apportion- 
ment to the Standing Committee of each Diocesan Synod. 

10. The Standing Committee of each Diocesan Synod shall, 
immediately upon the receipt of such apportionment, transmit to 
the Standing Committee of the General Synod the total amount 
apportioned amongst the members of the Association within its 
Diocese ; and the members of the Association shall forthwith pay 
to the Standing Committee of their own Dioceses the amount 
apportioned to them respectively by way of contribution. 

11. If any member shall fail so to pay the amount appor- 
tioned by way of contribution, for the space of one calendar 
month after receiving notice so to do, such member shall forth- 
with be struck off the register, and shall not be reinstated until 

•ayment of the amount of such contribution, and of such 
ne as the Standing Committee of the General Synod may 
impose. 

12. The Standing Committee of the General Synod shall 
have power to strike off the register of members of the Associ- 
ation any member failing to comply with any of the provisions 
hereof, or with any bye- law hereby authorised to be made.

ABSTEACT OF THE EEPOBT OF THE PENSION 
BOAED OF THE DIOCESE OF AUCKLAND, 
ACTING ALSO AS PENSION BOAED OF THE 
DIOCESES OF WAIAPU AND MELANESIA, 
OCTOBEE, 1879. 



The Pension Board report that during the year 1878-9 one 
English clergyman of the Diocese of Auckland has joined the 
Fund ; and one English clergyman of the Diocese of Waiapu, 
at subscriber, has died. Five clergy, one of Auckland, and four 
of Waiapu, have not yet subscribed for this year; and one 
Waiapu clergyman has not subscribed for last year. The total 
number of subscribers to the Fund for 1877 was 48 ; for 1878, 
61 ; the number for this year, so far, is 46. 

There have been no claimants under the Special Branch of 
the Fund. Five applications for aid to widows have been re- 
newed, and one fresh application has been made ; all have been 
recognised ; but in view of the probable much more numerous 
calls in the near future, the Board felt it to be their duty, at 
the last distribution, to diminish the grants somewhat, and to 
carry a small balance of income to capital account.

OF THE 

FIRST SESSION OF THE NINTH SYNOD OF THE 
DIOCESE OF WAIAPU, NEW ZEALAND. 




Napier, Tuesday, October 17, 1882. 

HE Synod assembled in the Pro-Cathedral Church of 
S. John the Evangelist at 11 a.m., when the Holy 
Communion was administered by the Right Rev. the 
Bishop, assisted by the Ven. the Archdeacon of 
Waiapu. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the Synod met in S. John's 
School-room. 

The President called over the roll of Members. (Members 
present : See Table of Attendance.) 

The Synod was then declared duly constituted, and the 
proceedings were opened with prayer. 

The President then delivered the following 



^ddredd : 



My Reverend Brethren and Brethren of the Laity — 
Again, in the kind Providence of God, it is my privilege to 
welcome a newly elected Synod. Organisation is but a means 
to an end, and we meet together animated, I trust, by a sincere 
desire to promote the welfare and to extend the usefulness of 
the Church which we here represent. It has occurred to me, 
therefore, that I may suitably, on the occasion of the first 
session of a new Synod, address to you a few remarks on some 
of the special hindrances which obstruct the growth and expan- 
sion of the Church as planted amongst us. Some of these are 
tendencies characteristic of the age in which we live, some are 
more particularly due to our circumstances in this land. 

One widespread influence hostile to the religious earnestness 
which would promote healthy growth and development of 
the Church is the generally diSused scepticism which has 
penetrated to all ranks of society. It is not that the advancing

light of science has shed one single ray of illumination on things 
which are unseen and eternal so as in any way to claim to 
supersede that Divine revelation by which alone our knowledge 
is enlarged beyond the horizon of the present life. Indeed, 
it is the boast of modem unbelief that, leaving the cloud-land 
of religion unexplored, it resolutely ties itself down to the 
investigation of the things which are seen and temporal Now 
were the votaries of physical science consistently to restrict 
themselves in their scientific pursuits to the accumulation of 
a more exact knowledge of such things as can be measured 
and weighed, they would only win our gratitude by adding fresh 
material for the construction of that temple of Truth in which 
Faith adores Him who upholds all things by the word of His 
power. But, unhappily, in too many instances the prayer of 
the illustrious Bacon has been forgotten by those who profess 
themselves disciples of his philosophy. That master mind 
clearly discerned the danger to be guarded against, when in his 
"Student's Prayer" he wrote — "This also I humbly and earnestly 
beg, that human things may not prejudice such as are divine; 
neither that from the unlocking of the gates of sense, and the 
kindling of a greater natural light, anything of incredulity, or in- 
tellectual night, may arise in our minds towards divine mysteries. 
But rather, that by our minds thoroughly cleansed and purged 
from fancy and vanities, and yet subject and perfectly given 
up to the divine oracles, there may be given unto faith the 
things that are faith's." Through not observing this wise caution 
the increasing light of natural knowledge has to many darkened 
the sphere of the supernatural The brilliancy of one and 
another discovery in science blinds them to the "kindly light" 
of revelation shining in the darkness of our natural reason, by 
which our steps may be safely guided to our true home. Hence 
it results that indifference to supernatural revelation, or even 
contempt for its claims, is so often avowed. It is an inherent 
weakness of the human mind to take partial views of truth ; and 
concentrating its interest and observation on one portion of the 
field of knowledge, to ignore all that lies beyond. Hence the 
exclusive predominence so readily accorded to physical science, 
to the neglect of moral and spiritual truth. 

Again, in too many instances the selfish instincts of man's 
corrupt heart win a ready acceptance for a materialistic philo- 
sophy that practically absolves man from allegiance to a true 
and righteous and holy God. Even where the religious impres- 
sions received in early life continue to exercise some salutary 
restraint, too often the prevailing current of unbelief numbs

all active interest in Christian work, and paralyses the hands 
which should be found grasping the shield of faith and the 
sword of the Spirit 

My brethren, if I have referred to a danger to the common 
Faith which characterises the times in which we live, it is not 
that I see in it any cause for despair. Far from it. But the 
recognition of the danger is most necessary to stir us up to 
watchfulness and prayer; and, above all, to lead us to closer 
personal dependence on our Divine Head, and to firmer union 
and concord with one another in Him. And, with respect to 
the particular phase of modern thought that has unhappily 
led to such wide-spread rejection of the supernatural — ^may there 
not be reason to hope that this error in the round of time may 
" father Truth," and " be found the cloudy porch oft opening 
on the sun?" For assuredly the habit of mind which devotion 
to physical science promotes is one which endeavours to test 
every alleged fact by observation and experiment, and which 
will not rest satisfied with second-hand information. A wider 
diffusion of such a real spirit of enquiry may be the means 
of leading not a few to investigate for themselves the domain 
of spiritual truth, and in their own hearts to make the experi- 
ment, which has never yet failed of verification, that the Gospel 
is the power of God unto salvation to every one that believeth. 
And we are the more encouraged in this hope when we reflect 
how the heart of man witnesses by its deepest instincts and 
its unsatisfied yearning to spiritual realities beyond the fleeting 
phenomena of external nature, 

A second characteristic of the age which exerts an injurious 
influence on the Church is a wide-spread worldliness. This is the 
product of a superficial civilisation which makes material pro- 
sperity the one engrossing pursuit, and is continually setting up 
false social standards to which all are required to conform. One 
direct result of the worldly spirit as it invades the Church is the 
drying up of the streams of liberality which should be ever prompt 
to flow forth at the bidding of Him who said, " Freely ye have 
received, freely give." This natural result were of itself a strong 
argument for Christians aiming to maintain such a simplicity of life 
as would not cripple the means at their disposal for work of piety. 
But further, the worldly spirit puts a positive discouragement on 
religious efforts. It regards them not only as superfluous, but as 
obstructive to the pursuit of pleasure and of gain. Yet here again, 
while we do well to form a correct estimate of the forces operating 
against us, we are not shut up to despair. The very imminence 
of the dangers we have to face may serve to quicken our 
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spiritual apprehension of the sublime truth expressed by Saint 
John when he wrote, " Greater is He that is in you, than he that 
is in the world" "This is the victory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith." For it is our strength to believe that the mission 
of the Holy Ghost is a perpetual miracle, and that by an unseen, 
but most real, influence He convinces the world of sin, of 
righteousness, and of judgment The decay of merely conven- 
tional religion, the subsidence of this outer crust, may give free 
vent and wider range to those spiritual forces which are the direct 
creation of the Infinite Spirit acting on the hearts of men. The 
Holy Spirit in His pervasive energy and cleansing efficacy is 
likened in the Divine Word to fire, and the fire must not be 
quenched or smothered. Rationalism and Ceremonialism, which 
under some aspects are antagonistic principles, join hands in 
opposing spiritual religion. Against their united assults the Spirit 
of the Lord has lifted up a standard at different epochs in the 
Church's history by a spiritual revival, such as has renewed the 
zeal and ardor of her first love. And may we not hope for a 
similar intervention when the felt need has driven us to our knees 
to implore the one effectual aid ? O my brethren, what a cure 
would then be found for the various ills which, as a church, 
we have to deplore ! How a quickened interest in the things not 
seen but eternal would reduce to their just proportions the 
engrossing cares and pleasures of this life! The Lord's Day 
would then be observed with joyfulness, and the services of the 
House of Prayer frequented. The empty pews in our churches 
would rapidly fill, and the languid devotion of a perfunctory 
service be changed into the hearty fervor of a united congregation 
with one heart and voice worshipping God. Excellent projects 
for the building of churches, and the extension in other ways 
of Christian work, which now lie stranded for lack of means, 
would then float as in a spring-tide, and be brought with ease to a 
successful issue. The advancing waters would submerge all 
those petty distinctions which so miserably divide us ; and again 
would be heard the unbidden testimony of the world — " Behold 
these Christians, how they love one another!" 

Does it seem impossible that such a change should be 
wrought ? Not so, my brethren, a thousand times not so, if there 
be truth in the past history of Christ's Church ; if there be reality 
in the present supernatural privileges as a habitation of God by 
His Spirit Let this reality be welcomed, not distrusted or 
gainsaid, and then we shall experience the freshness of its power. 
" For the Lord's hand is not shortened that it cannot save ; 
neither is His ear heavy that it cannot hear." 
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Besides the adverse influences of unbelief and worldliness 
which in this age are so actively opposed to the Church of Christ, 
there are certain obstructions to the growth and extension of the 
Church arising out of the circumstances in which we find ourselves 
in this land. Let me mention two. First, the wide extent of 
country over which the population is scattered presents an element 
of peculiar difficulty. It is obvious that physical hindrances to 
intercourse must prove a bar to the development of the Church as 
an organised society. Far be it from our thoughts to underrate 
the value of religion in the individual soul, or to doubt that 
amongst those who are debarred from the public services of 
common prayer God has still His hidden ones. But we are 
dealing now with the Church as an outward body; and to its 
normal development as such the association of members and the 
contagion of sympathy are eminently conducive. Can it then be 
a matter of surprise to find that the comparative isolation of a 
settler in any newly occupied country has often a deadening 
influence on the religious character? Especially when, as is 
frequently the case, the immigrant has been transplanted from the 
warm religious sympathies and edifying services of some carefully 
tended Home parish to the bare and barren solitude of a station or 
bush settlement — miles from any church or pastor. That a chill, 
if not an actual blight, should nip fair buds of promise in the life 
of the young Christian subjected to such a trying change of 
circumstances, is only what might be expected. And I can 
conceive no more powerful appeal to our sympathy as brethren in 
Christ than is supplied by these frequent instances of religious 
declension attributable to such causes. How often have I listened 
with painful emotion to the recital of reminiscences of religious 
privileges once enjoyed in the church — in the Sunday-school — in 
the family — by those who find themselves in such isolation that 
practically they are bereft of all these aids to the Christian life. 
Would that our sympathy would take an active and tangible form, 
and supply the Church's treasury with the means for carrying to 
these scattered sheep the spiritual ministrations of faithful 
pastors. 

The reference to the want of pecuniary means for the 
vigorous prosecution of the work of the Church brings us face to 
face with the second disadvantageous circumstance to which I 
would refer in our position as Churchmen in the colonies — namely, 
the fact that our people have not been trained to give. With 
regard to the adult immigrant population this is especially the 
case. Many almost resent being asked to support ministers and 
build churches when all this was done for them in the Old 
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Country. Even where this is not the prevailing feeling in the 
district or parish, and where the sense of obligation and respon- 
sibility has been awakened, we seem often to lack the necessary 
organisation for the systematic collection of the people's offerings. 
In the diocese of Wellington an experiment is being tried of 
uniting in a central fund the resources of the Church. The 
Dunedin Synod has had a similar proposal under discussion. 
The matter is of vital importance if our Church is to occupy the 
position of influence and usefulness in this young colony which her 
numbers and the comparative wealth of many of her members 
ought to secure to her. No question could more suitably engage 
the serious and anxious attention of the Synod than how to remedy 
the defects of our financial system in this respect 

From these observations on some of the hindrances to the 
work which we are here met to promote, I pass on to a brief 
summary of events which have occurred during the past year. 

The changes that have taken place in the clerical staff of the 
diocese include the resignation of the Rev. John Spear of the 
parish of All Saints, Taradale, and of the Rev. Edward Williams, 
of the parish of the Holy Trinity, Gisborne. I gratefully record 
Mr. Spear's zealous and disinterested labors in behalf of the Bible 
in Schools Association, and his untiring and valuable services in 
connexion with our Synod I was happy to institute the Rev. E. 
H. Granger, M.A. Cantab., to the vacant cure at Taradale. On 
the resignation of the Rev. E. Williams, the Rev. J. Hill, of the 
Church Missionary Society, who had for the two previous years 
(while working as a missionary amongst the Maori population) 
ministered to the English community at Wairoa, removed, at my 
request, to Gisborne, and has held the temporary charge to the 
great advantage of the parish. His energetic labors have been 
cordially appreciated ; and I feel grateful to him for the timely help 
he has rendered, in supplying the vacancy in an important parish 
at considerable inconvenience to himself 

The parish of Havelock has laudably seconded the efforts of 
the incumbent to obtain assistance in the clerical duty of the 
district, with its rapidly-increasing population; and on Trinity 
Sunday the Rev. John Hubert Maclean, a student of S. John's 
College, Auckland, was ordained, on letters dimissory from me, 
by the Bishop of Auckland, on the title of curate to the Rev. H. 
Woodford St HilL His work has special reference to the sub- 
district of Clive. 

The all-important question of the religious instruction of the 
youth of the colony stiU awaits some satisfactory solution. The 
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efforts that have been made in the Legislature to obtain a 
modification of the Education Act, though as yet unsuccessful, 
show that the grievous defect of the secular system is widely felL 
In the meantime, there is some satisfaction in being able to state 
that voluntary Bible classes have been conducted in the Napier 
District School during the last ten months by the Incumbent of 
S. John's and his assistant curate. These classes are held with 
the sanction of the school committee, on two days of the week, 
after school hours ; with an average attendance of eighty pupils. 
A similar effort is made at the Spit by Mr. Welsh. At Gisbome 
Mr. Hill has an average attendance of 75 out of 312 scholars. 
Though these voluntary classes out of school hours are carried on 
under obvious disadvantages, they are a praiseworthy effort to 
mitigate the evils of a purely secular system of education, and so 
deserve our heartiest sympathy and encouragement 

In promotion of the object of the Diocesan Branch of the 
Church of England Temperance Society, a social gathering was 
held in S. John's school-room in April last It was largely 
attended, and the addresses delivered on the occasion were of an 
interesting character. A supply of the publications of the Society 
has now been received, as also of the medals and badges ; and it 
is hoped that parochial associations will be formed to utilise this 
material for the enrolment of new members and the furtherance of 
the great cause of temperance. 

Last December I presided at the annual meeting of the 
Native Church Board of the Waiapu District It was held at 
Kawakawa, a Maori settlement on the coast north of the East 
Cape. A large number of Maoris, many from considerable dis- 
tances, assembled on the occasion. At a confirmation which was 
held there I was glad to observe that a larger proportion of the 
candidates were of the youth of the congregation than I had seen 
on previous occasions. This is an indication that the pastoral 
work of the native clergy is beginning to tell on the younger 
portion of the flock. The steps that are being taken by the 
Church Missionary Society to establish a theological seminary 
at Gisborne under the direction of Archdeacon Williams will 
provide for the training of suitable native candidates for the 
ministry, and will thus help to extend and consolidate the work. 

A meeting was held last week at Omahu of a Native Church 
Board for the Hawke's Bay district From the interest taken 
in its proceedings there is every reason to hope that the meetings 
of the Board will be held annually, and that they will prove 
largely productive of good. 
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While the afTairs of the Diocese are the object of immediate 
interest to this Synod, I cannot dose my address without 
referring to the approaching meeting of the Synod of the Eccle- 
siastical Province of which the Diocese is only a part. The 
General Synod of our Church is summoned to meet in Napier 
early in April next The first occasion of its assembling in this 
Diocese is an event which must deeply interest us all I am 
confident that the churchmen of Napier will receive the Synod 
with a hearty welcome. The presence amongst us of our revered 
Primate, of the other Bishops of the Province, and of the 
clerical and lay representatives of every Diocese, will help us 
to realise our responsibilities as members of the larger body, 
and so stimulate us to increased activity in every department 
of the work. That our present deliberations may be guided 
and prospered by Him without Whom nothing is strong, nothing 
is holy, is my fervent prayer ! 

Vote of Thanks to the President. 

The cordial thanks of the Synod were given to the Right 
Rev. the President for his address, and he was respectfully re- 
quested to allow the same to be printed.

Endo^wment.-— 1872. 

1. That this Synod adopts the principle enunciated by the 
General Synod, that for the maintenance of Clergymen at least 
half the amount of the minimum income fixed by the Diocesan 
Synod should be secured upon endowment funds, and that the 
remainder should be raised by voluntary offerings. 

2. That for the purpose of carrying out this object action 
ought immediately to be taken in every District of the Diocese, 
and that contributions should be solicited in money, land, or any 
other property. 

3. That the Churchwardens of each Parish or Parochial 
District have in their possession a book to be called " The En- 
dowment Book," in which to enter from time to time such sums 
as may be contributed toward the endowment of the Ministry 
of such Parish or District. 



Endo^wment of Bishopric. — 1874. 
That it is incumbent on the members of the Church through- 
out this Diocese to make the most vigorous efforts towards 
providing a sufficient fund for the endowment of the Bishopric, 
and that the Standing Committee is hereby authorised to receive 
contributions for the purpose. 



Endo^wment of Bishopric— 1879. 
That in the opinion of this Synod it is advisable that a 
thorough personal canvass of the Diocese be instituted, in order 
to urge the claims of the Bishopric Endowment Fund ; and that 
to this end a Committee of three or more laymen in each district 
be requested by the clergymen and vestries of the respective 
parishes and parochial districts to act in conjunction with the 
Central Committee aheady working. 



Diocesan Fund.— 1873. 
I. That in order to provide for the exigencies of the Church, 
it is expedient that there should be a general Church Fund for 
the whole Diocese, to be called the Diocesan Fund. 
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2. That this Fund should consist of donations of money, 
land, or other property by Church members in all parts of the 
Diocese, of annual contributions and special offertories. 

3. That this Fund should be available for the following 
objects, viz. : — 

(a.) Maintenance of Clergymen in Missionary Districts. 

(b.) Supplementing the Stipends of Clergymen in thinly- 
peopled districts of the Diocese. 

(c.) Assisting in the erection of Churches and Parsonage 
Houses in thinly-peopled districts of the Diocese. 

4. That the Standing Committee shall have the management 
of such Fund, and that any Member of the Standing Committee 
may receive contributions towards the same. 



Stipends of Clergy.— 1873. 

That the Synod recommends that the incomes of Deacons 
and Priests, licensed to Parishes or Parochial Districts, should be 
regulated according to the following scale, viz., that the minimum 
amount of Stipend should be ;;^i5o a year from the Quarter Day 
following the ordination of a Clergyman as Deacon, to increase 
not less than ;^io a year to the maximum of ;^4oo. Provided 
that for any portion of the quarter, before such commencing date, 
he shall be paid at the rate of not less than jQi<^o 2i year. 



Day Schools.— 1874. 

That with the view of promoting the religious education of 
the young, it is desirable that in Districts where there is a con- 
siderable population attached to the Church of England, Church 
Day Schools should be established in preference to undenomina- 
tional schools. 



Statistical Returns.— 1874. 

That in accordance with a Resolution of the General Synod, 
it is desirable that annual statistical returns, made up to the 30th 
June in each year in the form prescribed by the General Synod, 
should be sent in to the Standing Committee by the 31st July, 
or as soon after as possible, that they may be laid by the Bishop 
before the Diocesan Synod at its next annual session. 
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Travelling Expenses of Clergy and Laity attending 
Synod.— 1876. 

That the travelling expenses of Clergymen and Laymen (if 
demanded) attending the Synod be defrayed by contributions 
being raised from each parish or district The amount to be 
contributed by each parish or district to be assessed by the 
Standing Committee.* 

Church Trust Funds.-~1877. 

That all funds arising from General Church Trusts and 
Endowments be placed under the management and control of the 
Standing Committee of the Diocese. 



Church Sites.— 1877. 

That in the opinion of the Synod it is extremely undesirable 
that any site for buildings, in connection with the Church, 
whether offered as a free gift, or to be purchased, should be 
accepted by private individuals, unless with the written consent of 
the Diocesan Trust Board ; or that any such site should be con- 
veyed to Trustees who have not been appointed by such Board 



Church Trusts.— 1877. 



That no Funds accruing from Trust properties belonging to 
the General Synod should be granted in aid of any building 
erected on property not under the control of the General Synod 



Consecration of Churches.— 1877. 

That whenever a new Church is built, before it is consecrated 
or licensed for public worship, an account of all receipts and 
expenditure and liabilities in respect of the site and fabric shall be 
sent to the Standing Committee, signed by the Building Com- 
mittee of the said Church, and audited by an Auditor appointed 
by the Bishop. And that the Standing Committee request the 
Bishop of the Diocese not to proceed to the consecration of the 
building, or the licensing thereof for public worship, unless the 
Standing Committee be satisfied that the debt is likely to be paid 
off in a reasonable time without detriment to the income of the 
Parish. 

* All claims for travelling expenses must be sent to the Diocesan Secretary within seven 
days of the close of each session of Synod, otherwise the claim will be disallowed. — Vide 
Report Standing Committee, z88i. 
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Kaster Offerings.— 1878. 

That the Easter Sunday Collections, made in the different 
Parishes and Parochial Districts, be not entered in the Offertory 
Book, but handed over to the Curate. 



Burial Reform.— 1878. 

That in the opinion of this Synod there is much of unde- 
sirable ostentation and unnecessary expense in the ordinary 
customs connected with funerals, and the wearing of mourning ; 
and this Synod would gladly see efforts made to bring about a 
reform of these customs referred to. 



Collection In aid of Diocesan Fund.— 1878. 

That the Offertory Collection throughout the Diocese, made 
on the first Sunday in the year, be given without deduction to the 
Diocesan Fund. 



List of Communicants.- 1878. 

That the Curates of the various Parishes and Districts be 
requested to keep as complete a list as possible of the Com- 
municants in their several cures. 



Return of Surplice Fees.— 1878. 

That the Statistical Returns shall include the amount of 
Surplice Fees received and paid into the Pension Fund 



Actual Financial Position of Parishes.— 1878. 

That it is desirable that the actual financial position of each 
parish or district, showing clearly all assets and liabilities, should 
be laid before the parishioners at their annual meeting, and also 
furnished to the Synod 



Parsonage Returns.— 1879. 

That the Churchwardens of the several Parishes of this 
Diocese be requested to forward to the Standing Committee a 
description of the parsonages in their several parishes, specifying 
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their size and accommodation, the amount of glebe attached to 
each, with a statement of the expense incurfed in their erection, 
the sources from whence the funds were obtained, and the 
liabilities, if any, now resting upon themi. 



Articles of Enquiry.— 1879. 

That with a view to the proper preservation and keeping of 
churches, including their needful fittings, parsonage houses, and 
cemeteries within this Diocese, his Lordship the Bishop be 
respectfully requested to issue, annually, a printed form of enquiry 
to the Church Officers of the several parishes and parochisd 
districts, of a kindred nature to that in use in other Dioceses of 
this Provincial Church. 



Home and Foreign Missions.— 1879. 

That in accordance with resolutions of the General Synod on 
Home and Foreign Missions, each Church in this Diocese be 
requested to contribute " offertories on one Sunday in the year to 
the Maori Mission, and on one to the Melanesian Mission." 



Grants of Land from Private Benefactors.— 1879. 

That it is incumbent upon every member of this Synod to 
consider in what parts of the country it is important for the good 
of the Church to acquke grants of land from private benefactors, 
either for churches, cemeteries, or glebe lands, and so far as may 
be in his power to aid in procuring such grants. 



A Burial Surplice Fee Undesirable.— 1879. 

That this Synod is of opinion that it is not desirable to 
charge a Burial Surplice Fee.

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Collection in aid of Clerical Pension Fund.— 1881. 

That in the opinion of this Synod the offertory collections, 
made on one Sunday in each year, should be devoted to the 
Clerical Pension Fund by every congregation in the Diocese. 
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OF THE SYNOD OF THE DIOCESE OF WAIAPU. 



I. The Members of the Synod shall meet for the discussion 
of business in the same chamber; but it shall be competent for 
either the Clergy or the Laity at any time to withdraw to a 
separate chamber for the purpose of deliberation, at the requisi- 
tion of any member of either of such orders. 

II. If, at the expiration of half an hour after the time 
appointed, there be not a quorum,* the President shall adjourn 
the meeting until the day or hour appointed for the next sitting of 
the Synod. 

III. If, at any time during the progress of business, there 
shall not be a quorum present, the President shall adjourn the 
Synod, on any Member moving that the Synod be counted. 

IV. The meetings of the Synod shall be open to the public ; 
but, at the request of any member, the President shall at any time 
order strangers to withdraw. 

V. There shall be two Secretaries of the Synod, who shall 
keep regular Minutes of the proceedings of the Synod. 

VI. An attendance-book shall be provided by the Secretaries, 
in which it shall be the duty of the Members of the Synod to 
sign their names, when attending the Synod, at each meeting. 

VII. The proceedings of the Synod shall be conducted in 
the following order : — 

(a,) After the reading of Prayers, the Minutes of the last 
meeting shall be read and confirmed. 

(b,) The Reports of Committees shall be presented and read. 

(c) Motions, of which previous notice shall have been given, 
shall be taken into consideration in the order in which 
the notices shall have been given, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Synod. 

*"The presence of the Bishop of the Diocese; of one-fourth of the Clergy of the 
Diocese, qualified to be members of the Synod, not being less than four in number, and of 
ooe-fourth of the Lay S;^odsmen, not being less than seven in number, shall be necessary to 
constitute a meeting of the Diocesan Synod for the due exercise of its powers." — General 
Synod, Statute No, 2, Clause lo. 
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(d,) Suspended debates, and other business ordered by the 
Synod at a previous meeting to be taken into con- 
sideration, shall be proceeded with two hours after 
the time appointed for the meeting of the Synod, 
unless all previous business shall have been disposed 
of sooner. 

(e,) Subject to the above rules, any business not disposed of 
on the proper day shall have precedence on the next 
day's sitting. 

(f,) Notices of motion shall be given at any convenient 
opportunity in the course of the day. 

VIII. Every Member shall address the President when 
speaking. 

IX. All questions of Order shall be decided by the Presi- 
dent 

X. It shall be the duty of the President to confine each 
speaker to the subject matter of debate; but it shall not 'be in 
order for any Member to interrupt the Speaker, except through 
the medium of the President 

XI. Except when in Committee of the whole Synod, the 
President shall call to order any Member proceeding to speak 
more than once on the same question, unless it be in explanation: 
Provided that the mover of any question (not being an amend- 
ment) shall be allowed the liberty of reply, and that the seconder 
may reserve his speech to any period of the debate. 

XII. The President may take part in the discussions of the 
Synod without leaving the chair. 

XIII. No Member shall bring any subject under the con- 
sideration of the Synod, except in pursuance of a notice given in 
writing, and read at a meeting of the Synod on some previous 
day. 

XIV. No subject which shall have been under the con- 
sideration of the Synod, and disposed of, shall be again brought 
forward during the same session ; nor shall notice of motion on 
any such subject be admissable. 

XV. A question may be superseded : — 

(a,) By adjournment of the Synod, either on the motion of 
a Member, "That the Synod do now adjourn;" or on 
notice being taken, and it appearing that a quorum 
be not present 
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(b,) By a motion, " That the Synod pass to the next order 
of the day." 

(c.) By amendment. 

XVI. A motion to adjourn the Synod shall always be in 
order, and, if seconded, shall be put from the chair ; but no dis- 
cussion shall take place thereon, except in cases when the adjourn- 
ment shall be for a longer period than the next sitting day. 

XVII. No notice shall be taken of any motion, or amend- 
ment, unless it be seconded. 

XVIII. No amendment (not being of a verbal nature) shall 
be put from the chair until a copy thereof shall have been handed 
to the President 

XIX. When an amendment is under the consideration of the 
Synod, it shall be in order for any Member to read a second or 
other amendment to the Synod, but such an amendment shall 
not be debated unless the first amendment has been put and 
negatived. 

XX. No amendment on an amendment shall be in order, 
unless when an amendment shall have become the substantive 
motion, 

XXI. Any motion or amendment containing more than one 
question, shall be divided on the request of any member of the 
Synod; and in such case of a motion having been broken up into 
two or more questions, the President shall afterwards put the 
motion as a whole. 

XXII. Notices of motion for the appointment of Select 
Committees shall contain the names of the members proposed to 
serve on such Committees. But the mover in every case shall be 
a Member of the Committee. 

XXIII. No Select Committee shall consist of more than 
seven, or less than three Members. Three Members to form a 
quorum. 

XXIV. The motion that a Committee be appointed, and the 
motion for the appointment of persons to serve on such Com- 
mittee, shall be decided separately. 

XXV. Every report of a Committee requiring action shall be 
accompanied by a resolution or resolutions for the consideration 
of the Synod. 
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XXVI. No Bill shall be brought into the Synod except by 
leave or order of the Synod. But when such leave or order shall 
have been given, the Bill may be read a first time forthwith, on 
motion, without notice. And after the first reading of a Bill, a 
motion may be made without notice, that the second reading 
shall take place on some future day to be named in such motion ; 
and that it be considered in Committee. 

XXVII. No Bill shall be passed by the Synod until it shall 
have been read a first time; secondly, read a second time, and 
considered in detail in Committee of the whole Synod; and 
thirdly, have been adopted as reported to the Synod by such 
Committee. No alteration shall be made in any Bill except by 
a Committee of the whole Synod ; but it may be re-committed 
for such purpose after it shall have already been reported to the 
Synod. 

XXVIII. No measure shall be passed into a Statute on the 
same day that it has passed through Committee of the whole 
Synod. 

XXIX. Every question proposed to be asked of the Presi- 
dent, or of any Member of the Synod, shall be put and answered 
in writing. And the question and the answer shall be read with- 
out explanation or comment on either side ; but they shall not be 
printed with the minutes except by order of the Synod, which may 
be made on motion without notice. 

XXX. It shall be incumbent on every Member presenting 
a petition to acquaint himself with the contents thereof; and to 
ascertain that it does not contain language disrespectful to the 
Synod. Every member presenting a petition shall affix his name 
at the beginning thereof. 

XXXI. Every petition must contain the prayer of the peti- 
tioner or petitioners at the end thereof, and must be signed by 
him or them. 

XXXII. No letters, affidavits, or other documents shall be 
attached to or accompany any petition. No petition shall make 
reference to any debate in the Synod. 

XXXIII. Every member presenting a petition shall confine 
himself to a statement of the parties from whom it comes, of the 
number of signatures attached to it, and of the material allega- 
tions contained in it — to the reading of the prayer thereof— and to 
the expression of his assent to, or his dissent from, the allegations 
or prayer thereof. 
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XXXIV. The only question which shall be entertained by 
the Synod on the presentation of any petition shall be on motion 
without notice "that the petition be received." 

XXXV. No petition shall be printed but on motion made to 
that effect with notice. 

XXXVI. In order to give publicity to the proceedings of the 
Synod, the Secretaries shall be authorised to permit copies to be 
taken of all documents which may be laid before the Synod, and 
of all resolutions and other proceedings which may be recorded 
on the minutes. 

XXXVII. Any of the following Standing Orders, Nos. 7, 
II, 13, 14, 22, 26, and 28 may be suspended on motion without 
notice, with the consent of all the members present in a duly 
constituted meeting.

From the above statement the Synod will observe that 
interest to the amount of ;^324 2s. 6d. has been paid direct to 
the Bishop during the past financial year. This, with the previous 
amounts of interest account paid, viz., ;^623 12s., makes a total 
of ;^947 14s. 6d. for five years. The average annual amount, there- 
fore, paid to the Bishop from this Fund has been ;^i76 7s. 5d. 
Of the total amount received, a sum of ^^3650 is now invested in 
mortgages and debentures, at interest of 10 per cent for ;^2i5o, 
7^ per cent for ;^iooo, and 8 per cent for ;^5oo; yielding a 
total present revenue of ;^33o per annum. As a considerable 
portion of the amount lent at 10 per cent will fall in soon, your 
Committee have been seeking for an investment in freehold 
property, but up to the present time have been unable to effect a 
desirable purchase. 

The Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge has gener- 
ously assisted the funds for the endowment of colonial bishoprics 
by a grant in aid of ;^5oo, to complete an amount of ;^5ooo. 
Your Committee, therefore, venture to express a hope that all 
amounts now promised will be promptly paid up, the sum of 
;^49i 5 s. being still outstanding. A further effort should also 
be made at once to raise the total of sums subscribed to ;^4Soo 
sterling, the sum which will warrant an application to the Society

Your Committee beg leave to report as follows : — 

1. At their meetings held during the recess they have carefully 
considered General Synod Statute No. V., and therewith Canon 
IV. of the General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the United States of America. 

2. They are unanimous in recommending you to respectfully 
approach the General Synod at its next session, with a request for 
the amendment of the foresaid Statute No. V., as follows : — 

General Synod Statute No. V., 1880. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT. 

(I.) Add to clause 26 these words — " Except as hereinafter 
provided." 

(II.) Insert as clause 27 (new) the following : — 

" 27. In the event of serious differences of 
opinion arising in any duly constituted parish be- 
tween the Curate and the Parishioners thereof, it 
shall be competent for the latter to proceed as 
follows : — {a,) A statement of the difficulty may 
be forwarded to the Bishop of the Diocese, signed 
by not less than two-thirds of the Communicants of 
the parish, a copy of such statement being at the 
same time furnished to the Curate, {b.) If at the 
expiration of six months there is a continuance of 
the difficulty, a second statement may be forwarded 
to the Bishop, signed as aforesaid, a copy thereof 
being furnished to the Curate. Upon the receipt 
of the second statement, the Bishop shall seek the 
advice of the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
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and with their consent and approval may dissolve 
the relationship existing between the aforesaid 
Curate and the Parishioners."

Your Committee beg leave to report as follows : — 

1. Statistical Returns have been received from all the English 
Parishes, Sub-districts, and Parochial Districts. Returns have also 
been received from seven Maori Districts. 

2. It is satisfactory to note that many of the English Parishes 
and Districts are now free from liabilities, while in the case of the 
rest a considerable decrease is shown. 

3. Four Districts represented in the returns, viz., Petane, S. 
Andrew's, S. Augustine's, and Te Aute should, in the opinion of 
this Committee, be formally constituted Sub-districts, in accordance 
with Diocesan Statute No. 6. 

4. There are several irregularities in some of the accounts, 
which should be avoided for the future. The Sessional Committee 
would thus be saved much time and trouble. Among these 
irregularities may be mentioned — 

(a.) That in one case the accounts do not balance. 

F 
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(b,) That grants from the Hawkers Bay Trust are sometimes 
set down among the local contributions to the stipend, 
instead of being included among "Receipts from 
other sources." 

(c) That items are included in the accounts which should 
not be entered, such as Easter offerings to the clergy- 
man and subscriptions to testimonials. 

(d.) That in the case of one Parish no liability is set down, 
while in a foot-note it is stated that the Incumbent has 
not been paid any stipend for 4j^ months. 

(e,) That in one case the same person fulfils the duties of 
Churchwarden and Auditor. 

5. In conclusion, your Committee suggest that the attention 
of ail the clergy and Church officers should be called to the 
importance of having the Returns and Accounts drawn up with 
the most scrupulous accuracy, so that the state of each Parish and 
District may be seen at a glance, and that the time of members of 
the Synod may not be unnecessarily taken up in the sometimes 
futile attempt to make the Accounts and Returns correspond with 
one another.

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OP THE 

FIRST SESSION OF THE ELEVENTH SYNOD OF THE 
DIOCESE OF WAIAPU, NEW ZEALAND. 



Napier, Tuesday, December i8, 1888. 

HUHE SYNOD assembled in the Pro-Cathedral Church of 
W^ S. John the Evangelist at 11 a.m., when the Holy Com- 
"^^ munion was administered by the Right Rev. the Bishop, 

A assisted by the Ven. the Archdeacon of Waiapu, the Ven. 

^i^ the Archdeacon of Hawke's Bay, and the Rev. De Berdt 
Hovell. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the Synod met in S. John's 
Schoolroom. 

The President called over the roll of Members. (Members 
present : See Table of Attendance.) 

The Synod was then declared duly constituted, and the pro- 
ceedings were opened with prayer. 

The President then delivered the following 

J.bbrej5B : 

My Reverend Brethren of the Clergy and Brethren 
OF THE Laity, — 

Again in the Providence of God I am permitted to address a 
newly-elected Synod, and this in circumstances that call for a special 
recognition of the protection of the Almighty. For since I met 
the Clergy and Laity in Synod assembled, I have carried out the 
purpose I then communicated to them of visiting England as one 
of the Bishops summoned to the Lambeth Conference, and now 
through the Divine Mercy I find myself once more amongst you. 
It is at times like these that the familiar words of David's psalm of 
thanksgiving, hallowed by so many associations of the past, seem 
the only adequate expression of our heart's feelings. " Praise the 
Lord, O my soul, and forget not all His benefits." My heart's 
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desire, dear brethren, is that my return to the Diocese may be " in 
the fulness of the blessing of Uie Gospel of Christ," and prove the 
occasion of a renewed coosecration to the work to which I have 
been called. A visit to the Mother Church after an absence of 
fourteen years from England was m itself, and quite apart from the 
special occasion which took me, necessarily full of interest. Yet 
I can truly affirm that the circumstances of our Church in New 
Zealand do in some respects compare favorably with the position 
of our brethren at Home, so that the contrasts which often pre- 
sented themselves between the work of the Church in England 
and in the colonies did not always discourage me with regard to 
the narrower sphere to which I was about to return. And I may 
be allowed to add, as a matter of personal feeling, that the trial of 
again sundering the many ties that bind to home and country was 
in a great measure counterbalanced by the happy prospect of re- 
turning to the new ties, associations, and friendships of the land of 
our adoption. 

Need I say that a prevailing feeling in my mind during the 
last few months has been the longing desire to see the new Cathe- 
dral, of whose progress towards completion I have been receiving 
regular reports. Its erection has been constantly a subject of in- 
terest to those who have sought information about the Diocese, 
and some valuable gifts have been presented by friends in token of 
their synjpathy with the undertaking. It is indeed with much 
thankfulness that I view the successful completion of so great a 
work j and very heartily do I congratulate the Incumbent of St. 
John*s, the Rev. De Berdt Hovell, and the zealous churchmen of 
Napier who have co- operated with him, on the result of their 
labors. I trust that the solemn dedication of the building on 
Thursday next as the Cathedral of the Diocese will stimulate and 
encourage us all to supply whatever may yet be lacking, and that 
those, if such there be, who have as yet held back from giving 
their active support, may now join their fellow churchmen in con- 
tributing to a work which stands out as a symbol and outward ex- 
pression of the unity of the Diocese. For this is one of the high 
purposes that a cathedral church is meant to subserve. And if it 
fail in promoting Godly unity and concord amongst us, and in 
drawing us together in heartier Church work, it would prove so 
far, to be a mere anachronism, an abortive revival of obsolete 
tradition. 

Church Unity. — The occasion of my recent visit to England 
as a representative of this portion of our Church in the great 
Conference of Bishops at Lambeth brought into very distinct pro- 
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minence the unity of out spiritual Sion. And oiie could not but 
feel in that august assembly that the sense of oneness in the 
common faith, and in all the essentials of common worship, rested 
on the supposition of a similar unity in our respective Dioceses. 
Without this the significance of such a gathering would have been 
gfeatly reduced. It was as the messengers of the Churches from 
those many regions of the world in which the Church of England 
and her numerous daughter churches have taken root and spread, 
that the 145 bishops met and deliberated, in the belief that a 
common life pervades us all ; a life mediated to us by common 
sacraments and common prayer, and by that pure Word of God, 
faithfully preached, of which the Church is at once the keeper and 
the witness, and a life which is to find its activity in one common 
end — the extension of the Redeemer's kingdom upon earth in the 
universal reign of righteousness, truth, and love. " Many members, 
yet but one body," is the apostolic formula, applicable alike to the 
Diocese, the province, and the whole Church. How shall we, 
beloved brethren, best realise this ideal, and work out this formula 
in our own particular part of the great whole ? This is the ques- 
tion which should present itself as a practical problem every meet- 
ing of our Diocesan Synod. To-day is the first session of a new 
Synod. May we face this problem, and see to it that the three 
years of our existence as a united Synod on which we enter to-day 
shall not be barren of such fruit to the glory of God as " shall 
remain ;" fruit not only profitable to ourselves, but such as shall 
more widely diffuse the spiritual blessings we enjoy. I have pointed 
out one very obvious work to be enterprised and taken in hand — 
the realisation of all the uses to the edification of the Church 
which a cathedral is designed to promote. Let me on this occa- 
sion state some of those uses towards which this newly-elected 
Synod may profitably by-and-bye direct its attention. 

Cathedral and St. John's Parish.— But first there is a question 
on which I would ask the Synod to take action in its present ses- 
sion, as immediately connected with the use of the new building. 
For as you are aware, although I have spoken of it as the new 
cathedral, it is also a parish church, taking the place of the Church 
of St. John the Evangelist with its defined parochial boundaries, 
including the principal part of the town of Napier, and invested 
with all the rights and responsibilities of a fully organised and long 
established parish. The combination of the pa-ish church and the 
cathedral is not without precedent even in England ; and in the 
colonies it has been pretty generally adopted. It is recognised in 
the canons of our own provincial church. One of these provides 
that " when any church is intended to be used both as a cathedral 
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and parish church, special arrangements may be made between the 
Bishop and the parish, subject to the approval of the Diocesan 
Synod." In accordance with this regulation I have thought that 
the opening of the new church would be a suitable opportunity for 
making the arrangements that the above quoted canon permits. 
I have therefore laid before the vestry of the parish the details of 
such an arrangement, to which they have signified their consent, 
and these will now be submitted in due course to the Synod. 

Cathedral Chapter. — In connection with the cathedral another 
question arises to which I may here appropriately refer, although I 
do not propose that the Synod should take immediate action upon 
it. This is the appointment of a cathedral chapter. Such a 
capitular body has from most ancient times been connected with 
the Church in which the Bishop has his sedes or cathedra. In the 
words of the report of a select committee on cathedral bodies which 
was appointed by the last General Synod : " The antiquity of the 
cathedral institution is indicated by its universaHty. It is not 
possible to point to any episcopal see in old times in which the 
bishop had not his chapter, or council, which surrounded the 
episcopal chair.** The same committee had come to the conclusion 
that in accordance with the constitutional usage of this ecclesiastical 
province " it is competent and advisable for the General Synod to 
lay down general principles for the constitution and regulation of 
cathedral bodies in the dioceses of this province." With regard to 
the actual constitution and regulation of cathedral bodies the select 
committee proceeded to state that they find, on investigation of 
church history, that the cathedral chapter was universally regarded 
as the bishop's council, and that in the multitude of foundation 
deeds of cathedrals there is no variation from this object ; that the 
chapter consisted of the bishop, dean or provost, and canons ; that 
for the transaction of business the chapter was summoned by the 
dean in obedience to a mandate from the bishop ; that the dean 
had the cure of souls of the whole chapter and establishment of 
the cathedral, and they with him of the parish frequently attached 
to the cathedral ; that all details of divine service and regulation of 
its officers fell within the scope of the chapter ; that it was a general 
maxim of fundamental canon law that the exercise of the bishop's 
power was limited by the requirement that he must obtain the 
consent of the chapter in such matters as alienation of property, 
presentation to benefices in the patronage of the cathedral, loans, 
mortgages, increase and diminution of canonries, and making 
statutes for the cathedral. The nomination of canons proceeded 
from the bishop, whilst the right of consent lay with the chapter. 
Bishop and chapter in this manner exercised a certain jus simul- 
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taneum in all appointments, the bishop taking the initiative, and 
the chapter expressing their consent." Taking these facts into 
consideration, and bearing in mind the circumstances of the church 
of this ecclesiastical province, the select committee formulated 
certain resolutions which they recommended for adoption by the 
General Synod. On a motion, however, that the Synod should 
go into committee on the resolutions an amendment was carried to 
the effect that the report of the select committee be printed with 
the proceedings of the Synod for the consideration of the next 
General Synod. This postponement of the question was owing to 
the late period of the session at which the report was brought up. 
It will no doubt be discussed at the approaching meeting of the 
General Synod at Dunedin. And in view of this it is only loyal 
to the General Synod that we await their determination on the 
questions embodied in the report of the select committee before 
taking any definite action. Though, of course, if the proposed 
resolutions — to be found on page 63 of the report of the last General 
Synod — appear to this Diocesan Synod defective, or in other way 
needing amendment, now would be the time to consider them 
during our present session, and to make such representation to the 
General Synod as may be agreed on. I may mention that the 
resolutions recommended by the select committee originated with 
the Diocesan Synod of Auckland in their previous consideration of 
the question. On the whole question 1 would remark what has 
probably occurred to you in listening to the extracts I have read, 
that some of the most important duties of a cathedral body as 
sketched in the select committee's report have already by our 
Church constitution been devolved on the Diocesan Synod and 
standing committee of the Diocese, or otherwise been provided for 
in the canons. It is obvious, therefore, that the use and occasion 
for a cathedral body in a Diocese organised as ours rests on its 
adaptibility to other functions than those which relate to the general 
administration of the Diocese. There is, of course, the provision 
in creating a cathedral body for the maintenance in full efficiency 
of divine service in the mother Church of the Diocese, intimately 
connected as this may be in the way of exemplar and pattern with 
the seemly order of divine service throughout the Diocese. But 
beyond and beside this there are in many circumstances of our 
colonial Church life exigencies of a very urgent character which 
open the way for, and loudly demand, special agencies to overtake 
the needs of a newly settled country. And it seems to me that a 
cathedral body belonging to the Diocese as a whole might most 
appropriately be charged with these extra-parochial and inter- 
parochial functions. 
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Organising Secretary of Home Missions. — I refer to such 
matters as, for example, the organisation and maintenance of a home 
mission fund for all those purposes of Church help and Church 
extension which our Diocesan fund contemplates. For its success- 
ful working the want has long been felt of a clergyman to act as 
organising secretary. A canonry in the cathedral would give a 
clergyman devoting his energies to this work a locus standi in the 
diocese that would add to his influence, and be a distinct recognition 
on the part of the Church of the importance of his special work. 

Inspection of Sunday Schools. — The same may be said of another 
much needed office in our educational system, that of mspector of 
Sunday schools. In England the office of inspector of religious 
education, including the religious teaching there still given in 
national and board schools as well as in Sunday schools, is a 
recognised appointment in every Diocese. It might here he very 
suitably devolved on one of the members of the cathedral body, 
who would make the promotion of religious education his main 
work — a very important part as it undoubtedly is of the pastoral 
office, as expressed in the so earnest charge given by the Great 
Shepherd of the flock, " Feed my lambs !" 

Diocesan Missioner. — There is yet another Diocesan office 
recognised now in some Dioceses at Home, and which is still more 
needed here, which might suitably be connected with the cathedral. 
I mean that of mission preacher. No one who has the opportunity 
I have lately enjoyed of seeing something of the spiritual life in many 
parishes in England can fail to notice the wide extent to which 
parochial missions have influenced the whole Church. Not re- 
stricted to any one party, or "school of thought" (to use the 
hackneyed phrase), this method of from time to time reviving 
religious impressions, of awakening the careless, and of staring up 
to greater zeal the devout, has been very largely used, and with 
very marked results. 

During the few months of my sojourn in England I preached 
(generally in behalf of foreign missions) in parishes both in town 
and country, and in few, if any, did I fail to hear of such parochial 
missions having been held, and of the good results that had followed. 
The tide of religious feeling had then been at the flood, and if it 
had since ebbed it had yet left its mark — a blessed and abiding 
memory in the religious experience of many, and not without having 
made a permanent lodgment of divine truth in some hearts, never 
to be displaced. Frequently it seemed that the whole level of the 
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parish had been raised, stagnation being succeeded by spiritual life 
and the various activities of life. 

Need of Spiritual Revival. — Can we say that these efforts and 
methods which experience has proved efficacious in the Church at 
Home are not needed here ? On the contrary, is it not most 
sadly true that in the circumstances of colonial life the deadening 
influences on the spiritual life are incessant and most oppressive, 
and that we can only hope to counteract them by persistent and 
special effort ? A mission preacher of proved spiritual power and 
equipped with the experience to be gained in this special work 
would seem to be much needed ; and if attached to the Mother 
Church of the Diocese, with the larger portion of his time and 
strength available for any parish in which his help as a missionary 
was desired, the evangelist would have ample scope to make full 
proof of his ministry. 

The Church of Rome, ever skilful in adapting means to the 
desired end, has afforded illustrious examples of the power of 
preachers of special gifts set apart for the special work of preach- 
ing, as distinct from the ordinary round of duty of the priest with 
a cure of souls. 

Church Extension by Itinerants. — There is yet another sphere 
for the exercise of the Christian ministry which our position in th6 
colonial Church demands we should occupy. For with the con- 
tinual progress of fresh settlement in new districts, our existing 
parochial machinery is ever being left behind in the onward march. 
To visit the outlying districts beyond the parochial bounds ; to 
follow the pioneer settlers to their new homes ; to supply them 
with at least occasional opportunities of assembling for Divine 
service ; and to carry to them the sacraments of our common 
Christianity, this is a work to which Christian charity, as well as 
the instinct of self-preservation, should surely prompt us. If we 
neglect it we are neglecting the scattered sheep of Christ's flock, 
and we cannot but reap the fruit of our procrastmation and neglect 
in the growth of a population alienated from the early associations 
which once bound them to the Church of their fathers, or alto- 
gether ignorant of these, and falling an easy prey to the sophistries 
of secularism and unbelief In every Diocese in New Zealand 
there is room for one or more clergymen unattached, that is not 
tied down to the stated duty of any one parish, but spending the 
greater portion of their time in the laborious but most interesting 
work of systematic visitation of districts where churches are not 
yet built or clergymen not yet placed : acting in short as the 
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pioneers of the Church : lengthening the cords and strengthening 
the stakes of the tabernacle of God amongst men. Now this last, 
as well as the three previously specified offices, would surely find 
their natural centre in the Cathedral Church of the Diocese. 
From this they would go forth with the sympathy and prayful in- 
terest of the Mother Church of the Diocese ; their periodical term 
of ministration in the Cathedral would keep them in touch with 
their brethren of the clergy and laity. This mutual and reflex in- 
fluence appears distinctly in the earlier pages of Church history as 
a factor in missionary work. For as it was from a strong centre at 
Antioch that Paul and his companions were sent forth to their ex- 
tended labors, so we read that to that centre they returned and 
gladdened the brethren by the report of the work that God had 
done by them. What could more effectively integrate the opera- 
tions of the Church than this continuous, reciprocal action, main- 
taining a vital union between the most distant members of the 
ecclesiastical body through their connection with a common centre 
of force and influence. Thus, dear brethren, I have attempted to 
sketch in no exaggerated terms some of the uses with relation to 
the whole Diocese which a Cathedral with its traditional comple- 
ment of clergy might to great advantage subserve. 

Lay Canons. — I might fill up this outline with other details, 
e.g:y the institution of lay canons as in the Cathedral of Christ- 
church, connected as they might well be with the important ser- 
vices performed ofttimes so willingly by the various lay helpers in 
Church work, on whose co-operation and assistance our clergy so 
largely depend. But I will not go further into this subject now. 
As the whole question of the constitution of cathedral bodies is to 
be considered at the approaching session of the General Synod, it 
would be unseemly in us as a Diocesan Synod now to frame any 
regulations beyond such as may be immediately demanded as a 
modus Vivendi pending the deliverance of some authoritative rules 
for our guidance by the General Synod. What I have said will be 
enough to show that the question is a wide one, and that a cathe- 
dral has an important relation to the Diocese at large (and may, 
and I venture to say, ought to be), a centre of spiritual activity and 
religious influences radiating to its remotest parts, and so a princi- 
pal means of realising in every Diocese the Apostolic description of 
the Church — " Many members, yet but one body." 

Changes in the Diocese. — I will pass over on the present 
occasion the usual detailed mention of changes in the staff of clergy 
or addition to our numbers during the past year. These will be 
seen in the list of clergy to be laid on the table and printed in the 
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report One name will be missed with much regret — the Rev. 
Robert Penty. He had been ordained in this Diocese, and after 
having fulfilled some years of faithful and laborious service at the 
Wairoa, had just entered on his new sphere at St Andrew's, Napier, 
when his health gave way, and he had to seek change and rest in 
Tasmania. This proved beneficial, and with the consent and 
acting on the advice of my commissary he has accepted a parochial 
charge in that Diocese. I am glad to find that the Archdeacon of 
Hawke's Bay has been able to arrange for the supply of services 
and parochial duty during the vacancy, soon to be terminated by 
the arrival of a clergyman from England, who offered himself to me 
for employment in the Diocese while I was at Home, shortly before 
I heard of this cure being vacant. He is one who, I have reason 
to hope, will prove well fitted for a post which, with the rapid 
growth of that part of Napier, is becoming of increasing importance. 
I feel greatly indebted to the Rev. Arthur Williams for help he has 
rendered both at St. Andrew's and also at Waipawa during the 
much-regretted illness of the incumbent there, whom we are glad to 
see again amongst us, we trust in restored health, to-day. The supply 
of pastoral ministrations in the parish of Havelock during the year 
of absence of the incumbent by the Rev. John Townsend, must not 
be passed over in silence. It was a great advantage to the parish, 
and to its energetic assistant curate, Mr Maclean, to have the 
willing service of a clergyman of so much experience and so highly 
esteemed. At the same time we are all, I am sure, pleased to see 
amongst us again our dear friend the Rev. H. W. St. Hill, connected 
as he is with the early days of St John's parish, and of tried fidelity 
to its best interests at a critical period of its subsequent history. 
Our pleasure at his return in re-invigorated health is clouded indeed 
by the sad recollection that the faithful partner for so many years 
of his cares, and helper of him in so many gracious ways in his 
pastoral labors, is no longer with him to share and lighten his 
burden. In this expression of my profound personal sympathy I 
feel I may speak on behalf of the whole Synod, and assure our 
brother of our earnest prayer that the God of all comfort may con- 
tinue to uphold and strengthen him. 

The Archdeacon of Hawke's Bay. — I have already used an 
expression that demands a distinct mention of an appointment 
which, after due enquiry into precedents in this Provincial Church, 
I was led to make shortly before my departure for England. 
Finding, by information supplied me by the Primate, that the 
creation of a new archdeaconry lay within the power of the Bishop 
at his discretion, I decided on forming into a new archdeaconry 
that portion of the Diocese commonly known as Hawke's Bay, and 
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at one time a rural deanery within the Diocese of Wellington. I 
offered the appointment of archdeacon — which, in deference to my 
wishes, I am glad to say was accepted, to one whose abundant 
labors in Church work in the rural deanery had so clearly marked 
him out to be the first to fill this office — the Rev. Samuel Williams. 

But I must hasten to a conclusion, and if I pass by other 
matters of interest which might claim to form part of the record of 
the fifteen months that have elapsed since last Synod, the shortness 
of the interval since my return on Saturday must be my apology. 
I may be permitted to occupy the few further minutes now at my 
disposal in adverting to a subject of wider range than our own 
Diocesan affairs. I have already at the opening of my address 
referred to the Lambeth Conference, and to the resulting impression 
I brought away of its importance both as itself a notable result of 
the extension and growth of our branch of Christ's Church, and as 
probably marking a new departure which may lead to further de- 
velopments and adaptations of the Church so dear to us all. To 
quote some of the concluding words of the encyclical letter, " We 
have realised, more fully than it was possible to realise before, the 
extent, the power, and the influence of the great Anglican 
communion. We have felt its capacities, its opportunities, its 
privileges. In our common deliberations we have tested its essential 
oneness amidst all varities of condition and development. 
Wherever there was diversity of opinion among us there was also 
harmony of spirit and unity of aim ; and we shall return to our 
several Dioceses refreshed, strengthened, and insph-ed by the 
memories which we shall carry away. But the sense of thanks- 
giving is closely linked with the obligations of duty. This fuller 
realisation of our privileges as members of the Anglican communion 
carries with it a heightened sense of our responsibilities which do 
not end with our own people or with the mission field alone, but 
extend to all the Churches of God. The opportunities 
of an exceptional position call us to an exceptional work. 
It is our earnest prayer that all — clergy and laity alike 
— ^may take God's manifest purpose to heart and strive in 
their several stations to work it out in all its fulness." 

Let these inspiriting sentiments strike a responsive chord in 
our hearts this day, and be as a prelude to our deliberations on all 
questions concerning the welfare of that portion of the Church to 
which we belong, to animate our courage — to enlarge our desires 
— ^to guide our aspirations, so that we also may prove in our several 
spheres to be fellow workers with God in carrying out all His 
purposes of grace. 
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Vote of Thanks to the President. 

The cordial thanks of the Synod were given to the Right 
Rev, the President for his Address, and he was respectfully re- 
quested to allow the same to be printed.

T. Tanner seconded, *'That the President be respectfully re- 
quested to answer the Memorial of Mr. R. O. Stewart, expressing 
the interest which the Synod feels in the spiritual welfare of the

of the Trustees of the Foster Fund, Mr. Henry Stokes Tiffen, and 
other contributors, in the erection and completion of the Cathedral 
Church of S. John the Evangelist, Napier, consecrated by the 
Lord Bishop of the Diosese on the 20th December, 1888." — 
Carried.

Endowment.— 1872. 

1. That this Synod adopts the principle enunciated by the 
General Synod, that for the maintenance of Clergymen at least 
half the amount of the minimum income fixed by the Diocesan 
Synod should be secured upon endowment funds, and that the 
remainder should be raised by voluntary offerings. 

2. That for the purpose of carrying out this object action 
ought immediately be taken in every District of the Diocese, and 
that contributions should be solicited in money, land, or any other 
property. 

3. That the Churchwardens of each Parish or Parochial 
District have in their possession a book to be called " The Endow- 
ment Book," in which to enter from time to time such sums as may 
be contributed towards the endowment of the Ministry of such 
Parish or District. 



Endowment of Bishopric— 1874. 
That it is incumbent on the members of the Church throughout 
the Diocese to make the most vigorous efforts towards providing a 
sufficient fund for the endowment of the Bishopric, and that the 
Standing Committee is hereby authorised to receive contributions 
for that purpose. 

Endow^ment of Bishopric— 1879. 
That in the opinion of this Synod it is advisable that a thorough 
personal canvass of the Diocese be instituted, in order to urge the 
claims of the Bishopric Endowment Fund ; and that to this end a 
Committee of three or more laymen in each district be requested by 
the clergymen and vestries of the respective parishes and parochial 
districts to act in conjunction with the Central Committee already 
working. 

Diocesan Fund.— 1873. 
I. That in order to provide for the exigencies of the Church, 
it is expected that there should be a general Church Fund for the 
whole Diocese, to be called the Diocesan Fund

2. That this Fund should consist of a donation of money, 
land, or other property by the Church members in all parts of the 
Diocese, of annual contributions and special offertories. 

3. That this Fund should be available for the following 
objects, viz. : — 

(a) Maintenance of Clergymen in Missionary Districts. 

(b) Supplementing the Stipends of Clergymen in thinly- 

peopled districts of the Diocese. 

(c) Assisting in the erection of Churches and Parsonage 

Houses in thinly-peopled districts of the Diocese. 

4. That the Standing Committee shall have the management 
of such Fund, and that any Member of the Standing Committee 
may receive contributions towards the same. 



Collection in aid of Diocesan Fund.— 1878. 
That the Offertory Collections throughout the Diocese, made 
on the first Sunday in the year, be given without deduction to the 
Diocesan Fund. 



Subscribers to Diocesan Fund.— 1884. 
That this Synod would urge upon all Church Members the 
desirability of becoming subscribers to the Diocesan Fund of some 
stated, though it may be small, amount. 



Stipends of Clergy.- 1873. 
That the Synod recommends that the incomes of Deacons 
and Priests, licensed to Parishes or Parochial Districts, should be 
regulated according to the following scale, viz. : — That the mini- 
mum amount of Stipend should be ;^i5o a year from the Quarter 
Day following the ordination of a Clergyman as Deacon, to increase 
not less than ;^io a year to the maximum of ^^400. Provided 
that for any portion of a quarter, before such commencing date, 
he shall be paid at the rate of not less than ;^i5o a year. 



Day Schools.— 1874. 
That with the view of promoting the religious education of the 
young, it is desirable that in Districts where there is a considerable 
population attached to the Church of England, Church Day Schools 
should be established in preference to undenominational schools. 
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Religious Instruction in the District Schools.— 1884. 
That in view of the present National System of Education 
being a secular one, the Clergy of this Diocese are strongly urged 
to maintain classes for Religious Instruction in the District Schools 
out of school hours, wherever it may be found practicable to hold 
such classes. 



Religious Instruction in District Schools.—- 1886. 
That, inasmuch as the General Synod requires from the 
several Dioceses in this ecclesiastical province a triennial statement 
of the work of religious instruction carried on by the clergy or 
others in connection with the Government district schools, the 
editors of the Diocesan Synod Report be requested to print the 
following notice in the list of " Notices to Clergymen and Church- 
wardens" placed at the commencement of each Report of Synod : 
" That the clergy of this Diocese be requested to furnish to the 
Synod, together with the parochial returns, annual reports of their 
work in connection with the district schools." 



Religious Instruction in Public Schools.— 1888. 
That in the opinion of this Synod it is of the utmost importance 
to the spiritual and moral welfare of the children attending the 
public schools of this colony that the Education Act be so altered 
as to allow of religious instruction being given within school 
hours. 



Bible in Schools.— 1887. 
That this Synod requests the Clergy of the Diocese to bring 
periodically under the notice of their congregations the great need, 
which is becoming every day more and more apparent for the 
introduction of the Bible into the Public Schools of the Colony. 



Religious Instruction of the Young.— 1884. 
(i) That a system of Examination of children attending 
Sunday Schools be established upon subjects to be specified. The 
Papers to be drawn up by Examiners, appointed by the Standing 
Committee, and the Examination to be conducted by local Super- 
visors. The subjects for examination to be intimated to the 
Clergy at the commencement of each year. (2) That it be a 
recommendation to the Parochial Clergy and Superintendents of 
Schools \—(a) That a system of regular and graduated instruction 
should in all cases be adopted, such as may be found in books 
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published by the Church of England Sunday School Institute. 
fd) That Teachers' Meetings for instruction should be regularly 
held under the superintendence of the resident Clergyman, the 
Superintendent of the School, or other competent person, (cj 
That the Clergy should furnish all young persons or children, 
leaving home to take work in other Parishes, with letters to the 
Clergyman of the Parish in which they are about to settle. (3) 
That the Clergy of the Diocese be requested to furnish to the 
Synod, together with the Parochial Returns, Annual Reports of 
their work in the District Schools, and of any other efforts which 
have been made during the year for the religious instruction of 
the Younger Members of the Church. 

Sunday Schools' Examination.— 1884, 
That it be a recommendation to the Examiners who may be 
annually appointed to conduct the Examination of the Diocesan 
Sunday Schools, that they should incorporate in their Class List a 
column containing the ages of the several candidates. 



Sunday Schools' Examination.— 1886. 
That either through the instrumentality of the Native Church 
Boards, or by such other means as may commend themselves to 
his Lordship the Bishop, an effort be made during the present 
year, and in succeeding years, to extend the benefits of annual 
examination to the Sunday Schools held in this Diocese in con- 
nection with the Native Church. 



Trained Church "Workers.— 1887. 
That with a view to providing trained Church workers for 
Sunday Schools and other purposes, this Synod is of opinion that 
wherever practicable. Parochial Guilds or Associations of earnest- 
ir'.nded Churchmen should be formed 



Sunday School Libraries.— 1887. 
That this Synod is of opinion much good might be effected 
by the establishment of Sunday School Libraries, such Libraries to 
be free to all scholars. 



Church Sunday Schools.— 1885. 
That it be an earnest recommendation to the Clergy of the 
Diocese that strenuous efforts should be made in the direction of 
establishing a Church Sunday School in every centre of population 
in their several Parishes and Districts. 
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Statistical Returns.— 1874. 
That in accordance with a resolution of the General Synod, 
it is desirable that annual statistical returns made up to the 30th 
June in each year in the form prescribed by the General Synod, 
should be sent into the Standing Committee by the 31st July, or 
as soon after as possible, that they may be laid by the Bishop 
before the Diocesan Synod at its next annual session. 



Return of Bible Classes.~1884. 
That an additional column be incorporated in the form of 
the Annual Statistical Return, for the purpose of entering therein 
the number of persons attending Parochial Bible Classes, in the 
Parishes and Districts where such clacses are held. 



Bible Classes. —1884. 
That members of Bible classes held in connection with the 
Church be permitted to enter at the annual Diocesan examination 
of Sunday Schools. . 



List of Gommunicants,~1878. 
That the Curates of the various Parishes and Districts be 
requested to keep as complete a list as possible of the Communi- 
cants in their several cures. 



Return of Surplice Fees.— 1878. 
That the Statistical Returns shall include the amount of 
Surplice Fees received and paid into the Pension Fund. 



Easter OfTerings.— 1878. 
That the Easter Sunday Collections, made in the different 
Parishes and Parochial ^Districts, be not entered in the Offertory 
Book, but handed over to the Curate. 



Actual Financial Positions of Parishes.— 1878. 
That it is desirable that the actual financial position of each 
Parish or District, showing clearly all assets or liabilities, should 
be laid before the parishioners at their annual meeting, and also 
furnished to the Synod. 



Parsonage Returns.— 1878. 
That the Churchwardens of the several Parishes of this 
Diocese be requested to forward to the Standing Committee a 
description of the parsonages in their several Parishes, specifying 
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their size and accommodation, and the amount of glebe attached 
to each with a statement of the expenses incurred in their erection, 
the source from whence, the funds were obtained, and the 
liabilities, if any, now resting upon them. 

Articles of Inquiry.— 1878. 
That with a view to the proper preservation and keeping of 
churches, including their needful fittings, parsonage houses, and 
cemeteries within this Diocese, his Lordship the Bishop be re- 
spectfully requested to issue, annually, a printed form of enquiry 
to the Church Officers of the several Parishes and Parochial Dis- 
tricts, of a kindred nature to that in use in other Dioceses of this 
Provincial Church. 



A Burial Surplice Fee Undesirable.— 1879. 
That this Synod is of opinion that it is not desirable to charge 
a Burial Surplice Fee. 

Burial Reform.— 1878, 
That in the opinion of this Synod there is much of undesir- 
able ostentation and unnecessary expense in the ordinary customs 
connected with funerals, and the wearing of mourning ; and this 
Synod would gladly see efforts made to bring about a reform of 
these customs referred to. 



Travelling Expenses of Clergy and Laity attending 

3ynod.— 1876. 
That the travelling expenses of Clergymen and Laymen (if 
demanded) attending the Synod be defrayed by contributions 
being raised from each parish or district. The amount to be 
contributed by each parish or district to be assessed by the 
Standing Committee.* 

Church Trust Funds.— 1877. 
That all funds arising from General Church Trusts and 
Endowments to be placed under the management and control of 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese.

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Church Sites.— 1877. 
That in the opinion of the Synod it is extremely undesirable 
that any sites for buildings, in connection wit the Church, whether 
offered as a free gift, or to be purchased, should be accepted by 
private individuals, unless with the written consent of the Diocesan 
Trust Board ; or that any such site should be conveyed to Trustees 
who have not been appointed by such Board. 

Consecration of Churches.— 1877. 
That whenever a new Church is built, before it is consecrated 
or licensed for public worship, an account of all receipts and 
expenditure and liabilities in respect of the site and fabric shall be 
sent to the Standing Committee signed by the Building Com- 
mittee of the said Church, and audited by an Auditor appointed 
by the Bishop. And that the Standing Committee request the 
Bishop of the Diocese not to proceed to the consecration of the 
building, or the licensing thereof for public worship, unless the 
Standing Committee be satisfied that the debt is likely to be paid 
off in a reasonable time without detriment to the income of the 
Parish. 



Home and Foreign Missions.— 1879. 
That in accordance with resolutions of the General Synod on 
Home and Foreign Missions, each church in this Diocese be 
requested to contribute " offertories on one Sunday in the year to 
the Maori Mission, and one to the Melanesian Mission." 



Collections tar Missions, &c.— 1884. 
That all offertory collections and subscriptions made on 
behalf of Local and Foreign Missions, and all surplice fees and 
subscriptions and offertory collections on behalf of the Clerical 
Pension Fund, be passed through the hands of the Diocesan 
Treasurer. 



Foreign Missions.— 1885. 
That a special heading be inserted in the printed form of 
statistical returns to show the amount of any offertory collections 
which may be made on behalf of foreign missions other than the 
Melanesian Mission. 



Collection in aid of Clerical Pension Fund.— 1881. 

That in the opinion of this Synod the offertory collections, 
made on one Sunday in each year, should be devoted to the 
Cterical Pension Fund by every congregation in the Diocese. 
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Day of Intercession.-— 1884. 
That in order to promote sympathy on the part of this portion 
of the Church with the efforts which are being made for the 
Extension of the Kingdom of Christ among the heathen in various 
parts of the world, it is desirable that the Day of Intercession for 
Missions to the heathen should be generally observed throughout 
this Diocese, and that the Offertory Collections made on that day 
should be divided equally between the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel in Foreign Parts and the Church Missionary Society. 

Grants of Land from Private Benefactors.— 1879, 
That it is incumbent upon every member of this Synod to 
consider in what parts of the country it is important for the good 
of the Church to acquire grants of land from private benefactors, 
either for churches, cemeteries, or glebe lands, and so far as may 
be in his power to aid in procuring such grants. 

Erection of Napier Cathedral.— 1886. 
That the Synod congratulate the Rev. De Berdt Hovell and 
the parishioners of S. John's, Napier, on the laying of the foundation 
stone of the Cathedral of this Diocese, and desire to assure him of 
their appreciation of the energy, zeal, and judgment which have 
conducted the enterprise with such great success. 

Constitution of Napier Cathedral.— 1888. 
That the arrangements which have been entered into between 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the Vestry of the Parish of S. 
John the Evangelist, Napier, for the use of S. John's Church as 
the Cathedral Church of the Diocese, in accordance with Clause 
i8 of Canon 3, Title F., be adopted by this Synod (which are as 
follows) : — 

1. The Lord Bishop of Waiapu having placed his Chair in the 
Church of S. John the Evangelist, Napier, the aforesaid Church 
is the Cathedral Church of the Diocese of Waiapu. 

2. The Bishop shall have the power of nominating, if he so 
desire, special preachers at the ordinary services of the Church on 
fifteen occasions during the year. 

3. The Incumbent shall be entitled to fair notice of such 
nominations. 

4. The use of the church shall be given for special extra- 
parochial services, under the entire management of the Bishop, 
provided that such services do not interfere with the regular services 
of the Parish, nor the Parish be liable for expenses connected 
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therewith. The use of the organ at such services shall be at the 
Bishop's disposal. 

5. The Bishop shall have the right to erect Alms Chests in the 
Church for any object of which he may approve. 

6. The doors of the Church shall be open daily for the purposes 
of private devotion, meditation, and rest. 

7. That in the event of any difficulty arising in connection 
with any of the above regulations, the matter shall be decided by 
the Diocesan Synod, or, should the. Diocesan Synod not be in 
session, by the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 



Committee on Cathedral Chapter.— 1888. 
That a committee be appointed to report to the next annual 
session of this Synod what steps, in accordance with any Canon 
which may be passed by the General Synod on the subject, it may 
be advisable to take towards the constitution of a Cathedral 
Chapter for this Diocese. Such Committee to consist of the Ven. 
Archdeacon W. L. Williams, Revs. De Berdt Hovell, A. S. Webb, 
Messrs. A. J. Cotterill, and J. B. Fielder. 



Completion Napier Cathedral.— 1888. 
That this Synod desires to place upon record its appreciation 
of the action of the Incumbent (the Rev. De Berdt Hovell) and 
the parishioners of S. John's, Napier, aided by the munificent 
donations of the Trustees of the Foster Fund, Mr. Henry Stokes 
Tiffen, and other contributors, in the erection and completion of 
the Cathedral Church of S. John the Evangelist, Napier, con- 
secrated by the I^rd Bishop of the Diocese on the 20th 
December, 1888.

I. The Members of the Synod shall meet for the discussion 
of business in the same chamber ; but it shall be competent for 
either .the Clergy or the Laity at any time to withdraw to a separate 
chamber for the purpose of deliberation, at the requisition of any 
member of either of such orders. 

II. If, at the expiration of half an hour after the time 
appointed, there be not a quorum,* the President shall adjourn 
the meeting until the day or hour appointed for the next sitting of 
the Synod. 

III. If, at any time during the progress of business, there 
shall not be a quorum present, the President shall adjourn the 
Synod, on any Member moving that the Synod be counted. 

IV. The meetings of the Synod shall be open to the public ; 
but, at the request of any Member, the President shall at any time 
order strangers to withdraw. 

V. There shall be two Secretaries of the Synod, who shall 
keep regular Minutes of the proceedings of the Synod. 

VI. An attendance-book shall be provided by the Secretaries, 
in which it shall be the duty of the Members of the Synod to sign 
their names, when attending the Synod, at each Meeting. 

VII. The proceedings of the Synod shall be conducted in the 
following order : — 

("aj After the reading of Prayers, the Minutes of the last 

meeting shall be read and confirmed. 
("dj The Reports of Committees shall be presented and read. 

(cj Motions, of which previous notice shall have been given, 
shall be taken into consideration in the order in which 
the notices shall have been given, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Synod.

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STANDING ORDERS. 



{d) Suspended debates, and other business ordered by the 
Synod at a previous meeting to be taken into con- 
sideration, shall be proceeded with two hours after the 
time appointed for the meeting of the Synod, unless 
all other business shall have been disposed of sooner. 

{e) Subject to the above rules, any business not disposed of 
on the proper day shall have precedence at the next 
day's sittings. 

(/) Notices of motion shall be given at any convenient 
opportunity in the course of the day. 

VIII. On the first day of each Annual Session of the Synod 
the President shall, with the concurrence of the Synod, appoint a 
Committee, to consist of not more than 7 Members to examine 
and report upon the Parochial Returns and Accounts which may 
have been laid before the Synod. 

IX. Every Member shall address the President when speak- 
ing. 

X. All questions of Orders shall be decided by tbe Presi- 
dent. 

XI. It shall be the duty of the President to confine each 
speaker to the subject matter of debate ; but it shall not be in 
order for any Member to interrupt the speaker, except through the 
medium of the President. 

XII. Except when in Committee of the whole Synod, the 
President shall call to order any Member proceeding to speak more 
than once on the same question, unless it be in explanation : Pro- 
vided that the mover of any question (not being an amendment) 
shall be allowed the liberty of reply, and that the seconder may 
reserve his speech to any period of the debate. 

XIII. The President may take part in the discussions of the 
Synod without leavmg the chair. 

XIV. No Member shall bring any subject under the con- 
sideration of the Synod, except in pursuance of a notice given in 
writing, and read at a meeting of the Synod on some previous 
day. 

XV. No subject which shall have been under the considera- 
tion of the Synod and disposed of, shall be again brought forward 
during the same session j nor shall notice of motion on any such 
subject be admissable. 
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XVL A^ qufiStiQ^ may l?fj swa-sed^d :— 

{a) By adjournment of the Synods either on the motion of 
a Member, "That the Synod do now adjourn," or on 
notice being lakep, and it appearing that a quorum be 
not present 

{b) By a motion, ** That the Synod pass to the next order 
of the day." 

{c) By amendment. 

XVII. A motion to adjourn the Synod shall always be in 
order, and, if seconded, shall be put from the chair ; but no dis- 
cussion shall take place thereon, except in cases where the ad- 
journment shall be for a longer period than the next sitting day. 

XVIII. No notice shall be taken of any motion, or amend- 
ment, unless it be seconded. 

XIX. No amendment (not being of a verbal nature) shall be 
put from the chair until a copy thereof shall have been handed to 
the President 

XX. When an amendment is under the consideration of the 
Synod, it shall be in order for any member to read a second or 
other amendment to the Synod, but such an amendment shall not 
be debated unless the first amendment has been put and nega- 
tived. 

XXI. No amendment on an amendment shall be in order 
unless when an amendment shall have become the substantive 
motion. 

XXII. Any motion or amendment containing more than one 
question, shall be divided on the request of any njiember of the 
Synod, and in such case of a motion having been broken up into 
two, or more questions, the President shall afterwards put the 
motion as a whole. 

XXIII. Notices of motion for the appointment of Select 
Committees shall contain the names of the members proposed to 
serve on such Committees. But the mover in ever case shall be 
a member of the Committee. 

XXIV. No Select Committee shall consist of more than 
seven or less ^than three members. Three members to form a 
quorum. 

XXV. The motionihat a Committee be appointed, and the 
motion for the appointiHent of persons to serve on such Committee, 
shall be decided separately. 
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XXVI. Every report of a Committee requiring action shall be 
accompanied by a resolution or resolutions for the consideration 
of the Synod 

XXVII. No Bill shall be brought into the Synod except by 
leave or order of the Synod. But when such leave or order shall 
have been given, the Bill may be read a first time forthwith, on 
motion, without notice. And after the first reading of a Bill, a 
motion may be made without notice, that the second reading shall 
take place on some future day to be named in such motion ; and 
that it be considered in Committee. 

XXVIII. No Bill shall be passed by the Synod until it shall 
have been read a first time ; secondly, read a second time, and 
considered in detail in Committee of the whole Synod; and 
thirdly, have been adopted as reported to the Synod by such 
Committee. No alteration shall be made in any Bill except by a 
Committee of the whole Synod ; but it may be re-committed for 
such purpose after it shall have already been reported to the 
Synod. 

XXIX. No measure shall be passed into a Statute on the 
same day that it has passed through Committee of the whole 
Synod. 

XXX. Every question proposed to be asked of the President, 
or of any Member of the Synod, shall be put and answered in 
writing. And the question and the answer shall be read without 
explanation or comment on either side ; but they shall not be 
printed with the minutes except by order of the Synod, which may 
be made on motion without notice. 

XXXI. It shall be incumbent on every Member presenting a 
petition to acquaint himself with the contents thereof; and to 
ascertain that it does not contain language disrespectful to the 
Synod. Every member presenting a petition shall affix his name 
at the beginning thereof. 

XXXII. Every petition must contain the prayer of the peti- 
tioner or petitioners at the end thereof, and must be signed by 
him or them. 

XXXIII. No letters, affidavits, or other documents shall be 
attached to or accompany any petition. No petition shall make 
reference to any debate in the Synod, 

XXXIV. Every member presenting a petition shall confine 
himself to a statement of the parties from whom it comes, of the 
number of signatures attached to it, and of the material allegations 
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contained in it, to the reading of the prayer thereof — and to the 
expression of his assent to, or his dissent from, the allegations or 
prayer thereof. 

XXXV. The only question which shall be entertained by the 
Synod on the presentation of any petition shall be on motion 
without notice " that the petition be received" If this motion be 
carried, a motion " that the petition be now read " may be put 
without notice. 

XXXVI. No petition shall be printed but on motion made 
to that effect with notice. 

XXXVII. In order to give publicity to the proceedings of the 
Synod, the Secretaries shall be authorised to permit copies to be 
taken of all documents which may be laid before the Synod, and 
of all resolutions and other proceedings which may be recorded on 
the minutes. 

XXXVIII. Any of the following Standing Orders, Nos. 7, 12, 
i4> iS> 23, 27, and 29, may be suspended on motion without 
notice, with the consent of all the members present at a duly 
constituted meeting.

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Resolution from Dloceffan Synod of Dunedin.

parishioners, although possibly not such as to enable the 
parishioners to obtain the removal of the Clergyman upon an 
appeal to the Ecclesiastical Courts. 

2. " That the Standing Committee be appointed to consider 
the best means of affording such relief, and to draw up a memorial 
for presentation at the next session of the General Synod 
embodying the proposed amendment of the Canon."

Your Committee beg leave to report as follows : — 

1. No Returns have been received from Te Aute, Woodville, 
or Wairoa. 

2. While most of the Accounts sent in from the various 
Parishes and Districts are correctly rendered on the forms supplied 
by the Standing Committee, there are cases still in which a 
considerable amount of confusion is exhibited as to the headings 
under which certain iteths fthould be placed. In order to obviate 
this confusion in future, your Committee would si^gestfthat books 
should be prepared in a form which has been adopted 'by the 
Vestry of S. John the' Evangelist, Napier, for their own con- 
venience, and that such books should be supplied to the various 
Parishes and Districts. This would<secure <ac^OFacy and' uniformity 
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in the method of keeping the Accounts, and would greatly simplify 
the preparation of the annual Balance Sheet required by the Synod. 

3. The attention of Auditors should be directed to the 
importance of the most scrupulous accuracy in the examination of 
the Accounts, and especially of taking care that the balance 
brought forward should correspond exactly with that given in the 
previous year's balance-sheet as printed with the Report of the 
Synod. As an indication of the necessity of this, it may be stated 
that one balance-sheet now lying on the table of the Synod 
commences its column of receipts witha credit balance of;£'4 2s. 2d., 
brought forward from last year, while the column of expenditure is 
also headed with a debit balance of ^£4^ 7s. id. This knot your 
Committee have not been able to unravel.

Trust. — As and for a site and endowment for a School for 
Natives and Half-Castes in connection with the United Church of 
England and Ireland. 

This property was let for fourteen years from March 25 th, 
1873, at a rental of ;^4oo per annum. On the expiration of this 
lease in March, 1887, it was decided to let the principal portion of 
the land in future in small sections, with the view of obtainmg an 
increased rental, a reserve of 1 7 J^ acres being made in a suitable 
position to be used as a site for a School as soon as there should 
be sufficient funds in hand to provide the necessary buildings, 
furniture, etc. With the concurrence of the Diocesan Synod, an 
allotment of two acres has been let to the Hawke's Bay Education 
Board for a period of 60 years. Twenty allotments of half-an-acre 
each, with frontage to the main road, have been laid off for 
building sites, and the rest, exclusive of the reserve, has been 
divided into 27 allotments, varying in area from 2 to 56 acres. 
One allotment of 37 acres and eight of half-an-acre each still 
remain on hand, but will probably be taken up before long. The 
gross rental now payable to the Trustees amounts to ;^869 14s 4d, 
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SO that considerably over ;^8oo may be reckoned upon annually 
as available for the purposes of the Trust The leases recently 
granted, with the exception of that to the Education Board, will 
expire in the year 1908. 

Assistance has been continued to the Native Girls' School at 
Hukarere, Napier, which maintains an average of nearly 50 
pupils. It is satisfactory to find that the management and efficiency 
of this School are always spoken of in terms of high praise by the 
Inspector of Native Schools. 

By the authority of the Diocesan Synod, the Trustees have 
become incorporated, in accordance with the provisions of " The 
Religious Charitable and Educational Trust Boards Incorporation 
Act, 1884," with the title of "The Waerenga-a-hika Trust Board** 

The Trustees are looking forward to the erection of the 
requisite buildings for a Boarding School for boys in the course of 
the coming year.

SECOND SESSION OF THE ELEVENTH SYNOD OF 
THE DIOCESE OF WAIAPU, NEW ZEALAND. 




Napier, Monday, September 30TH, 1889. 

HE SYNOD assembled in the Cathedral Church of S. 
John the Evangelist at 11 a. m., when the Holy Com- 
munion was administered by the Right Rev. the Bishop, 
assisted by the Ven. the Archdeacon of Waiapu. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the Synod met in S. John's 
Schoolroom. 

The President called over the roll of Members. (Members 
present : See Table of Attendance.) 

The Synod was then declared duly constituted, and the pro- 
ceedings were opened with prayer. 

The President then delivered the following 

Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity, — 

Our last Annual Session of Synod was held at a later date 
than usual, owing to my absence in England in attending the 
Lambeth Confeifcce of 1888 ; consequently in now reverting to 
our customary time of meeting the period we review at the present 
session comprises nine months instead of twelve. In this review 
the most noticeable event is the session of the General Synod that 
assembled at Dunedin on February 13th, under the presidency, for 
the last time, of our much beloved and revered Primate, the Most 
Reverend the Bishop of Christchurch. In his opening address to 
the Synod he intimated his intended resignation of the office of 
Primate, and that the Synod would be called upon towards the 
close of the session to elect his successor in that office. Accord- 
ingly, on February 26th, the members of Synod having received 
on the morning of that day the blessed Sacrament of the Lord's

Body and Blood, and having united at the Primate's request in 
silent prayer for the guidance of God's Holy Spirit, proceeded to 
the election in the manner prescribed by the canon. A majority 
of all three orders is required, and the choice fell on the Bishop of 
Wellington. Apart from the high and commanding abilities of 
our new Primate, all must admit a special fitness in the election to 
the chief office in our Church of one who for fifty years has main- 
tained through God's grace the highest standard of devotedness to 
the work of the Christian Ministry in this land. First, and for 
many years, in the arduous duties of a missionary to its aboriginal 
people (being the first to be admitted in 1838 to the office of the 
priesthood in New Zealand), and subsequently as taking a leading 
and influential part in the organisation of the Church of this 
ecclesiastical province, our new Primate has gained not only the 
confidence of both races, but also the fullest and most intimate 
knowledge of the growth and development of our Church constitu- 
tion and legislation, a knowledge which none will be better able 
than he to make subservient to such further work of consolidation 
and expansion as may still lie before the Church in New Zealand. 
That he may long be spared to crown the labors of many years by 
enriching the councils of the Church with his ripe experience is 
our heartfelt prayer. Into no worthier hands could have passed 
the Primatial authority which for 2 1 years has been wielded with 
such dignity, wisdom, and graciousness by the beloved prelate 
who now, in full ripeness of years, seeks to disengage himself from 
public duties in the administration of our affairs. May we who 
remain be stimulated by these and such like examples, in which 
happily this branch of Christ's Church is rich indeed, to devote 
ourselves more earnestly to the work devolving on us ; that we, 
too, may attain to the joy and rest of a " finished course," having 
" kept the faith " as handed down to us by those who have had the 
rule over us, who ** have spoken unto us the word of God ; con- 
sidering the end of their conversation Jesus Christ, the same 
yesterday, to-day, and for ever ! " 

Removal of Incumbents. — ^Turning now to the legislative 
enactments of the late Synod, I may suitably give the first place 
to a bill embodying a principle which this Diocesan Synod was the 
first to urge upon the consideration of the General Synod as one 
of grave importance for the welfare of the Church. In his opening 
address the Primate put the case with his usual lucidity and fairness 
of statement. " It will be unanimously agreed," he said, " that it 
is for the interests of the Church that every clergyman appointed 
to a parish should be known to be fitted for the duties implied in 
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that expressive term, * a cure of souls,' and the greatest care be 
exercised in the appointment ; and yet when this has been done it 
may be found that the clergyman selected and duly instituted is 
not able to satisfy the requirements of the cure, or having done 
well for a time has become neglectful of his duties. Provision 
accordingly has been made in the Canons for the removal of a 
clergyman who has proved to be unworthy of the ministry, and it 
has been thought expedient to legislate also for the removal of one 
who, without being charged with any ecclesiastical offence specified 
in the Canons, has become and proved to be unfit for his duties. 
A Bill for this purpose was before the Synod which met at Napier, 
but was withdrawn because the time at our disposal was not suffi- 
cient for the full consideration of it. The Bill had respect chiefly 
to those cases in which a clergyman, through neglect of duty, or 
want of tact and prudence in dealing with his parishioners, had 
forfeited their respect and good will, and so impaired hig useful- 
ness For cases of incapacity occasioned by ill-health 

and the infirmities of old age, some other provision should be 
made." To supply the defect in our Church legislation so discrimi- 
natingly indicated in these weighty words, the Bishop of Welling- 
ton at an early period of the session introduced a Bill dealing with 
this question — a Bill drawn somewhat on the lines of the Incum- 
bents' Removal Act passed by the Synod of Tasmania last year, 
but with a less cumbersome procedure. The Bill met with consi- 
derable opposition, but after very full debates at all the stages of 
its progress it was finally passed by a large majority. The provi- 
sions of the Bill in their final shape now form clauses 24 to 27 of 
Title A, Canon IV. Notwithstanding the grave apprehensions 
expressed by some of those who opposed the Bill, it is my full 
conviction that the new clauses of the Canon, even though they 
may never have to be put in force, will have a beneficial effect in 
maintaining that harmonious relation which ought always to subsist 
between the pastor and his flock. It certainly ought to put a 
decisive stop to that most objectionable mode of dissolving the 
pastoral tie which has hitherto been the last resort in a voluntary 
Church — the ** starving out" of the unacceptable minister. Much 
better, surely, for pastor and flock that they should meet each other 
before an impartial commission, and, if their differences are 
irreconcilable, agree to dissolve the connection rather than remain 
in chronic disagreement, to the grievous hindrance and stagnation 
of all Church life and work in the parish. 

Defaulting Parishes. — Another newly-enacted Canon will, it 
is to be hoped, have a salutary efliect in keeping up to the mark 
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defaulting parishes. For it is now possible, by the proirisions of 
clause 8, Canon V., Title B, to degrade a parish and to reduce it 
to the status of a parochial district if it has failed to fulfil the 
conditions under which it was constituted. I fear that in this 
Diocese there are more parishes than one which would have rather 
a precarious tenure of existence as such, should this Canon be 
brought to bear upon them. 

Systematic Support of Church Work. — ^The question of the 
systematic maintenance of Church work was considered by a select 
committee, and their report contains matter for serious considera- 
tion. They recommend that some special organisation should be 
established in each parish or district for securing the systematic 
support of the Church by every member thereof. Let me impress 
this recommendation on all the clerical and lay members of this 
Synod. I am sure that in its adoption and painstaking carrying 
out, the true remedy is to be found for much of the financial diflS- 
culty that so frequently cripples the work of our Church. When 
we look either at the numbers or the social position and the worldly 
circumstances of those belonging to the Church of England in this 
colony, we cannot conclude that want of means is the cause of the 
inadequate and irregular support that the Church receives from 
her professed members. Neither do we find the cause in any 
general unwillingness to contribute to the support of the Church, 
for one often meets with a liberal and ready response when an op- 
portunity is afforded for making a direct appeal for some Church 
work that needs assistance. When I look at the facts all round 
the conviction forces itself on me that much available income is 
lost to the Church from want of suitable organisation to collect it. 
I speak now not only of the support that might be obtained for 
the Diocesan Fund or other extra-parochial objects, but also 
of the strictly parochial income, which so frequently falls 
short of the most necessary requirements. And I would urge 
that in every parish and parochial district there should be an 
organised and recognised association for bringing home to every 
professed member of the Church the duty of contributing some 
stated amount, according to the ability which God has given to 
each, to the support of the Church, and for the regular collection 
of the subscriptions promised. An individual and personal appli- 
cation, and a systematic collection, are the two pivots on which 
the machinery should turn, and a simple organisation such as ex- 
perience teaches to be necessary in all associations for raising 
funds would secure the permanency and efficiency of the associa- 
tion. The clergyman of the parish should be ex officio president, 
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and the churchwarden chosen by the people might suitably be the 
treasurer. The secretary, on whose zeal and energy much would 
depend, might in the first place be nominated by the president and . 
treasurer, and receive his appointment from the Bishop. When 
the association was fairly started with a list of bona fide subscribing 
members, quarterly meetings should be held for mutual encourage- 
ment in the work, and to receive reports of progress made, and at 
an annual meeting the [secretary might be elected. The money 
contributed through this agency would be quite independent of the 
ordinary revenue of the parish accruing from Church offertories 
and pew rents. This should be clearly explained in soliciting sub- 
scriptions. The primary object would be the sustentation of the 
clergy. In the few populous town parishes of the Diocese where 
the ordinary sources of revenue provide a sufficient stipend, the 
maintenance of an assistant curate would probably be a desidera- 
tum to be supplied, and in any case surplus funds would find their 
application in augmenting the income of the Diocesan Fund for 
aiding Church work in poorer districts. The parochial association 
might indeed, and I hope in most cases would, supply the needed 
organisation for bringing before our church members the claims of 
that fund whose struggling existence sadly needs to be re-invigorated 
by the enlistment of supporters throughout the whole Diocese. 
Active canvassers and collectors working in a parochial association 
would have the opportunity of bringing before our people the 
claims of the Diocesan Fund, as well as local wants, and could 
receive contributions either for the general Diocesan object, or for 
the special parochial object In venturing to sketch the outline 
of such an organisation, I have in my recollection the excellent 
work which for many years has been effected by the Church Society 
of the Diocese of Sydney, with its net-work of parochial associa- 
tions spread over the whole Diocese. The details of any plan 
would best be considered and arranged by a select committee to 
be appointed by the Standing Committee, should the Synod pro- 
nounce some such scheme as I have suggested to be feasible. I 
am not wedded to any particular plan, but what I would most 
emphatically urge on the consideration of the Synod is that some 
definite plan is urgently needed, as the resolution of the General 
Synod has distinctly recognised. And as regards our own Diocese 
— for I will not presume to speak of other Dioceses, in some of 
which I know that strenuous efforts have been made for the organi- 
sation of their Church finance — ^any plan, I think I may say, 
would be better than none. Systematic giving to the treasury of 
God was from the earliest time a matter of divine arrangement, 
and the pages of the New Testament furnish abundant proof that 
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the freer dispensation of the Spirit did not weaken the obligation 
when it enlarged its scope and intensified the motive. 

The Religious Education of the Young. — There is one aspect 
of this question which the General Sync^ cannot pass over in 
silence so long as the present unhappy exclusion of religion from 
the public schools of the colony is maintained There may have 
be^n nothing new in the arguments condemnatory of that great 
blot on our Education Act, but arguments based on sound reason- 
ing do not lose their force through being unheeded, and a system 
intrinsically defective will work out its evil results whether men 
foresee them or not There is one obvious consequence of per- 
sistency in the present system that can scarcely be ignored, 
namely, that the longer the system of mere secular education is 
upheld, the more difficult it will be to efifect a change. The rising 
generation, growing up in ignorance of the importance of religion 
in national education, is assuredly not likely to awaken to a sense 
of its value, or to know anything of its necessity, unless, indeed, 
through painful experience of the bitter fruits of its neglect The 
General Synod could not do less in regard to this question than 
reaffirm what it has formerly on various occasions urged upon the 
consideration of the Legislature in its repeated petitions addressed 
to both Houses of Assembly — in the most reasonable demand 
that the Education Act should be so amended as to permit of 
religious instruction being given within school hours in the Govern- 
ment schools, and that provision should be made for grants in aid 
of the maintenance of schools set on foot by any religious deno- 
mination, . provided that the secular instruction given in such 
schools comes up to the required standards, and satisfies the 
Government inspector. 

Sunday Schools. — The exclusive secularism in the present 
system of national education enhances, it is needless to say, the 
value and importance of the Sunday school, as in some measure 
supplying the want of religious instruction in the ordinary day 
schools. And this renders it more than ever incumbent on us as a 
Church to extend and improve our Sunday schools, and to work 
them on the most efficient system. Hence the importance of a 
resolution of the General Synod recommending that a graduated 
course of instruction be adopted in our Sunday schools. It may 
be in the recollection of the Synod that some years ago I instituted 
a Diocesan examination of Sunday schools, mainly with a view of 
introducing systematic instruction in a definite course of lessons. 
The plan met only with limited success. The prescribed course 
was not adopted by all the schools ; some of the largest did not 
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compete in the examination at all ; and consequently the results of 
an united examination did not seem commensurate with the ex- 
penditure of time and labor on the part of the examiners which it 
involved. For the last two years I have allowed the plan of a 
Diocesan examination to remain in abeyance, in the hope that a 
fresh start on a more thorough plan of operations may be more 
successful. A graduated course of instruction, if universally 
adopted and adhered to, would be such a plan. But this implies 
careful arrangement of the classes, and above all the intelligent 
co-operation of the teachers. To secure the latter there must be 
maintained the teachers meeting in every parish in which the 
appointed lessons should be thoroughly gone into and explained 
by the clergyman or some competent person appointed by him tor 
the purpose. Without this, I am convinced that any scheme for 
united examination of the scholarsl^ll be a failure. If, as I trust, 
we may see our way at this Synod to the appointment of an in- 
spector of Sunday schools, with a recognised status in the Diocese, 
it would be one of his first endeavors to frame in conjunction 
with the parochial clergy a suitable syllabus of lessons, which could 
then be issued under sanction of the Bishop as the standard of in- 
struction throughout the Diocese. 

A Cathedral Chapter. — And now, passing from these ques- 
tions, some of which, interesting and important as they all are, 
may not perhaps call for any immediate action by this Synod, I 
would bespeak your careful consideration to the new Canon (Title 
B, Canon VI.) enacted at the last session of the General Synod on 
Cathedral Chapters. And I ask your close attention to the ques- 
tions involved, as the matter will, I believe, be brought before us 
during this session in the report of a committee appointed at our 
last session. The resolution passed on the 19th of December last 
appointing the committee was as follows : — " That a committee be 
appointed to report to the next annual session of this Synod what 
steps, in accordance with any canon which may be passed by the 
General Synod on the subject, it may be advisable to take towards 
the constitution of a Cathedral Chapter for this Diocese ; such com- 
mittee to consist of the Ven. Archdeacon W. L. Williams, Revs. 
De Berdt Hovell, A. S. Webb, Messrs A. J. Cotterill, and J. B. 
Fielder." You will observe a reference in this resolution to the 
prospect of the General Synod legislating on the subject. The 
ground of that expectation was the resolution passed by the General 
Synod which met at Auckland in 18S6. At that Synod, I may 
explain, the question whether it be competent for a Diocese to 
form a Cathedral Chapter, seeing that no provision had been made 
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in that respect in the constitution or statutes of the Church, was 
brought forward by the Diocese of Auckland. At an early day 
in the session the Bishop of Auckland moved and Mr. Upton 
seconded, " That a committee be appointed to consider and report 
before the end of the session ; — (i.) Whether a Diocesan Synod 
has power to constitute a Dean and Canons in connection with the 
Cathedral Church of the Diocese ; (2) whether such Synod has 
power to make such regulations as it may deem proper for the 
election, the duties, and the term of office, of the Dean and 
Canons." The committee thus appointed consisted of the Primate, 
the Bishops of Nelson, Auckland, and Dunedin, Archdeacons 
Williams and Harper, and Mr. Maude. Their report, consisting of 
an interesting historical statement on the origin and uses of cathedral 
bodies and their actual constitution, was quoted at length in my 
address last year to this Synod. It concludes thus : — " Taking 
these facts into consideration, and bearing in mind the circum- 
stances of the Church of this ecclesiastical province, the committee 
are of opinion that the Genera) Synod should proceed to lay down 
the following general rules for the constitution and regulation of 
Cathedral bodies, and they therefore recommend the following 
resolutions for the adoption of Synod." The regulations are 
printed in pages 63 and 64 of the " Proceedings of the General 
Synod of 1886 ; " but, as I stated in my address of last year, the 
whole question was postponed for the consideration of the next 
General Synod. Accordingly, when the General Synod met at 
Dunedin last February, on the motion of Archdeacon W. L. 
Williams a select committee consisting of the Bishops of Nelson 
and Dunedin, Archdeacons W. L. Williams and Harper, the Rev. 
De Berdt Hovell, and Messrs. Upton and Maude was appointed 
to draft a canon on the constitution of Cathedral chapters. The 
select committee submitted as the result of their deliberations " a 
Bill intituled a statute to provide for the constitution of Cathedral 
Chapters." This being passed by the Synod without any amend- 
ment, now forms Canon VI., Title B, with the heading " Chapters." 
On comparing this canon with the resolutions submitted by the 
select committee of 1886, it will be found that there is a sub- 
stantial agreement in principle in the regulations proposed. In 
both cases large powers are conferred on the Diocesan Synod with 
regard (i) to the Chapter; (2) the officers of whom it shall con- 
sist ; (3) the concurrence of the Synod either directly or through 
its standing committee in the apointment of the members of the 
Chapter, and (4) in the enactment of statutes for the regulation of 
the Chapter. The principal difference seems to be that in the 
canon as now framed a wider scope is given to the functions of a 
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Cathedral Chapter than in the original draft resolutions, and a 
greater latitude is allowed to the Diocesan Synod in deciding the 
question of the officers of whom the Chapter shall consist The 
resolution proposed in 1886 ran thus : — " It is competent for a 
Diocesan Synod to proceed to the constitution of a Cathedral 
Chapter, provided that the Cathedral Chapter shall consist of the 
Bishop, a Dean, Canons (clerical and lay), and such other officers 
as may seem necessary to the Diocesan Synod." The canon of 
1889 enacts as follows : — i. " In order to the more efficient prosecu- 
tion of the work of the Church in any Diocese, the Diocesan Synod 
may constitute a Cathedral Chapter, which shall consist of the 
Bishop and such other persons (including a Dean, Canons, and 
lay members) as may to the said Synod seem necessary." Clause 
2 reads thus : — " If there be a Dean he shall be appointed by the 
Bishop of the Diocese, with the concurrence, in the case of the first 
appointment, of the Diocesan Synod, and in the case of all subse- 
quent appointments, of the Chapter and the standing committee ; 
provided that until a Dean be appointed the functions of the Dean 
shall be performed by the Bishop of the Diocese." The question 
of the appointment of a Dean is thus left in express terms to the 
Diocesan Synod, and the object to be attained by the constitution 
of a Chapter is stated to be the more efficient prosecution of the 
work in the Diocese. It is, then, on the lines laid down in this 
canon that our Synod may now proceed. In my address to you, 
my brethren, at the opening of the last session, I sketched a plan 
of Diocesan work, in which, as it seems to me, a well selected 
Chapter might efficiently co-operate in promoting Diocesan work. 
As the scheme will doubtless be carefully considered and fully 
discussed in the present session, it is unnecessary for me now to 
go further into details, or to repeat what I then said. This much 
only will I now add, that in considering the question there are 
two landmarks we must keep distinctly in sight. The one is the 
principle that in his opening address to the last General Synod was 
admirably expressed by our President as ''the principle which 
underlies the Church system in this province — namely, the union 
of Bishops, clergy, and laity in all acts which have reference to the 
work and well-being of the Church ; " the other, seeing that our 
Cathedral is also a parish church, that in laying down regulations 
for a Cathedral Chapter nothing shall infringe on the statutable 
rights of the parishioners, either as regards the nomination of the 
Incumbent of the parish, or as regards the rights and duties of the 
vestrymen and churchwardens respectively. Within these limits 
we may safely organise a Chapter which may materially, as I firmly 
believe, promote the work of the Church in this Diocese. May 
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we, with a single eye to God's glory, seek to devise such measures 
as He will own and bless ! 

In these synodical deliberations our immediate concern is 
with the framework of the Church. We take counsel together on 
improvements and extension, or possibly on needed changes and 
alterations, yet we can never lose sight of the spiritual purpose 
which this framework is meant to subserve — even the completion 
of that building in which we ourselves and our brethren in 
the Faith are the living stones. We need, then, continually to 
pray that our minds may be illuminated and our hearts in- 
fluenced by the inspiration of God's Holy Spirit, that we 
may not hinder the grace of God, but be W9rkers together with 
Him in all such good works as He has prepared for us, to the 
glory of " our great God and Saviour Jesus Christ, who gave Him- 
self for us, that He might redeem us from all iniquity, and purify 
unto Himself a people for His own possession, zealous of good 
works." 

Vote of Thanks to the President. 

The cordial thanks of the Synod were given to the Right 
Rev. the President for his Address, and he was respectfully re- 
quested to allow the same to be printed. 

Apologies for Absence.

On the motion of the Ven. Archdeacon W. L. Williams the 
Bill to provide for the enactment, repeal, or amendment of Canons 
was read a second time, considered in committee, reported to the 
Synod without amendments, and the third reading made an order 
for the next day. 

Bill to Authorise Re-Arrangexhent of Diocesan Statutes in 
form of Canons. 

On the motion of the Ven. Archdeacon W. L. Wiluams the 
Bill to authorise the re-arrangement of the Diocesan Statutes in 
the form of Canons was read a third time and passed. 

Bishopric Endo^irment Fund Accounts. 

The Ven. Archdeacon W. L. Williams moved, and the Rev. 
De Berdt Hovell seconded, "That the Standing Committee 
be requested to obtain from the Business Committee of the 
Bishopric Endowment Fund a statement shewing the present 
position of the capital of the Fund, in order that such statement 
may be printed with the proceedings of this Synod in connec^^ion 
with the Accounts of the Fund." — Carried, 

Report of Committee upon Religious Instruction of the 

Young. 

The Rev. De Berdt Hovell moved, and the' Rev. J. 
Parkinson seconded, " That the report of the Committee upon 
the Religious Education of the Young be adopted.'' 

Mr. T. Tanner moved, and the Rev. E. Robertshawe 
seconded, ^' That the following words be added to clause 2, head- 
ed ' Bible in Schools.' " :-- 

Your Committee is further of opinion that any Bill introduced 
into the Legislature should contain the following principles : 

1. That Bible reading should be penxiissive, not compulsory, i»e,, at the 
option of the School Committee. 

2. That the Bible itself should be re-admitted and read within school 
hours in the Public Schools, with or without comment, as the school com- 
mittee may decide. 

3. That selected portions of the Old and New Testaments of a compre- 
hensive and consecutive character should be attached as a schedule to the BUI 
for the guidance of school teachers. 
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4. That when instraction is permitted it should be of a strictly unsectarian 
character, suited to the capacities of the children. 

5. That there should be a time-table and conscience clause. 
— Carried 

The Report, with these additions, was then adopted 

Bill Providing for Enactment, &c. of Canons. 

Standing order No. 29 having been suspended, the Bill for 
providing for the enactment, repeal, or amendment of canons was 
read a third time and passed. 

' Appointment of Members of the Cathedral Chapter. 

The Right Rev. the Bishop, in accordance with Clause 2, 
Canon VL, Title B. of the General Synod, nominated and 
appointed the Rev. De Berdt Hovell to be Dean of Waiapu. 

The Synod concurred in the appointment 

The Right Rev. the Bishop moved, and Mr. A. J. Cotterill 
seconded, " That there be now appointed four Canons, and two 
lay members of the Chapter." — Carried 

The Right Rev. the Bishop nominated and appointed, in 
accordance with Clause 3, Canon VI., Title B., the Venerable 
Samuel Williams, Archdeacon of Hawke's Bay, and the Reverend 
John Elliott Fox as Canons, and Mr. John Thornton as lay 
member.

The Rev. E. Robertshawe moved, and Mr. T. Tanner 
seconded the nomination of Mr. John Beckett Fielder as a lay 
member.

I. The Nominators to be chosen by the Diocesan Synod shall 
be three in number. 

II. The Nominators to be chosen by the Vestry of each Parish 
shall also be three in number. 

III. The election of Nominators by the Vestry of each Parish 
shall take place within six weeks after the Annual Election of 
Churchwardens and Vestrymen : Provided that, if at the time of 
such election of Churchwardens and Vestrymen in any Parish, the 
cure shall be vacant, or the resignation of the Incumbent of the 
said Parish shall have been accepted by the Bishop, or, in case of 
the Bishop's refusal to accept such resignation, the Incumbent 
shall have given final notice to the Bishop of his intention to with- 
draw from the cure of the said Parish, the election of Nominators 
shall take place within six weeks after the institution of the new 
Incumbent 

IV. Each of the Parochial Nominators shall be elected by a 
majority of the Members of the Vestry present at the Meeting 
convened for that purpose and voting openly thereat 

V. The Chairman of such Meeting of the Vestry shall, as 
soon as conveniently may be, furnish to the Bishop, in writing, the 
names of the Nominators so elected 

VI. If any vacancy shall occur in the number of the Parochial 
Nominators through death or removal from the Parish or otherwise, 
such vacancy, except as otherwise provided by Title A., Canon II. 
of the Geneial Synod, shall be filled up within six weeks of its 
occurrence at a meeting of the Vestry to be convened for that 
purpose. 
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VII. The Board of Nominators shall have power, if two-thirds 
of their number consent, to delegate to any on(s or more persons 
their trust of selecting a Clergyman and nominating him to the 
Bishop for institution. 

VIII. In case the Bishop shall reject the Clergyman nominated 
to him, and no appeal to the House of Bishops be lodged with the 
Standing Committee within two months after such rejection, the 
Board shall agaiQ proceed with all due dispatch to select a Clergy- 
man for nomination to the Bishop : Provided that no Clergyman 
rejected as aforesaid shall, without the Bishop's written consent, be 
again eligible for nomination to fill the vacant cure. 

IX. When any newly formed Parish shall consist of a portion 
of a Parish or Parochial District to the cure of which a Clergyman 
shall have been duly licensed by the Bishop, the cure of souls 
in such newly formed Parish shall be deemed to be vested in such 
Clergyman until an Incumbent shall have been duly instituted. 

X. When any newly formed Parish shall consist of portions 
of more than one Parish or Parochial District to the cure of which 
different Clergymen shall have been duly licensed by the Bishop, 
it shall rest with the Bishop to determine in whom the . cure pf 
souls in such newly formed Parish shall be vested until an Incum- 
bent shall have been duly instituted. 

XL The Bishop may institute a Clergyman to two or more 
Parishes, and may afterwards, without the consent of such Clergy- 
man, sever such united Parishes, but the Incumbent, if they be so 
severed, shall be entitled to select which of them he will retain. 

XII. Ministers for Parochial or Missionary districts shall be 
appointed by the Bishop. 

XII. The Bishop may place under the spiritual charge of the 
Incumbent of any Parish any adjacent portion of the Diocese not 
included in another Parish. 

XIV. Where two or more Parishes are united under the care 
of one Clergyman, the proportion of the number of Nominators 
to be elected by each Parish shall be settled from time to time by 
the Standing Committee, after taking into consideration the num- 
ber of Communicants, the registered number of Church members, 
and the amount of contributions for Church purposes within each 
of the said Parishes. 

XV, On the occurrence of a vacancy in the cure of a Parish, 
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the Bishop shall appoint one Member of the Board of Nominators 
to be Chairman. 

XVI. The Chairman shall be the medium of communication 
between the Bishop and the Board, shall give all necessary notice 
to the Members of the Board, shall preside at its meetings, and 
regulate all matters of detail in the procedure of the same, subject 
to a right of appeal to the Bishop ; but shall not otherwise exercise 
any greater power or influence than any other member of the 
Board. 

XVII. If any case shall arise which is not provided for by 
this Canon, the Standing Committee shall make special regulations 
for determining all proceedings in such case ; but such regulations 
shall not continue in force after the end of the session of the Synod 
next ensuing.

I. Immediately on the receipt from the Primate of any writ 
for the election of Clerical and Lay Representatives, the Bishop, 
or a Commissary specially appointed by him for the purpose, shall 
issue notices to all the Clergy of the Diocese who are entitled to 
vote at the election of Clerical Representatives, inviting them to 
send to him by a certain time to be fixed in the notice, written 
nominations of any number, not exceeding the number to be 
elected, of Clergymen qualified to be elected clerical representa- 
tives. 

II. When the time fixed for the receipt of such nominations 
shall have expired, if the number of Clergymen nominated shall 
be found not to exceed the number to be elected, the Bishop shall 
declare such Clergymen to be duly elected. 

III. If the number of Clergymen nominated shall be found 
to exceed the number to be elected, the Bishop or his Commissary 
aforesaid shall issue a second notice to every Clergyman of the 
Diocese who is entitled to vote as aforesaid, informing him of the 
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names of the Clergymen nominated, and requesting him to return 
to him by a certain time to be fixed in the said notice the names 
of the Clergymen, not exceeding the number to be elected, for 
whom he gives his vote. 

IV. The returns, made as hereinbefore provided shall be exam- 
ined by the Standing Committee, and the requisite number of the 
Clergymen previously nominated who are found to have the 
greatest number of votes, shall be pronounced to be duly elected, 
and the result shall be declared in such a manner as the Bishop 
shall direct 

V. For the purpose of the election of Lay Representatives, 
the Diocese of Waiapu shall be divided into districts, as follows : 

(a.) The Archdeaconry of Tauranga to return one Lay 
Representative. 

(A) The Archdeaconry of Waiapu to return one Lay Re- 
presentative. 

(c.) The Archdeaconry of Hawke's Bay to return two Lay 
Representatives. 

VI. The Standing Committee shall, on or before the first day 
of July in each year, call upon the Incumbents, Churchwardens, 
and Church Committees of every Parish and Parochial District 
throughout the Diocese to furnish a list, certified by them as revised, 
of the names of the Laymen of the age of twenty-one years and 
upwards, resident within each such Parish or Parochial District 
respectively, who have signed the declaration contained in Title B, 
Canon V., clause 13, of the General Synod. The Standing Com- 
mittee shall also fix a time within which such returns must be sent 
in, and shall, immediately after the expiration of the time so fixed, 
cause to be compiled from such lists an Electoral Roll for each of 
the Districts hereinbefore constituted. Such Electoral Rolls, cer- 
tified under the hand of the Diocesan Secretary, and countersigned 
by the Bishop, shall be laid before the Synod at its next annual 
session : Provided that it shall be competent for the Standing 
Committee to call upon the Incumbents, Churchwardens, and 
Church Committees as aforesaid to furnish supplementary lists of 
persons duly qualified as aforesaid, and certified as aforesaid, and 
from such lists to compile supplementary electoral rolls; such 
supplementary lists and electoral rolls to be made up to a date not 
less than two months previous to the day fixed for the election 
of Lay Representatives, and to be certified by the Diocesan 
Secretary and countersigned by the Bibhop. 
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VII. No person shall be deemed to be duly qualified under 
the provisions of the General Synod, whose name is not included 
in some one of such electoral rolls or supplementary electoral rolls 
aforesaid. 

VIII. The Bishop or his Commissary shall appoint a Return- 
ing Officer, and, if necessary, Deputy Returning Officers, for each 
District, and shall cause to be forwarded to each Returning Officer 
full information as to his duties, fotms of notices for the nomina- 
tion and election of Lay Representatives, and voting papers, if re- 
quired, equal in number to the number of registered electors in'the 
district, together with a copy of the last revised Jist of such regis- 
tered electors. One at least of such notices aforesaid shall 
state the qualifications of lay electors as laid down by the General 
Synod. 

IX. Notice for the election of Lay Representatives shall be 
issued to the several Returning Officers by the Bishop or his 
Commissary, and shall fix the period within which the election 
shall be held. 

X. The Returning Officer shall give not less than seven or 
more than twenty-eight days' notice of the time within which the 
nomination of candidates shall be received by him ; such time to 
be so fixed as to allow at least ten days for the issuing and receiv- 
ing of voting papers. 

XL In issuing the voting papers it shall be competent for the 
Returning Officer to transmit them through the post, or, if he 
think fit, to give notice that they will be delivered by him within 
certain hours during a certain number of days, to each registered 
elector personally upon application, or to the bearer of a written 
authority from him. 

XII. The election of Lay Representatives shall be conducted, 
as far as circumstances admit, according to the provisions contained 
in Clauses 10 to 20 inclusive of Diocesan Canon III., Section L, to 
provide for the election of Synodsmen. 

XIII. When the Diocesan Synod is not in session, the Stand- 
ing Committee is hereby authorised to make such further provisions 
for the regulating of such elections as aforesaid as may from time 
to time be required.

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II. A General Election of Synodsmen shall be held every 
three years, within the month of July. 

III. The Returning Officers shall be appointed by the Bishop : 
Provided always that, in case any duly constituted Parish shall form 
an Electoral District, the Churchwarden elected by the Parishioners 
shall be the Returning Officer for such District ; but if any Return- 
ing Officer shall be a candidate for the office of Synodsman, then 
some other fit person shall be appointed to act as Returning Officer 
by the Bishop. 

IV. It shall be competent for any Returning Officer to appoint 
a Deputy or Deputies to assist him in issuing and receiving the 
voting papers at any election. 
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V. The notice for the General Election of Synodsmen, and 
the notice for any Special Election, shall be issued by the Bishop, 
and shall state the number of days within which the election shall 
be held. 

VI. In case of a vacancy in the representation of any Electoral 
District, from the non-election of a Synodsman, it shall be the duty 
of the Bishop (within fourteen days after the time has expired 
within which the election should have been held) to issue a fresh 
notice for election. Should no Election be held under the second 
notice, the Standing Committee shall proceed to fill up the vacancy. 

VII. In case of a vacancy in the representation of any Elec- 
toral District by the death or resignation of any Synodsman, who 
shall have been duly elected, or otherwise, it shall be the duty of 
the Bishop to issue a fresh notice of election : Provided that no 
such notice of election shall be issued within thirty days of the 
commencement of the next session of the Synod. 

VIII. In case it shall appear at the commencement of any 
session of the Synod that any Synodsman is absent from the 
Diocese, it shall be competent for the Synod to declare the seat of 
that Synodsman vacant, and, upon such seat being declared vacant, 
the Synod shall fill up the vacancy forthwith. It shall be com- 
petent also for the Synod during the session to fill up any vacancy 
which may occur from any other cause : Provided that any person 
so appointed shall hold his seat for that session only. 

IX. The Returning Officer shall give not less than twenty-one 
days' notice of the day of election by publicly notifying it on the 
Church door or any other convenient place, or by advertising it in 
a local newspaper ; and shall, at the same time, announce that the 
nomination of candidates will be received by him till within fourteen 
days of the day fixed for the election. 

X. Every candidate shall be nominated by two properly 
qualified electors of the Electoral District in which the election is 
to be held ; and every such nomination must be made in writing, 
and must be delivered to or left at the usual abode of the Return- 
ing Officer at least fourteen days before the day fixed for the 
election. 

XI. If there should be no more candidates nominated than 
the number of Synodsmen to be elected, the Returning Officer shall 
declare such candidates to be duly elected, and shall make his 
return to the Bishop accordingly. 
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XII. If there should be more candidates nominated than the 
number of Synodsmen to be elected, it shall be the duty of the 
Returning OflScer or Deputy Returning Officer as soon as con- 
veniently may be after the expiration of the period fixed for receiv- 
ing the nomination of candidates, to issue to every registered 
Elector of the District one printed voting paper, in the form set 
forth hereunder, containing the names of the persons who may 
have been duly nominated as aforesaid.

XIII. The mode of voting at the election of Synodsmen shall 
be by such voting paper as aforesaid, signed by the elector, and 
stating the name or names of the person or persons for whom he 
gives his vote, and the Electoral District for which he or they are 
to serve j and every such voting paper shall be given to the Return- 
ing Officer or his l3eputy, or left at his usual place of abode, on or 
before the day fixed for the election as aforesaid. 

XIV. No voting paper which shall be received by the Return- 
ing Officer, or Deputy Returning Officer, after the day so fixed by 
him as aforesaid, shall be valid for the purpose of any such 
election. 

XV. In the etent of two or more candidates receiving an 
equal number of votes, the Returning Officer shall be entitled to 
give the casting vote. 

XVI. As soon as conveniently may be after the election, the 
Returning Officer shall post on the church door, or some other 
convenient public place, the names of the persons elected, and 
shall return the notice of election to the Bishop, with the names 
endorsed thereon of the several candidates, and the number of 
votes which shall have been received for each. 
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XVII. It shall be the duty of the Returning Officer to forward, 
at the same time with the notice of election aforesaid, the voting 
papers which have been received by him from the electors, to the 
Bishop or his Commissary, to be kept until the end of the next 
session of the Synod. 

XVIII. Every objection to the validity of any election must 
be made in writing, and addressed to the Returning Officer of the 
Electoral District, and must state the ground of such objection, and 
must be signed by an elector of the District ; and must be delivered 
to the Returning Officer, or left at his usual place of abode within 
twenty-one days after the time which shall have been fixed for the 
election. 

XIX All objections received by the Returning Officer within 
the period aforesaid must be forwarded by him without delay, 
together with the report thereon, to the Standing Committee of 
the Diocese, by whom such objections shall be considered and 
determined. 

XX. In case the Standing Committee shall find any such 
election to have been invalid, it shall be their duty thereupon to 
request the Bishop to issue a notice for the holding of a fresh 
election. 



$11 — Of the Standing Committee. 

I. The Members of the Standing Committee who are elected 
at one Annual Session of the Synod shall continue in office until 
the end of the next succeeding Annual Session. 

II. When the office of any Member of the Committee shall 
become vacant by death, or resignation, or otherwise, the remaining 
Members of the Committee shall proceed to elect some other fit 
person from among the Members of the Synod to fill the vacant 
office, the voting in the election to be by orders. 

III. The Committee shall be presided over by the Bishop or 
his Commissary, specially authorised for that purpose, and there 
shall be no quorum unless the Bishop or his Commissary, and two 
Clerical and three Lay Members be present. 

IV. If the Bishop of the Diocese shall dissent from any Act 
or Resolution of the Committee, such Act or Resolution shall be 
null and void. 
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V. The Standing Committee shall exercise such functions, 
and discharge such duties, as may from time to time be prescribed 
by the General Synod, or by the Synod of the Diocese. 

VI. The Committee shall be charged with the following 
duties : — 

(a,) To assist the Bishop, when called upon by him, in the 
management and appropriation of funds entrusted to 
him for religious or educational purposes. 

(^.) To have the management and control of all funds arising 
from General Church Trusts and Endowments in the 
Diocese. 

(c.) To receive, through the Bishop, applications from Dis- 
tricts for organisation as Parishes, and from Parishes or 
Districts for constitution of Sub-Districts therein, and to 
report upon the same to the Synod. 

(d,) To assess all Parishes and Districts in the Diocese for 
liquidation of printing and other incidental expenses con- 
nected with the working of the Diocese, and for payment 
of grants in aid of travelling expenses of the Clergy 
attending the Synod of the Diocese, provided a claim for 
the same be made to the Diocesan Treasurer within 
seven days of the close of each session of the Synod. 

(e,) To keep Minutes of all its proceedings, which shall be 
laid before the Synod at each Annual Meeting thereof, 
together with a full statement of Accounts (duly audited) 
of all funds which may be under its control. Copies of 
Minutes and Accounts as aforesaid, shall be laid before 
the General Synod at each Triennial Session.

II. Every member of the Chapter shall be responsible for the 
performance of some specified work of a Diocesan character, in- 
cluding work connected with the Cathedral r^arded as a Diocesan 
Institution. 

III. Every member of the Chapter, on his admission to his 
office, shall in the presence of the Bishop make and subscribe the 
following declaration : — 

I, , having been appointed to the office 

of in this Cathedral Church of St. John the 

Evangelist, do solemnly declare that I will rightly observe the 
Statutes and Ordinances of the said Church so &r as they affect 
me, and I am bound by law. 

IV. Any member of the Chapter shall cease to hold his office 
(a) on his refusal, when required by the Bishop in writing, to 
perform the work assigned to him as a member of the Chapter ; 
(3) on his refusal to conform to the Statutes of the Cathedral ; (c) 
on the acceptance by the Bishop of his resignation ; (d) on his 
absence from the Diocese for three consecutive months without 
the permission of the Bishop ; or (e), if in holy orders, on his 
ceasing to be one of the licensed Clergy of the Diocese. And on 
the occurrence of any one of these contingencies it shall be com- 
petent for the Chapter to declare his seat vacant. 

V. Each Member of the Chapter shall be solemnly installed 
in his office and seat in the Cathedral Church of the Diocese as 
soon as conveniently may be after his appointment. 

VI. It shall be competent for the Chapter to appoint Vicars 
Choral to assist in the conduct of Cathedral services, and further it 
shall be competent for the Chapter to frame all necessary Bye- 
laws for its own guidance ; such bye-laws to be laid upon the table 
of the Synod of the Diocese at the Annual Meeting thereof next 
after such Bye-laws have been adopted, and to be subject to dis- 
allowance by the Synod. 

VII. The Chapter shall furnish an annual report of its pro- 
ceedings to the Synod of the Diocese. 



CANON V. 



$1 — Of the Formation of Parishes. 

I. Any Members of the Church who may apply to the Synod 
to have the district in which they reside constituted a Parish, shall 
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be required to show that they are able to fulfil the conditions 
hereinafter mentioned, that is to say : — 

(a) That there are residing within the boundari^ proposed for 
such Parish at least five male communicants above 
twenty-one years of age. 

(l) That unless there be a church already erected the appli- 
cants express their willingness to build one, and show 
that there is a reasonable prospect of their doing so. 

(c) That there be produced by the applicants a list of declared 

Members of the Church residing within the proposed 
boundaries, who, with their &milies, shall number at least 
one hundred persons, such list to distinguish those who 
are communicants. 

(d) That the applicants satisfy the Synod that the district 

proposed to be included in such Parish is in a position 
to support an Incumbent, according to the Diocesan 
Regulations, either by itself, or in union with another 
Parish, and be prepared to make a satisfactory engage- 
ment for carrying out that object 

II. Such application shall, if the Bishop think fit, be first re- 
ferred to the Standing Committee, whose report thereon shall be 
submitted to the Synod, together with the application. 

III. Before alteration of the boundaries of any Parish, or the 
formation of a new Parish within the boundaries of any Parish or 
Parishes, fourteen days' notice of the application for sucn proposed 
alteration shall be forwarded by the Parishioners to the Incumbent 
and Vestry of the Parish or Parishes, the boundaries of which it is 
intended to alter, and their objections, if any, shall be heard 
by the Synod before the constitution of such proposed Parish. 

IV. No division of Parishes shall be made so long as any 
debt, for the erection or enlargement of the Church or Parsonage 
of such Parish, shall remain unpaid, without the consent in writing 
of the person or persons responsible for the payment of such debt, 
or until an arrangement for the liquidation thereof, has been sub- 
mitted to the Synod sufficient, in its opinion, to justify such division 
widiout the consent of the person or persons responsible for such 
debt 

V. If the Members of the Church in any district, whether or 
no such district be a part of any declared Parish, be unable to 
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comply with all the conditions for the formation of separate 
Parishes laid down in sub-sections (a), (b), (c),(d), in Clause i, but 
be desirous that Church Officers should be appointed, the Bishop 
is authorised to appoint such Officers under such regulations, 
and with such powers as may seem fit to the Standing Committee. 



$11 — Of the Organisation of Parishes. 

L In every Parish there shall be an annual meeting of the 
Parishioners convened on the second Tuesday in July, or as soon 
after in July as conveniently may be, for the purpose of appointing 
and electing the Churchwardens and Vestrymen, and one or more 
Auditors. Immediately after the election the Minister shall 
transmit the names and addresses of the Churchwardens to the 
Diocesan Secretary. Provided that in the event of the Annual 
Meeting not being held within the month of July, the same shall 
be held within the month of August, and in case no meeting shall 
be held or no elections as aforesaid made, the Minister shall com- 
municate immediately to the Diocesan Secretary the fact of no 
election having been made, and the reason for such non election; 
he shall also, at the same time, forward a copy of the Accounts for 
the past year, together with the names of the persons recom- 
mended by the Churchwardens and Vestry then in office to fill the 
respective offices ; the Diocesan Secretary shall submit the said 
names to the Standing Committee, who shall, should they deem 
fit, approve of such nomination. 

II. The notice of every meeting of Parishioners shall be given 
in church by the Minister, in the form set forth hereunder at 
morning and evening service on the Sunday on which there shall 
be Divine Service in the church next before the meeting ; and 
similar notice signed by the convener, shall be affixed to the 
church door or otherwise publicly advertised at least ten clear 
days before the day of meeting. 

FORM OF NOTICE. 

Notice is hereby given that a meeting of the Church members of this 
Parish will be held on the day of , at o'clock 

a.m. [or p.m.] in the for the purpose of 

at which time and place all registered male Church members, 
being at the age of twenty-oae years, are entitled to attend and vote.

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III. At the time and place appointed for such annual meeting 
the Minister shall then and there, either by himself in person, or by 
writing under his hand, declare the name of the Churchwarden 
appointed by him. 

IV. If any cure shall be vacant at the time fixed for the 
appointment and election of the Churchwardens, Vestrymen, and 
Auditors, one Churchwarden shall be elected by the Parishioners, 
and the other shall be appointed by the Bishop. 

V. The Churchwardens, Vestrymen, and Auditors shall con- 
tinue in office until their successors are appointed 

VI. If the office of any Churchwarden chosen by the Parish- 
ioners, or the seat of any Vestryman, shall at any time become 
vacant by death, resignation, or any other cause, a meeting of the 
Parishioners shall be called as soon as conveniently may be, to 
elect some other fit person to fill the vacancy. 

VII. If the office of any Churchwarden appointed by the 
Minister shall at any time become vacant by death or resignation, 
or otherwise, it shall be the duty of the Minister to appoint some 
other fit person to fill the vacant office, and he shall at once give 
notice in writing of such appointment to the Vestry. 

VIII. Periodical meetings of the Vestry shall be held at 
such times as the Vestry shall appoint ; and special meetings may 
be convened at such other times sis the Minister or the Church- 
wardens shall think fit, or upon a requisition of a majority of the 
Vestry. 

IX. No business shall be transacted at any meeting of a 
Parish Vestry unless a majority of the members be present ; nor 
shall any meeting be duly constituted without the presence of the 
Minister or one of the Churchwardens. 

X. Minutes of the proceedings and resolutions of every meet- 
ing of the Parishioners or of the Vestry, shall be correctly entered 
in a book, and signed by the Chairman. 

XI. The duties of each of the Churchwardens are the same as 
regards parochial matters. Among them are the following : — 

(a) To keep a book for the signatures of Church members, 
as required by Title B., Canon V. of the General Synod. 
And also to supply a book, or books, for the entry of the 
dates and amounts of all offertory collections (shewing 
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the objects to which the same are devoted), the names 
of preachers at services, list of Communicants, Marriages 
(whether by License or Banns), Churchings, Baptisms, 
Burials, and other information necessary for the comple- 
tion of the Diocesan or other Returns and Accounts. 

(3) To collect the offertory ; to attest after each service, in a 
book with the officiating Minister, the amount collected; 
to have the custody of all moneys belonging to the 
Parish ; to keep the Parish Accounts ; to pay all special 
collections and all offerings made for a special purpose to 
the objects specified ; to forward to the Diocesan Trea- 
surer without delay the full amount of all collections 
ordered by the Synod; and to take care that all the 
revenues of the Parish be duly collected. 

(c) To take care that the Parishioners are accommodated in 

the church, and, where seats in the church are appro- 
priated, to reserve at least one-sixth of the whole number 
* of sittings as free seats. 

(d) To preserve order in the church and churchyard during 

the time of Divhie Service. 

(e) To have the care of the church, of all articles of church 

furniture, and of all things appertaining to the celebra- 
tion of Divine Service. 

(/) To provide, by the aid of the Vestry, all necessary articles 
of church furniture, and all other things requisite for the 
decent celebration of Divine Service, and for the supply 
and safe custody of the Parochial records. 

(g) To report to the Vestry all repairs required in the fabric 
of the church, parsonage, or any other buOdings belong- 
ing to the Parish. 

XII. It is the duty of the Vestrymen : 

(a) To assist the Churchwardens in the collection of contribu- 
tions for general or special purposes, in managing the 
accounts of the Parish, and in providing that the Minis- 
ter's stipend be regularly paid. 

(d) To see that the yearly accounts, duly audited, be laid be- 
fore a meeting of the Parishioners, and that the audited 
accounts be transmitted, as soon as conveniently may be, 
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to the Bishop or his Commissary, by whom they shall be 
laid on the table at the next session of the Diocesan 
Synod. 

(c) To devise and authorise all such works as shall be neces- 
sary for the welfare and maintenance of the Church in 
the Parish, and to vote the sums of money that shall be 
required for their execution : Provided that the Parish- 
ioners shall always be duly summoned for consultation 
and co-operation when an unusually large outlay of 
money is .proposed, or when means must be raised to 
meet such outlay. 

XIII. All contracts and undertakings, which shall have been 
duly and lawfully entered into by the Vestry, shall be binding upon 
their successors in office from year to year, until such contracts and 
undertakings shall be fully complete. 

XIV. All offertory collections, all rents and other payments 
belonging to the Parish, all sums of money given over to the Parish 

• by the Trustees of landed or other property in the Parish, or else- 
where, and all collections and subscriptions collected under the 
authority of the Vestry, shall be under the control of the Vestry ; 
and no portion of such sums shall be expended without the sanction 
of the Vestry duly assembled : Provided that the Minister and 
Churchwardens, after deducting all special collections and offerings 
from the offertory, may appropriate a portion of the remainder to 
the relief of the poor or to other charitable objects. 

XV. The formation and management of the choir, and the 
selection and practice of Church music, shall be subject to the 
control of the Minister of the parish. In case of any disagreement 
between the Minister and Parishioners, an appeal may be made to 
the Standing Committee, whose decision shall be final 

XVI. The appointment of organist and other lay officers of 
the Church shall be determined by the Churchwardens and 
Vestrymen, subject to the approval of the Minister. 

XVII. For the purposes of this Canon the word " Parish " 
shall, so far as circumstances admit, apply to every separate con- 
gr^ation in any Parochial or Missionary District 
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CANON VI. 



I. On the passing of any Statute by this Synod, the Statute 
as passed, which may be written or printed, shall be signed by the 
President, and shall be certified by him in the following form, that 
is to say : —

II. Every future repeal or amendment of any existing enact- 
ment shall be made by Statute in the form following, that is to say, 
after the usual enacting clause : — " Canon clause is 
hereby repealed ;" or as the case may be, " is hereby amended to 
read as follows," to be followed by the amended form. 

III. Every Statute repealing or amending any Canon, in 
whole or in part, or making any addition to the Code of Canons 
or to any part thereof, shall be printed in the Appendix to the 
Proceedings of the Session of the Synod during which it has been 
passed

Endoinrment of Bishopric— 1879. 
That in the opinion of this Synod it is advisable that a thorough 
personal canvas of the Diocese be instituted, in order to urge the 
claims of the Bishopric Endowment Fund ; and that to this end a 
Committee of three or more laymen in each district be requested 
by the clergymen and vestries of the respective parishes and paro- 
chial districts to act in conjunction with the Central Committee 
already working. 

Endoinrment.— 1 872. 

I. That this Synod adopts the principle enunciated by the 
General Synod, that for the maintenance of Clergymen at least 
half the amount of the minimum income fixed by the Diocesan 
Synod should be secured upon endowment fund^^^nd that the re- 
mainder should be raised by voluntary offerings. 

II. That for the purpose of carrying out this object action 
ought immediately be taken in every District of the Diocese, and 
that contributions should be solicited in money, land, or any other 
property. 

III. That the Churchwardens of each Parish or Parochial 
District have in their possession a book to be called " The Endow- 
ment Book," in which to enter from time to time such sums as 
may be contributed towards the endowment of the Ministry of such 
Parish or District. 



Stipends of Clergy.— 1873. 
That the Synod recommends that the incomes of Deacons 
and Priests, licensed to Parishes or Parochial Districts, should be 
regulated according to the following scale, viz. : — That the mini- 
mum amount of Stipend should be ^^150 a year from the Quarter 
Day following the ordination of a Clergyman as Deacon, to increase 
not less than j£io a year to the maximum of ^(^400. Provided 
that for any portion of a quarter, before such commencing date, 
he shall be paid at the rate of not less than jCiso a year. 
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Easter Offerings.— 1878. 
That the Easter Sunday Collections, made in the different 
Parishes and Parochial Districts, be not entered in the Offertory 
Book, but handed over to the Curate. 



Collections in aid of the Clerical Pension Fund.— 1881. 
That in the opinion of this Synod. the offertory collections, 
made on one Sunday in each year, should be devoted to the 
Clerical Pension Fund by every congregation in the Diocese. 



Church Trust Funds.— 1877. 
That all funds arising from General Church Trusts and 
Endowments be placed under the management and control of 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 



Church Trusts.— 1877. 
That no moneys accruing from Trust properties belonging to 
the General Synod should be granted in aid of any building erected 
on property not under the control of the General Synod. 



Actual Financial Position of Parishes.— 1878. 
That it is desirable that the actual financial position of each 
Parish or District, showing clearly all assets and liabilities, should 
be laid before the parishioners at their annual meeting, and also 
furnished to the Synod. 



Diocesan Fund.— 1873. 

I. That in order to provide for the exigencies of the Church, 
there shall be a General Church Fund for the whole Diocese, to be 
called the Diocesan Fund. 

II. That this Fund shall consist of a donation of money, land, 
or other property by the Church members in all parts of the Dio- 
cese, of annual contributions and special offertories. 

III. That the Fund shall be available for the following objects, 
viz, : — 

{a) Maintenance of Clergymen in Missionary Districts. 
(b) Supplementing the Stipends of Clergymen in thinly- 
peopled districts of the Diocese. 

{c) Assisting in the erection of Churches and Parsonage 
Houses in thinly-peopled districts of the Diocese. 
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IV. That the Standing Committee shall have the management 
of such Fund, and that any Member of the Standing Committee 
may receive contributions towards the same. 



Collection In aid of Diocesan Fund.— 1878' 
That the Offertory Collections made throughout the Diocese, 
on the first Sunday in the year, be given without deduction to the 
Diocesan Fund. 



Subscribers to Diocesan Fund.— 1884. 
That this Synod would urge upon all Church Members the 
desirability of their becoming subscribers to the Diocesan Fund of 
some stated, though it may be small, amount. 



Day of Intercession.— 1884. 
That in order to promote sympathy on the part of this portion 
of the Church with the efforts which are being made for the ex- 
tension of the Kingdom of Christ among the heathen in various 
parts of the world, it is desirable that the Day of Intercession for 
Missions to the heathen should be generally observed throughout 
thb Diocese^ and that the Offertory Collections made on that day 
should be divided equally between the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel in Foreign Parts and the Church Missionary 
Society. 



Honae and Foreign Missions.— 1879. 

That in accordance with resolutions of the General Synod on 
Home and Foreign Missions, each Church in this Diocese be re- 
quested to contribute " offertories on one Sunday in the year to 
the Maori Mission, and one to the Melanesian Mission." 



Collections for Missions^ &c*— 1884. 
That all offertory collections and subscriptions made on behalf 
of Local and Foreign Missions, and all surplice fees and subscrip- 
tions and offertory collections on behalf of the Clerical Pension 
Fund, be passed through the hands of the Diocesan Treasurer. 

Table of Fees and Church DueB.--1878* 
I. — Marriage. 

Marriage by Sanns.-^Ttn Shillings and Sixpence, including the 
publication thereof. 

Marriage by LideHsi.-^Ten Shillings, exclusive of the License Fee. 
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Certificate of Marriage — If applied for at the time the ceremony 
is performed, no charge ; if applied for after the day of 
marriage, Two Shillings and Sixpence. 

II. — Baptismal. 

Baptism. — No charge.

Day Schools.— 1874. 
That with the view of promoting the religious education of the 
young, it is desirable that in Districts where there is a considerable 
population attached to the Church of England, Church Day 
Schools should be established in preference to undenominational 
schools. 



Religious Instruction In the District Schools.— 1884. 
That in view of the present National System of Education 
being a secular one, the Clergy of this Diocese are strongly urged 
to maintain classses for Religious Instruction in the District 
Schools out of school hours, wherever it may be found practicable 
to hold such classes. 



Religious Instruction in Public Schools.— 1888- 
That in the opinion of this Synod it is of the utmost import- 
ance to the spiritual and moral welfare of the children attending 
the public schools of this colony that the Ekiucation Act be so 
altered as to allow of religious instruction being given within school 
hours. 
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Bible in Schools.—- 1887. 
That this Synod requests the Clergy of the Diocese to bring 
periodically under the notice of their congregations the great need 
which is becoming every day more and more apparent for the 
introduction of the Bible into the Public Schods of the Colony. 



Religious Instruction of the Toung,— 1884. 
(i) That a system of Examination of children attending 
Sunday Schools be established upon subjects to be specified. The 
Papers to be drawn up by Examiners, appointed by the Standing 
Committee, and the Examination to be conducted by local Super- 
visors. The subjects for examination to be intimated to the 
Clergy at the commencement of each year. (2) That it be a re- 
commendation to the Parochial Clergy and Superintendents of 
Schools :— («) That a system of regular and graduated instruction 
should in all cases be adopted, such as may be found in books 
published by the Church of England Sunday School Institute. 
(d) That Teachers' Meetings for instruction should be regularly 
held under the superintendence of the resident Clergyman, the 
Superintendent of the School, or other competent person, (c) 
That the Clergy should furnish all young persons or children, 
leaving home to take work in other Parishes, with letters to the 
Clergymen of the Parish in which they are about to settle (3) 
That the Clergy of the Diocese be requested to furnish to the 
Synod, together with the Parochial Returns, Annual Reports of 
their work in the District Schools, and of any other efforts which 
have been made during the year for the religious instruction of the 
younger Members of the Church. 



Sunday Schools' Examination.— 1884. 
That it be a recommendation to the Examiners who may be 
annually appointed to conduct the Examination of the Diocesan 
Sunday Schools, that they should incorporate in their Class List a 
column containing the ages of the several candidates. 



Sunday Schools' Examination.— 1886. 
That either through the instrumentality of the Native Church 
Boards, or by such other means as may commend themselves to 
his Lordship the Bishop, an effort be made during the present 
year, and in succeeding years, to extend the benefits of annual 
examination to the Sunday Schools held in this Diocese in connec- 
tion with the Native Church. 
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Trained Church "SVorkers.— 1887. 

That with a view to providing trained Church workers for 
Sunday Schools and other purposes, this Synod is of opinion that 
wherever practicable, Parochial Guilds or Associations of earnest- 
minded Churchmen should be formed. 



Sunday School Libraries.— 1887. 

That this Synod is of opinion much good might be effected 
by the establishment of Sunday School Libraries, such. Libraries 
to be free to all scholars. 



Church Sunday Schools.— 1885, 

That it be an earnest recommendation to the Clergy of the 
Diocese that strenuous efforts should be made in the direction of 
establishing a Church Sunday School in every centre of population 
in their several Parishes and Districts. 



Return of Bible Classes.— 1884« 

That an additional column be incorporated in the form of the 
Annual Statistical Return, for the purpose of entering therein the 
number of persons attending Parochial Bible Classes, in the 
Parishes and Districts where such classes are held. 



Bible Classes.— 1884. 

That members of Bible classes held in connection with the 
Church be permitted to enter at the annual Diocesan examination 
of Sunday Schools.

Erection of Napier Cathedral.— 1886. 

That the Synod congratulate the Rev. De Berdt Hovell and 
the Parishioners of S. John's, Napier, on the laying of the founda- 
tion stone of the Cathedral of this Diocese, and desire to assure 
him of their appreciation of the energy, zeal, and judgment which 
have conducted the enterprise with such great success. 
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Constitution of Napier Cathedral.— 1888. 

That the arrangements which have been entered into between 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the Vestry of the Parish of S. 
John the Evangelist, Napier, for the use of St. John's Church as 
the Cathedral Church of the Diocese, in accordance with Clause 
i8 of Canon 3, Title R, of the General Synod, be adopted by this 
Synod : — 

I. The Lord Bishop of Waiapu having placed his Chair in 
the Church of S. John th6 Evangelist, Napier, the aforesaid Church 
is the Cathedral Church of the Diocese of Waiapu. 

II. The Bishop shall have the power of nominating, if he so 
desire, special preachers at the ordinary services of the Church on 
fifteen occasions during the year. 

III. The Incumbent shall be entitled to fair notice of such 
nominations. 

IV. The use of the Church shall be given for special extra- 
parochial services, under the entire management of the Bishop, 
provided that such services do not interfere with the regular services 
of the Parish, nor the Parish be liable for expenses connected 
therewith. The use of the organ at such services shall be at the 
Bishop's disposal 

V. The Bishop shall have the right to erect Alms Chests in th^ 
Church for any object of which he may approve. 

VI. The doors of the Church shall be open daily for the pur- 
poses of private devotion, meditation, and rest. 

VIL That in the event of any difficulty arising in connection 
with any of the above regulations, the matter shall be decided by 
the Diocesan Synod, or, should the Diocesan Synod not be in 
session, by the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 



Completion of Napier Cathedral.— 1888. 

That this Synod desires to place upon record its appreciation 
of the action of the Incumbent (the Rev. De Berdt Hovell) and 
the parishioners of S. John's, Napier, aided by the munificent 
donations of the Trustees of the Foster Fund, Mr. Henry Stokes 
Tiffen, and other contributors, in the erection and completion of 
the Cathedral Church of S. John the Evangelist, Napier, conse- 
crated by the Lord Bishop of the Diocese on the 20th December, 
1888.

I1B.— §tatiBtkal. 

Statistical Returns.— 1874. 

That in accordance with a resolution of the General Synod, 
it is desirable that annual statistical returns made up to the 30th, 
June in each year in the form prescribed by the General Synod, 
should be sent in to the Standing Committee by the 31st July, or 
as soon after as possible, that they may be laid by the Bishop 
before the Diocesan Synod at its next annual session. 



Parsonage Keturns.— 1878. 

That the Churchwardens of the several Parishes of this 
Diocese be requested to forward to the Standing Committee a 
description of the parsonages in their several Parishes, specifying 
their size and accommodation, and the amount of glebe attached 
to each, with a statement of the expenses incurred in their erection, 
the source from whence the funds were obtained, and the liabili- 
ties, if any, now resting upon them. 



Articles of Inquiry.— 1878. 

That with a view to the proper preservation and keeping of 
churches, including their needful fittings, parisonage houses, and 
cemeteries within this Diocese, his Lordship the Bishop be respect- 
fully requested to issue, annually, a printed form of enquiry to the 
Church Officers of the several Parishes and Parochial Districts, of 
a kindred nature to that in use in other Dioceses of this Provincial 
Church. 



List of Communicants.->187S. 

That the Curates of the various Parishes and Districts be 
requested to keep as complete a list as possible of the Communi- 
cants in their several cures. 



Return of Surplice Fees.— -1878. 

That the Statistical Returns* shall include the amount of Sur 
plice Fees received and paid into the Pension Fund. 
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Church Sites.— 1877. 

That in the opinion of the Synod it is extremely undesirable 
that any sites for buildings in connection with the Church, whether 
offered as a free gift, or to be purchased, should be accepted by 
private individuals, unless with the written consent of the Diocesan 
Trust Board ; or that any such site should be conveyed to Trustees 
who have not been appointed by such Board. 



Consecration of Churches.— 1877. 

That whenever a new Church is built, before it is consecrated 
or licensed for public worship, an account of all receipts and 
expenditure and liabilities in respect of the site and fabric shall be 
sent to the Standing Committee signed by the Building Committee 
of the said Church, and audited by an Auditor appointed by the 
Bishop. And that the Standing Committee request the Bishop of 
the Diocese not to proceed to the consecration of the building, or 
the licensing thereof for public worship, unless the Standing Com- 
mittee be satisfied that the debt is likely to be paid off in a reason- 
able time without detriment to the income of the Parish. 



Grants of Land from Private Benefactors.— 1879. 

That it is incumbent upon every member of this Synod to 
consider in what parts of the country it is important for the good 
of the Church to acquire grants of land from private benefactors- 
either for churches, cemeteries, or glebe lands, and so far as may 
be in his power to aid in procuring such grants. 



Burial Reform.— 1878. 

That in the opinion of this Synod there is much of undesir- 
able ostentation and unnecessary expense in the ordinary custom 
connected with funerals, and the wearing of mourning ; and this 
Synod would gladly see efforts made to bring about a reform of these 
customs referred to. 
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I. The Members of the Synod shall meet for the discussion 
of business in the same chamber ; but it shall be competent for 
either the Clergy or the Laity at any time to withdraw to a separate 
chamber for the purpose of deliberation, at the requisition of any 
member of either of such orders. 

II. If, at the expiration of half an hour after the time 
appointed, there be not a quorum* the President shall adjourn 
the meeting until the day or hour appointed for the next sitting of 
the Synod. 

III. If, at any time during the progress of business, there 
shall not be a quorum present, the President shall adjourn the 
Synod, on any Member moving that the Synod be counted. 

IV. The meetings of the Synod shall be open to the public ; 
but at the request of any Member, the President shall at any time 
order strangers to withdraw. 

V. There shall be two Secretaries of the Synod, who shall 
keep regular Minutes of the proceedings of the Synod. 

VI. An attendance-book shall be provided by the Secretaries, 
in which it shall be the duty of the Members of the Synod to sign 
their names, when attending the Synod, at each Meeting. 

VII. The proceedings of the Synod shall be conducted in the 
following order : 

(a) After the reading of Prayers, the Minutes of the last 
meeting shall be read and confirmed. 

(^) The Reports of Committees shall be presented and read. 

* " The presence of the Bishop of the Diocese ; of one-fourth of the Clergy of the Diocese 
qualified to be memb^'S of the Synod, not being less than four in number, aild of one-fourth 
of the Lay Synodsmen, not beins less than seven in number, shall be necessary to constitute 
a meetbg of the Diocesan Synod for the due exercise of its ^wtrs,"— General Sjmoiit TitU 
Bt Canon 2, Clause ir. 
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(c) Motions, of which previous notice shall have been given, 

shall be taken into consideration in the order in which 
the notices shall have been given, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Synod. 

(d) Suspended debates, and other business ordered by the 

Synod at a previous meeting to be taken into con- 
sideration, shall be proceeded with two hours after the 
time appointed for the meeting of the Synod, unless 
all other business shall have been disposed of sooner. 

(e) Subject to the above rules, any business not disposed of 

on the proper day shall have precedence at the next 
day's sitting. 

(/) Notices of motion shall be given at any convenient 
opportunity in the course of the day. 

VIII. On the first day of each Annual Session of the Synod 
the President shall, with the concurrence of the Synod, appoint a 
Committee, to consist of not more than seven Members, to examine 
and report upon the Parochial Returns and Accounts which may 
have been laid before the Synod. 

IX. Every Member shall address the President when 
speaking. 

X. All questions of Order shall be decided by the Presi- 
dent 

XL It shall be the duty of the President to confine each 
speaker to the subject matter of debate ; but it shall not be in 
order for any Member to interrupt the speaker, except through the 
medium of the President. 

XII. Except when in Committee of the whole Synod, the 
President shall call to order any Member proceeding to speak more 
than once on the same question, unless it be in explanation : Pro- 
vided that the mover of any question, not being an amendment, 
shall be allowed the liberty of reply, and that the seconder may 
reserve his speech to any period of the debate. 

XIII. The President may take part in the discussions of the 
Synod without leaving the chair. 

XIV. No Member shall bring any subject under the con- 
sideration of the Synod, except in pursuance of a notice given in 
writing, and read at a meeting of the Synod on some previous 
day. 
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XV. No subject which shall have been under the considera- 
tion of the Synod and disposed of, shall be again brought forward 
during the same session ; nor shall notice of motion on any such 
subject be admissable. 

XVI. A question may be superseded : — 

(a) By adjournment of the Synod, either on the motion of 
a Member, " That the Synod do now adjourn," or on 
notice being taken, and it appearing that a quorum be 
not present 

(d) By a motion, " That the Synod pass to the next order of 
the day." 

(c) By amendment. 

XVII. A motion to adjourn the Synod shall always be in 
order, and, if seconded, shall be put from the chair ; but no dis- 
cussion shall take place thereon, except in cases where the adjourn- 
ment shall be for a longer period than the next sitting day. 

XVIII. No notice shall be taken of any motion, or amend- 
ment unless it be seconded. 

XIX. No amendment (not being of a verbal nature) shall be 
put from the chair until a copy thereof shall have been handed to 
the President. 

XX. When an amendment is under the consideration of the 
Synod, it shall be in order for any member to read a second or 
other amendment to the Synod, but such an amendment shall not 
be debated unless the first amendment has been put and nega- 
tived. 

XXI. No amendment on an amendment shall be in order 
unless when an amendment shall have become the substantive 
motion. 

XXII. Any motion or amendment containing more than one 
question, shall be divided on the request of any member of the 
Synod, and in such case of a motion having been broken up into 
two, or more questions, the President shall afterwards put the 
motion as a whole. 

XXIII. Notices of motion for the appointment of Select 
Committees shall contain the names of the members proposed to 
serve on such Committees. But the mover in every case shall be 
a member of the Committee. 
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XXIV. No Select Committee shall consist of more than 
seven or less than three members. Three members to forma 
quorum. 

XXV. The motion that a Committee be appointed, and the 
motion for the appointment of persons to serve on such Committee, 
shall be decided separately. 

XXVI. Every report of a Committee requiring action shall 
be accompanied by a resolution or resolutions for the consideration 
of the Synod. 

XXVII. No Bill shall be brought into the Synod except by 
leave or order of the Synod. But when such leave or order shall 
have been given, the Bill may be read a first time forthwith, on 
motion, without notice. And after the first reading of a Bill, a 
motion may be made without notice, that the second reading shall 
take place on some future day to be named in such motion ; and 
that it be considered in Committee. 

XXVIII. No Bill shall be passed by the Synod until it shall 
have been read a first time ; secondly, read a second time, and 
considered in detail in Committee of the whole Synod; and 
thirdly, have been adopted as reported to the Synod by such 
Committee. No alteration shall be made in any Bill except by 
a Committee of the whole Synod ; but it may be re-committed for 
such purpose after it shall have already been reported to the 
Synod. 

XXIX. No measure shall be passed into a Statute on the 
same day that it has passed through Committee of the whole 
Synod. 

XXX. Every question proposed to be asked of the President, 
or of any Member of the Synod, shall be put and answered in 
writing. And the question and the answer shall be read without 
explanation or comment on either side ; but they shall not be 
printed with the minutes except by order of the Synod, which may 
be made on motion without notice. 

XXXI. It shall be incumbent on every Member presenting a 
petition to acquaint himself with the contents thereof; and to 
ascertain that it does not contain language disrespectful to the 
Synod. Every member presenting a petition shall affix his name 
at the beginning thereof. 

XXXII. Every petition must contain the prayer of the peti- 
tioner or petitioners at the end thereof, and must be signed by 
him or them. 
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XXXIII. No letters, affidavits, or other documents sha)l be 
attached to or accompany any petition. No petition shall make 
reference to any debate in the Synod. 

XXXIV. Every member presenting a petition shall confine 
himself to a statement of the parties from whom it comes, of the 
number of signatures attached to it, and of the material allegations 
contained in it, to the reading of the prayer thereof — ^and to the 
expression of his assent to, or his dissent from, the allegations or 
prayer thcreot 

XXXV. The only question which shall be entertained by the 
Synod on the presentation of any petition shall be on motion 
without notice " that the petition be received." If this motion be 
carried, a motion " that the petition be now read" may be put 
without notice. 

XXXVI. No petition shall be printed but on motion made 
to that effect with notice. 

XXXVII. In order to give publicity to the proceedings of the 
Synod, the Secretaries shall be authorised to permit copies to be 
taken of all documents which may be laid before the Synod, and 
of all resolutions and other proceedings which may be recorded on 
the minutes. 

XXXVIII. Any of the following Standing Orders, Nos. 7, 12, 
i4> 15) 23» 27, and 29, may be suspended on motion without 
notice, with the consent of all the members present at a duly con- 
stituted meeting.

INSTRUCTION TO THE YOUNG. 

Your Committee beg leave to report as follows : — 
Sunday Schools. 
I. Upon comparing the present Annual Returns with those of 
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last year we find that satisfactory progress has been made. The

2. Your Committee recommend that the President be 
respectfully requested to appoint a Select Committee to consider 
the subject of education in our Sunday schools, as we find much 
diversity of practice, and lack of system prevailing. 

3. In view of the excellent results obtained by the erection of 
Sunday school buildings, the Committee strongly recommend that 
every effort should be made to multiply them. 

Confirmations. 
The number confirmed during the past year was 209. 

Bible Classes. 

In view of the good work done by Bible Classes in preparing 
for and carrying on Confirmation teaching, your Committee recom- 
mend that these should be held whenever practicable ; and further 
that information should be supplied by the Clergy with regard to 
Bible Classes, and similar modes of instruction in the Annual 
Statistical Returns. 

The Bible in Schools. 

1. Your Committee are of opinion that the Clergy should be 
requested to take opportunities of bringing before their congrega- 
tions the great need, which is becoming every day more and more 
apparent, for the restoration of the Bible to its rightful position in 
our public schools. 

2. That wherever efforts are not being made to give religious 
instruction in the public schools, as permitted by the Education 
Act, the Clergy be respectfully requested to attempt the work. 

3. That any Bill introduced into Parliament should embody 
the following principles : — 

(a,) Bible reading in the schools should be permissive, not 
compulsory ; /.^., it should be decided by the School 
Committees. 

(b,) Bible reading, within school hours, should be with or 
without comment, as the Committees may decide. 
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(c.) A scheme of Bible reading of a comprehensive and 
consecutive character should: be attached as a 
schedule to the Bill for the guidance of teachers. 

(d,) Where instruction is given it should be of a strictly 
unsectarian character, and suited to the capacity of 
the children. 

(e, ) There should be a time table and conscience clause.

1. Your Committee beg to report that the Annual Returns 
have been received from all the Parishes and Districts, Maori and 
European in the Diocese, and that they, with scarcely an excep- 
tion, are correct 

2. The gradual improvement in the iulness and accuracy of 
returns has been helped this year by the use of the Churchwardens* 
Account Book, issued by the Synod since its last session. 

3. The returns from Sunday schools show an increase in the 
number of buildings, and on the whole a large increase in the 
attendance of scholars. 

4. There are however some omissions to which your com- 
mittee would call attention. In many instances there are no 
returns of burials, and the same may be said, though to a less 
degree, of churchmgs. The claims of the Diocesan Fund have 
not always been recognised. The sources from which the whole 
amount of stipend is obtained should in all cases be fully supplied. 
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5. Where there is more.than one church care should be taken 
to give the total number of sittings. 

6. Several of the Returns shew arrears of stipend. Your 
committee recommend the clergy who are thus suffering to apply 
to their respective Archdeacons for advice and direction under 
these circumstances.

The Board begs to present herewith the statement of accounts f8r 
the year ending June 30, 1889, and to report as follows, viz. : — 

(i.) During the year 1888 there were 68 subscribers to the 
Fund, viz., Auckland, 40 European clergy, 12 Maori clergy; 
Waiapu, 9 European clergy ; Melanesia, 7 European clergy. For 
the year 1889, 61 clergy have paid their subscriptions.

(11.) New Scheme, — Under Section 29 of the Report of the

vice in the Southern Hemisphere, was constituted the 
Cathedral of the Diocese of Waiapu by the Diocesan Synod 
on December loth, 1888, and consecrated by the Lord Bishop 
on 2oth December, 1888. When seated throughout, accom. 
modation will be provided for 1200 persons, at present seats 
for 700 have been arranged for. The building is also in 
accordance with precedents in England, Wales, Ireland, 
Canada, South Africa, Australia, and New Zealand, a 
Parish Church as well as a Cathedral. The Canon Laws of 
thq Church provides for such an arrangement, vide § 18, 
Canon iii.. Title F. of the General Synod.

THIRD SESSION OF THE ELEVENTH SYNOD OF 
THE DIOCESE Ol< WAIAPU, NEW ZEALAND. 




Napier, Tuesday, October 14TH, 1890. 

IhE SYNOD assembled in the Cathedral Church of S. 
John the Evangelist at u a.m., when the Holy Com- 
munion was administered by the Right Rev. the Bishop, 
assisted by the Very Rev. the Dean, the Ven. the Arch- 
deacon of Waiapu, and the Ven. the Archdeacon of 
Hawke's Bay. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the Synod met in S. John's 
Schoolroom. 

The President called over the roll of Members. (Members 
present : See Table of Attendance.) 

The Synod was then declared duly constituted, and the pro- 
ceedings were opened with prayer. 

The President then delivered the following 

^hxz^B : 

Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity, — 

The year that has elapsed since we last met in Synod has not 
been without events of special interest in matters ecclesiastical. 
The first of these which must be mentioned, as relating to the 
whole Provincial Church, is the dispute that arose with regard to 
the Primacy. My address to the Synod last year referred to the 
election, at the then recent session of the General Synod, of the 
Right Rev. the Bishop of Wellington to the dignified and respon- 
sible office of Primate, as a matter of congratulation to the whole 
Church over which he had been called to preside. Certain 
objections, however, were subsequently raised to the validity of the 
solemn act of the Synod, on the ground that at the time of the 
election the Most Rev. Bishop Harper had not actually voided the 
office, but had only intimated his intention of resigning. In a 
question of such importance, affecting the validity of the official 
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MINUTES OF PROCEEDINGS, 



acts of the Primate, it was judged to be the wisest course to 
hold a special session of the General Synod to remove all doubts 
and contentions with regard to the election. The Bishop of 
Wellington accordingly resigned the office of Primate, to which he 
had been elected, and all right and title thereto ; and the Bishop 
of Nelson, as senior Bishop, convened the special session, which 
was held at Wellington on April 23rd, 1890. The General Synod, 
thus specially convened, re-affirmed the choice it had already made 
at its ordinary session at Dunedin in February of the previous year, 
and the Right Rev. Octavius Hadfield was for the second time 
elected to the office of Primate. Distressing as were some of the 
incidents of the contention which was thus happily ended, the dis- 
pute, however untoward, cannot be regarded as an unmixed evil. It 
served to awaken a very general interest in the constitution of our 
Church ; the discussions in the public Press diffused information 
on the subject to a wide circle of readers ; and the solution of the 
question, as finally arrived at, was a demonstration of the remedy 
provided in the Constitution and Canons for any oversight or omis- 
sion in our proceedings. A machine which should be automatic 
in the rectification of its own irregularities would justly be 
considered a very admirable piece of mechanism ; and on this 
ground the highest praise must be accorded to the framers of the 
constitution of the Church of the Province of New Zealand as a 
strictly autonomous or self-governing ecclesiastical body, able to 
settle its own affairs without having recourse to any extraneous 
authority. 

BISHOP OF CHRISTCHURCH. 

Advantage was taken of the assembling of the General Synod 
in special session, to confirm* the election to the See of Christchurch 
of the Venerable Churchill Julius, M.A., lately Archdeacon of 
Ballarat. It was my privilege to take part in the solemn and 
deeply interesting function of his consecration in the Cathedral of 
Christchurch, on the feast of S. Philip and S. James, May ist — a 
service of peculiar interest from the presence as one of the conse- 
crating Bishops of his revered predecessor in the See. 

CATHEDRAL CHAPTER. 

Turning now to matters more immediately concerning our own 
diocese, I have to record the installation, at a special, service in 
the Cathedral on October 9th, 1889, of members of the Chapter ap- 
pointed at our last session. Another of the Canonries has recently 
been filled by the appointment of the Rev. Anthony Spurr Webb, 
M.A., of S. John's College,- Cambridge, to the office of Precentor. 
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MINUTES OF PROCEEDINGS. 



At the service this evening he, along with the two Archdeacons who 
were not present on the previous occasion, will be installed. Periodi- 
cal meetings of the Chapter have been held during the year, when 
various questions affecting the Diocese at large, and the use of the 
Cathedral for Diocesan purposes, have been considered. The busi- 
ness transacted has been chiefly of a preliminary character, with a view 
to settling the lines on which the work of the Chapter shall proceed. 
But I cannot forego this opportunity of gratefully acknowledging 
the valuable assistance I have received from the members of the 
Chapter, who, one and all, have taken the liveliest interest in its 
proceedings, and given their hearty co-operation in promoting its 
objects. The development of the work of the Chapter in such 
directions as were indicated in my Address to the Synod in 1888 
must be of gradual growth, but I have already felt the advantage 
of having in this council of advice the sympathy and ready co- 
operation of those who by their experience and devotion to the 
highest interests of the Church are so well fitted to strengthen their 
Bishop's hands in the extension and consolidation of the Church. 
The report of the proceedings of the Chapter will be laid on the 
table as directed in Canon IV. 

CATHEDRAL MISSION. 

In my address to the Synod already referred to, I described 
the work of Diocesan Missioner as one of the desirable objects 
which the formation of a Cathedral Chapter might promote. I will 
here transcribe what I then said : — " There is yet another Diocesan 
office recognised now in some Dioceses at Home, and which is still 
more needed here, which might suitably be connected with the 
Cathedral — I mean that of mission preacher. No one who has the 
opportunity I have lately enjoyed of seeing something of the 
spiritual life in many parishes in England can fail to notice the 
wide extent to which parochial missions have influenced the whole 
Church. Not restricted to any one party, or ' school of thought,' 
this method of from time to time reviving religious impressions, 
of awakening the careless, and of stirring up to greater zeal the 
devout, has been used and with marked results. During the few 
months of my sojourn in England I preached (generally on behalf 
of foreign missions) in parishes both in town and country, and in 
few, if any, did I fail to hear of such parochial missions having been 
held, and of the good results that had followed. The tide of 
religious feeling had then been at the flood, and if it had since 
ebbed it had yet left its mark — a blessing and abiding memory in 
the religious experience of many, and not without having made a 
permanent lodgmeni of divine truth in some hearts, never to be 
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' displaced Frequently it seemed that the whole level of the parish 
' had been raised, stagnation being succeeded by spiritual lite, and the 
I various activities of life." "Can we say," I ventured to add, "that 
j these effons and methods which experience has proved efficacious 
in the Church at Home are not needed here ? On the contrary, is 
I it not most sadly true that in the circumstances of colonial life the 
deadening influences upon religion are incessant and most oppres- 
sive, and that we can only hope to counteract them by persistent and 
! special effort ? A mission preacher of proved spiritual power and 
equipped with the experience to be gained m this special work 
would seem to be much needed ; and if attached to the Mother 
Church of the Diocese, with the larger portion of his time and 
strength available for any parish in which his help as a missionary 
was desired, the evangelist would have ample scope to make full 
proof of his ministry." The thoughts to which I gave expression 
in these remarks were revived, and received a particular direction, 
when I learnt in the early part of this year that the Rev. George 
C. Grubb, a well known mission preacher whose acquaintance I had 
made at Colombo on my voyage to England in 1888, while he was 
holding a mission there, was about to make a brief visit to Australia 
and New Zealand after revisiting India and Ceylon. Finding it 
would still be possible for him to spare time before his departure to 
fulfil an engagement at Capetown, I consulted with the Dean as to 
the practicability of holding a mission in the Cathedral, and although 
the time for preparation was short, yet encouraged by the Dean's 
hearty concurrence and sympathy in the proposal, I communicated 
with the mission preacher, who most readily and generously 
promised to give us the week still at his disposal. I had hoped 
that Gisborne might also have been included in the programme, 
but that was found not practicable owing to other engagements 
already formed in the Diocese of Nelson. And thus in the provi- 
dence of God was brought about the remarkable series of 
evangelistic services which from the 6th to the 13th of June drew 
eag^r crowds to the Cathedral night after night, and filled this room 
with deeply interested worshippers at the various meetings for 
prayer and edification in Christian doctrine during the eight days 
of the continuance of the mission. I praise the Lord for that time 
of refreshing, and for all that His servant the mission preacher, and 
his devoted companions, were enabled to accomplish during their 
brief sojourn amongst us. My feelings of gratitude to them for their 
work and labor of love, and of deepest thanksgiving to the Master, 
whose they are and whom they serve, are shared, I have reason to 
know, by many in this community. May the good Lord " give the 
increase " abundantly to the " precious seed " sown ! 
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MAORI MISSION. 

A true revival of spiritual life in the Church will assuredly lead 
to renewed and quickened interest in a wider extension of the 
blessings of the Gospel, and in the establishment of the Redeemer's 
kingdom upon earth. Missionary zeal should extend, as at the first 
planting of Christianity, in ever-widening circles. We must begin 
at that which, in the providence of God, lies nearest to us. And 
we whose lot is cast in this new land of our adoption ought to 
recognise that our first mission is to the aboriginal people of New 
Zealand, on the partial evangelisation of whom, indeed, the 
colonisation of the country closely followed, and this, in a great 
measure, as an effect on its cause. The conversion of the Maoris, 
as a people, to Christianity was at one period even more general 
than it can now be reckoned. The first Bishop of New Zealand, 
George Augustus Selwyn, himself a man of Apostolic spirit, thus 
described the scenes he witnessed on his arrival in 1842 : — "Christ 
has ble.ssed the work of his ministers in a wonderful manner. We 
see here a whole nation of pagans converted to the faith. God has 
given a new heart and a new spirit to thousands after thousands of 
our fellow-creatures in this distant quarter of the earth. A few 
faithful men, by the power of the spirit of God, have been the 
instruments of adding another Christian people to the family of 
God. Another Christian Church has arisen here, in the midst of 
one of the fiercest and most bloody nations that ever lived to bear 
witness to the power of sin over the heart of unregenerated man." 
Such was the fair aspect of the Maori Church in the zeal of her 
first love. Alas that the bright morning that dawned upon the land 
at the rising of the Sun of Righteousness with healing in His wings, 
should have been so soon overcast with the dark clouds of strife 
and war, with all the evils they brought in their trgyn. And now 
we have seen the Church " By schisms rent asunder, by heresies 
distrest," some of these heresies so wide a departure from the faith 
as to amount to a virtual renouncement of Christianity, though, 
strange to say, the Maori Bible, and even the Book of Common 
Prayer, are to some extent used in these newly invented services. 
There heretical developments are now restricted to certain districts 
and tribes — in the Diocese of Waiapu mainly to the Uriwera and 
to parts of the Bay of Plenty. The main body of the Maoris in 
this Diocese are loyal adherents to the Church of England. That 
we are able to report of many who have declined from the faith, 
that they have been restored by God's mercy and his blessing on 
the persevering efforts of the mere handful of His missionary 
servants, still laboring in the field, ought to encourage us to put 
forth fresh endeavours ; to pray to the Lord of the harvest to send 
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more laborers into the fields already whitening, and to supply in no 
grudging or penurious spirit the means required for their support 
I should be sorry to measure the interest taken by the English 
congregations in their Maori fellow-churchmen by the fractional 
amount contributed in the annual offertory for Maori missions. 
And yet one must admit it is a practical test, and I can only 
account for the fewness and smallness of these offertories by 
assuming that a very general ignorance prevails of their necessity. 
In my address to the Synod of 1883 I explained the arrangement 
which that year had been entered into by the Church Missionary 
Society (which originated missionary work in New Zealand) for 
devolving on a local board the future management of the mission. 
The board consists of the three Bishops of the North Island, three 
clergymen, three laymen, and a secretary, Archdeacon W. L. 
Williams. The funds at its disposal consist of the income derived 
from certain lands in New Zealand held in trust by the society for 
missionary objects, and an annual grant of ;;^iooo to be diminished 
by ;;^5o a year and to cease at the expiration of 20 years from the 
above date. The total amount for the current year is estimated at 
;^228o. The salaries of the missionaries on the Society's list in 
1883 continue to be paid from Home, but all additional mission- 
aries since engaged by the board are dependent on the funds at its 
disposal. The 27 Maori clergymen now laboring in the North 
Island receive an augmentation of their modest stipends frpm the 
same source, and the fund is still further chargeable with the 
maintenance of the Maori Theological College at Gisborne, which 
fulfils the important part of training native catechists and ministers 
for the whole of the North Island. The object aimed at by the 
Society in this n^ew arrangement was that the Colonial Church 
might gradually assume the whole responsibility of fostering and 
extending her work. Although the plan has now been seven years 
in operation, I regret to say this expectation, so far as regards the 
calling out the liberality of the English portion of our Church in 
behalf of the mission, has been very imperfectly fulfilled. In the 
letter I am about to read from the Society a fresh appeal is made 
with reference to the strictly missionary work which still remains to 
be done amongst those tribes that have lapsed from the Christian 
faith. The letter is addressed to the secretary of the New Zealand 
Board, and is as follows: — "London, February 10, 1890. Dear 
Sir, — Archdeacons Clarke and Williams, whose accounts of the 
work in New Zealand greatly interested the committee, have made 
a request for a special grant for strictly evangelistic purposes for the 
reclamation of the Hauhaus and followers of Te Whiti and Te 
Kooti, with an explanation in detail of the circumstances which 
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restrict the operations of the Board with reduced means. The 
committee who specially deal with New Zealand questions had the 
benefit of Archdeacon Clarke's presence when the question came 
before them. The committee have now decided that under the 
arrangement with the New Zealand Board they would not be 
justified in making an unconditional grant for work which they 
think should be carried on with such aid as can be obtained locally 
from friends in the colony who are interested in the evangelisation 
of the Maoris, but they are willing under the circumstances, with 
the object of calling forth the local help which ought to be forth- 
coming, to make a special grant, not exceeding ;^ioo per annum 
for two years, for strictly evangelistic purposes, with the object of 
reclaiming the lapsed Maoris, to whom access is now apparently 
obtainable, on the condition that the equivalent of the sum claimed 
shall be raised locallv towards the same object, payment by the 
Society being dependent on the sum applied for under this decision 
having been actually raised. — Yours very faithfully, Ch. C. Fenn, 
Sec. C.M.S." My earnest hope is that this challenge from the 
Society which, under God, has done so much for the Church in 
New Zealand, may provoke a response far exceeding the amount 
to which the Society, in view of the pressing claims of the heathen 
world, has had to restrict its offer. 

I must add for our encouragement a few facts regarding the 
growth and consolidation of the native portion of the Church in 
our own Diocese which have marked the past year. Last Christmas 
Day I had the satisfaction of dedicating under the name of the 
Church of the Holy Nativity, a newly-erected building in the 
Taupo district, the cost of which had been defrayed by the people 
themselves. A large assemblage had come together from various 
parts of the country to do honor to the occasion, and to testify by 
their presence their return to the Christian faith. Some months 
later a still larger gathering was witnessed at Poverty Bay, in the 
immediate neighborhood of the old Mission Station of Whakato, a 
few miles from the modern town of Gisborne. Whakato was the 
scene of the early labors of Bishop Williams in that district, which 
he was the first to evangelise. In 1863, not long before the 
breaking out of the native war, an immense church was erected at 
Whakato. The building in its architectare was conformed to the 
native style, the walls consisting of finely carved slabs, the roof-tree 
being supported by richly carved pillars of great size and solidity. 
At the dedication of this church a collection amounting to ;^332, 
nearly the whole of which was from the Maoris, was made, as a 
nucleus of a Bishopric Endowment Fund. During the disturbed 
years that followed, the ravages of time and neglect had greatly 
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injured the building. It was, however, partially repaired so as to 
admit of my holding within its spacious area my first ordination of 
Maori clergymen in 1878. Subsequently, on my suggestion at a 
meeting' of the Native Church Board that it should undergo a 
thorough restoration so that it might remain as a memorial of their 
beloved Bishop Williams, the idea was heartily taken up, a large 
sum of money was raised by the natives of the East Coast, and the 1 
entire reconstruction M^as decided on. A site was chosen more 
conveniently situated as regards the present population, and a j 
really handsome church was built, from designs furnished by an i 
English architect. The interesting Maori carvings, however, have | 
been retained, skilfully introduced as a suitable decoration of the 
interior. To signalise the re-dedication of the new structure a 
great meeting was arranged, and it was made the occasion of a 
united session of the three Native Church Boards of the Diocese, 
namely Tauranga, the East Coast, (or Waiapu), and Hawke's Bay. 1 

At the dedicatory service on Sunday, March 2nd, 115 partook 
of the Holy Communion. In the afternoon a large number of 
candidates were confirmed. On the two following days most 
interesting meetings were held of the united Church Boards, and ' 
our hearts were filled with thankfulness at the unanimity and 
concord that prevailed amongst the gathering of the representatives 
of many tribes who at one time had been estranged from each other 
and from the common faith in which they are now happily re-united. 
A smaller, but not less significant, meeting was presided over by 
me last Whitsuntide at Mjaketu, in the Bay of Plenty, a district on 
which the scourge of war fell more disastrously, perhaps, than in 
any other part of the island. At this meeting there were repre- 
sentatives from the slowly recovering Church of the Opotiki district 
the scene of the barbarous murder, under the impulse of a wave of 
fierce fanaticism, of the devoted missionary Volkner. On 
September 21st I was present at the ordinary annual meeting of the 
Church Board of Hawke's Bay, held this year at Te Korito, in the 
Wairoa district Here, too, a neat and seemly church has been 
lately erected. The meeting was a thoroughly representative one, in 
which the Maori clergy were well supported by intelligent laymen, 
delegated by the various parishes in which they had been elected. 
The proceedings were of the most orderly and business-like 
character. Various useful measures were brought forward and 
discussed for the better organisation of the Church. To a sura of 
j£^o already collected for the erection of a parsonage five guineas 
were added at the meeting ; and a like sum collected towards the 
cost of maintenance of students at the Gisborne Seminary — an 
earnest of a more general contribution for the same object Nor 
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can I omit to mention a contribution of ;^4 15s. from one kainga 
in Hawke's Bay towards the expense of printing the Maori Bible 
wit^ references. This was handed in by the lay representative of 
the vilbge as a free will offering to the noble British and Foreign 
Bible Society in recognition of their having generously undertaken 
this work at the earnest request of the Maori Church. A resolution 
was passed that this example should be imitated in other places. 
My brethren, I feel I need make no apology for recording these 
instances of the liberality of our Maori fellow-churchmen. Rather 
do I hope that we may be stimulated by their example to imitate 
their liberality in a degree commensurate with our larger opportuni- 
ties. 

SYSTEMATIC SUPPORT OF THE CHURCH. 

This was a subject which I brought before you last year in 
pursuance of a resolution passed at the General Synod. The 
Standing Committee as instructed by your vote took the matter into 
earnest consideration, and formulated a scheme which I laid before 
the parishes and parochial districts of the Diocese by means of a 
Pastoral Letter last December. I grieve to say that except in the 
district of Hastings practically nothing has been done. The 
deficiency in the Diocesan fund was never so serious as in the 
financial year ending 30th June, and consequently the promised 
grants to several districts have not been fully paid. The organ- 
isation proposed by the Standing Committee was of the simplest and 
most elastic character. It only needed to be taken up by a few 
earnest workers in each parish under the guidance of the natural 
leader in all good works, the clergyman himself, to be at once set 
on foot It is true that this intervention of the clergyman has been 
objected to. It has been said that he cannot be expected to take 
any personal responsibility or concern in promoting a scheme in 
which he is pecuniarily interested. But surely this is not a case in 
which any fear of sordid motives being imputed should be allowed 
to interfere with admonishing the flock to discharge a plain duty, 
so clearly defined and enforced by divine and apostolic precept. 
The clergyman organising such a parochial association as was 
proposed by the Standinjy Committee would have had nothing to do 
directly with the collecting of money, or the custody of it. He 
was simply asked, as trustee for the interests of the Church, to put 
in motion the machinery by which the necessary supplies for Church 
work were to be obtained. With the stipends of several of our 
hard-worked country clergy falling hopelessly into arrear, and 
promised grants remaining unpaid for lack of funds, it is no time 
to hold back from appealing to the Church's sons and daughters 
for money to do the Church's work, out of a morbid dread of being 
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thought to be actuated by self-interest. However, it is for the 
Synod to consider whether it will confirm or annul the plan 
recommended by the Standing Committee. As I said last year, so 
I repeat it now, I am not wedded to any particular plan ; but any 
plan would be better than none. If some improvement is not soon 
brought about in the financial position of the Diocesan Fund, grants 
will have to be withdrawn from several of the most necessitous 
districts, and the work abandoned, or greatly curtailed. 

THE CHURCH AND SOCIALISM. 

I cannot conclude this Address without some reference to the 
question of overwhelming interest at the present time — the social 
difficulty in which we are plunged through the strained relations of 
capital and labor. This is a question by which the Church, as 
embracing all classes of rich and poor, in the very terms of her 
commission, cannot but be profoundly affected. In the presence 
of the problems of life which, even in these young communities, 
have so suddenly emerged and rapidly developed, and which now 
imperiously demand a solution, we may take comfort from the 
reflection that again and again in the crisis of social revolution the 
Church has found her true mission of healing and reconciliation. 
It may well be that in this age of vastly multiplied intercourse and 
widely extended interdependence, the social aspects of the Gospel 
will become increasingly prominent. The new reformation for 
which Christendom seems to wait may be to some extent a reaction 
from a too exclusive individualism, and may bring with it wider 
sympathies and higher aims— resting in nothing short of the 
realisation of God^s good tidings " Peace on earth, good will 
towards men." I will give you in words far better than any I could 
frame some thoughts which may serve to connect even our humble 
work in this council of this portion of the Church to which we 
belong with some of those larger issues to which we may hopefully 
look forward. 

" Does the world " (asks a writer in Lux Mundi) " need the 
witness of the Church's life less now than in past ages ? Less ? 
Nay, for many reasons more. The widening opportunities of 
intercourse are opening uj) new nations, whose existence had only 
been suspected before ; they are bringing the various parts of 
humankind into a closer touch with each other. The problems of 
civilisation are more complex ; and the more complicated a piece 
of machinery is the more difficult it is to keep it in order, so small 
a defect may throw the whole out of «;ear. The wider our 
knowledge of humanity, the greater need of a Catholic Church, 
which shall raise its voice above the din of conquest and the bustle 
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of commerce, and insist that all races shall be treated with justice 
and tenderness as made of one blood, which shall welcome all men 
freely into its own brotherhood, and conveying to them the gifts of 
the Spirit, shall help them to show forth in their lives fresh beauties 
of the richly-varigated wisdom of God. The growth of our huge 
towns, * where numbers overwhelm humanity,' and the accumulation 
of wealth bring the danger nearer home ; amidst social upheavings, 
and the striving of class with class, there is need of a Church to rise 
above rich and poor alike, which shall embrace both ; which shall 
teach both a real visible brotherhood amid all external inequalities ; 
which shall teach the poor the dignity of labor wrought for the good 
of the whole society, and teach the rich the duty and the blessing 
of the consecration of their wealth. With the wider use of 
machinery and the restless rush of money-getting, it is important 
that there should be the appeal of the Church that no man cr 
woman shall be degraded into a mere machine ; because each is a 
living soul, capable of a pure life, capable of a knowledge of God. 
Over against the divisions of race and continent the Church raises 
still its witness to the possibility of a universal brotherhood ; over 
against despair and dispersion it speaks of faith and the unity of 
knowledge ; over against pessimism it lifts up a perpetual Eucharist." 
Animated by this belief let us, beloved brethren, still seek in 
all our Church work to be faithful witnesses for Christ and His 
Gospel. " In quietness and confidence shall be your strength." 
" For the work of righteousness shall be peace ; and the effect of 
righteousness, quietness, and assurance for ever." 

Vote of thanks to the President, 
The cordial thanks of the Synod were given to the Right 
Rev. the President for his Address, and he was respectfully re- 
quested to allow the same to be printed.

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The motion was withdrawn, by consent of the Synod, that it 
might be brought on later in an amended form. 

Maori Theological College. 

The Very Rev. the Dean of Waiapu moved, and the Rev J. 
D. Knipe seconded, *• 'I hat this Synod views with much satis- 
faction the useful work carried on in connection with the training 
of our native fellow-churchmen for Holy Orders at the Maori 
Theological College." — Carried. 

Notices of Motion having been given, the Synod adjourned.

Webb seconded, " That the Reports and Accounts of the various 
Trust Properties and Funds, which have been laid before the 
Synod, be submitted to the Sessional Committee on Parochial 
Returns and Accounts for their report thereon." — Carried. 

Diocesan Library. 

The Ven. Archdeacon W. L. Williams moved, and the 
Ven. Archdeacon S. Williams seconded, "That this Synod 
requests the Cathedral Chapter to lake over the custody and 
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management of tht Diocesan Library, and authorises that body to 
draw up all necessary regulations in connection therewith, such 
regulations to be submitted for approval at the next Annual 
Session of the Synod." — Carried. 

Clerical Stipends. 

A motion standing in Mr. A. St. Hill's name viz., " That 
in future no married clergyman be appointed to any parish or 
parochial district in the Diocese of Waiapu unless a legal 
guarantee is given that the income be not less than ;^3oo a year," 
was by consent of the Synod postponed. 

Report of the Standing Committee. 

Mr. J. B. Fielder moved, and the Rev. W. Welsh 
seconded, " That the Synod go into Committee to consider ihe 
report of the Standing Committee."

The Synod went into Committee. 
The Synod resumed. 
The Chairman repqrted progress. 
The report was finally adopted. 

Diocesan Fund. 

Mr. T. Tanner moved, and the Rev. J. Hobbs seconded, 
" That a Select Committee be appointed to sit during the recess 
and enquire into and report to the next Diocesan Synod upon the 
best scheme for the collection and management of a Diocesan 
Fund." 

An amendment was moved by the Rev. E. Robertshawe, 
and seconded by the Rev. Canon Fox, *' That a committee be 
formed for the purpose of giving better effect to the Resolution of 
the Standing Committee, of December i6th, 1889, regarding the 
systematic support of Church Work." — Carried and substituted for 
the original motion. 

An amendment was then moved by the Rev. C. Jordan

Report of Committee on Parochial Accounts. 

The Report of the Sessional Committee on Parochial Accounts 
and Returns was brought up and read. 

Maori Mission. 

The Rev. A. F. Williams moved, and the Rev. F. H. 
Spencer seconded, "That the Right Rev. the President be 
respectfully requested to supply the Synod with some information 
respecting the Maori Mission Fund — as to what it is, and whajL it 
does — with a view to enabling the Clergy to bring its claims before 
their parishioners both English and Native." — Carried. 

In connection with the Rev. A. F. Williams' motion, the 
President stated that the fund to which the resolution referred was 
for the promotion of the evangelisation of the Maori race, and 
especially (to quote the resolution of the General Synod, 1883), 
" for the recovery to the faith of those persons of the Maori Church 
who since the war have lapsed into indifference or false religion." 

Religious Teaching in Public Schools. 

The Rev. J. D. Knipe moved, and Mr. T. Tanner seconded, 
" That it is desirable that members of the Synod and churchmen 
generally inquire of candidates for election at the coming general 
election whether they will endeavour to forward the just claims of 
themselves as taxpayers to have religion taught in the public schools 
which they pay for." 
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An amendment was moved by the Ven. Archdeacon W. L. 
Williams, and seconded by the Rev. F. H. Spencer, " That it is 
desirable that members of the Synod and churchmen generally use 
every endeavour to overcome the apathy which exists to so lament- 
able an extent throughout the country on the subject of the religious 
education of the young." 

Leave being given to withdraw the original motion, the 
amendment was put and carried. 

Bishopric Endovfrxnent Fund. 

The Very Rev. the Dean of Waiapu moved, and the Rev. J. 
C. EccLES seconded, "That the Business Committee of the 
Bishopric Endowment Fund be requested to communicate with the 
secretary of the Colonial Bishopric Fund, with a view to obtaining 
a grant in aid; provided it be found upon enquiry that it lies 
within the power of the managers of the said fund to assist the 
endowment which is now being raised for the Bishopric of this 
Diocese." — Carried. 

Clerical Pension Scheme. 

The Ven. Archdeacon W. L. Williams moved, and the 
Rev. C. Jordan seconded, " That the new scheme for a Pension 
Fund adopted by the Synod of the Diocese of Auckland be adopted 
by this Synod and made compulsory in all the Parishes in this 
Diocese."

The Very Rev. the Dean of Waiapu moved, and the Rev- | 
Canon Fox seconded, "That it be a recommendation to the 
Cathedral Chapter that they should endeavor to carry out the 
suggestion of the Select Committee on Religious Education with 
regard to periodical conferences of Sunday-school teachers." — 
Carried. ! 
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Notification of Business. 

The Rev. Canon St. Hill (in the absence of the Rev. F. E, 
T. Simcox) moved, and Mr. J. B. Fielder seconded, ** That in 
order to encourage Church members to take a more active interest 
in the affairs of the diocese, vestries of parishes and parochial 
districts are invited to forward to the Standing Committee, through 
the Diocesan Secretary, not later than the 31st of July in each 
year, any proposition they may wish to be brought before the 
Annual Session of the Synod ; such propositions, together with 
any other business that it may be deemed necessary to notify, shall 
be forwarded to each member of the Synod at least 14 days prior 
to the date fixed for the Annual Session." — Carried. 

Clergymen's Stipends. 

The Rev. C. Jordan moved, and the Rev. J. C. Eccles 
seconded, " That payment of Ministers' Stipends shall be the first 
charge on the revenue of parishes." — Withdrawn. 

Standing Orders. 

The Ven. Archdeacon W. L. Williams moved, and the 
Rev. C. Jordan seconded, *• That Standing Order No. 8 be 
amended by the omission of the word * Parochial ' in the fourth 
line." — Carried. 

The Ven. Archdeacon W. L. Williams moved, and Mr. T. 
Tanner seconded, " That the following be adopted as a Standing 
Order to follow No. 21 : — If an amendment entirely superseding 
the original motion be moved, it shall be moved, and the question 
put as follows : — * It has been moved that the words after the word 
" that " be omitted, with a view to the insertion of other words in 
lieu thereof. The question is, " That the words proposed to be 
left out stand part of the question." ' If such words be retained, 
no further amendment, save of a verbal nature, or in the way of 
addition shall be put If such words be expunged, the amendment 
shall be read by the mover, and the question shall be, * That the 
words proposed to be inserted be so inserted.' If this question be 
negatived, other words may be moved till the Synod agree. The 
amended motion shall finally be submitted in its entirety to the 
vote of the Synod."

Carried.

The Very Rev. the Dean of Waiapu moved, and the Rev. 
J. Parkinson seconded, " That the report of the Select Com- 
mittee upon the Religious Education of the Young be adopted." — 
Report adopted. 

Report of the Cathedral Chapter. 

The Very Rev. the Dean of Waiapu moved, and the Rev. 
J. Parkinson seconded, "That the report of the Cathedral 
Chapter be adopted." — Report adopted. 

Recommendation to the Clergy of the Diocese. 

Mr. T. Tanner moved, and the Rev. J. D. Knife seconded, 
" That it be a recommendation to the Clergy of the Diocese to 
take an opportunity, during the ensuing month of November, of 
urging upon their Parishioners the great importance of the question 
of the religious instruction of the young." — Carried. 

Printing Committee. 

The Ven. Archdeacon W. L. Williams moved, and the 
Rev. J. D. Knipe seconded, " That the Very Rev. the Dean of 
Waiapu, the Rev. J. Parkinson, and Mr. J. B. Fielder be appointed 
a Committee to superintend the printing of the proceedings of this 
session of the Synod." — Carried. 

Votes of Thanks, 

Votes of thanks were accorded to the Rev. J. Hobbs for his 
sermon preached in the Cathedral at the opening of the Synod ; 
to the Church members of Napier and the neighborhood, for their 
courtesy and hospitality to the country members of the Synod 
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during the session ; and to the organist and choir of the Cathedral 
Church for the great pains and trouble taken in preparing the 
musical part of the service held on the evening of the opening of 
the present session of the Synod.

The Rev. C. Jordan moved, and the Very Rev. the Dean

I.— Jittattjce- 

Endowment of Bishopric— 1879, 

That in the opinion of this Synod it is advisable that a thorough 
personal canvas of the Diocese be instituted, in order to urge the 
claims of the Bishopric Endowment Fund ; and that to this end a 
Committee of three or more laymen in each district be requested 
by the clergymen and vestries of the respective parishes and paro- 
chial districts to act in conjunction with the Central Committee 
already working. 

Endowment.— 1872. 

I. That this Synod adopts the principle enunciated by the 
General Synod, that for the maintenance of Clergymen at least 
half the amount of the minimum income fixed by the Diocesan 
Synod should be secured upou endowment funds, and that the re- 
mainder should be raised by voluntary offerings. 

II. That for the purpose of carrying out this object action 
ought immediately to be taken in every District of the Diocese, and 
that contributions should be solicited in money, land, or any other 
property 

HI. That the Churchwardens of each Parish or Parochial 
District have in their possession a book to be called "The Endow- 
ment Book," in which to • enter from time to time such sums as 
may be contributed towards the endowment of the Ministry of such 
Parish or District. 



Stipends of Clergy.— 1873. 

That the Synod recommends that the incomes of Deacons 
and Priests, licensed to Parishes or Parochial Districts, should be 
regulated according to the following scale, viz. : — That the mini- 
mum amount of Stipend should be ;^i5o a year from the Quarter 
Day following the ordination of a Clergyman as Deacon, to increase 
nut less than ;^io a year to the maximum of ;^4oo. Provided 
that for any portion of a quarter, before such commencing date, 
he shall be paid at the rate of not less than £150 a year. 
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Easter Offerings.— 1878. 
That the Easter Sunday Collections, made in the different 
Parishes and Parochial Districts, be not entered in the Offertory 
Book, but handed over to the Curate. 



Collections in aid of the Clerical Pension Fund.--1881. 
That in the opinion of this Synod the offertory collections, 
made on one Sunday in each year, should be devoted to the 
Clerical Pension Fund by every congregation in the Diocese. 



Church Trust Funds.— 1877. 
That all funds arising from General Church Trusts and 
Endowments be placed under the management and control of 
the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 



Church Trusts.- 1877. 
That no moneys accruing from Trust properties belonging to 
the General Synod should be granted in aid of any building erected 
on property not under the control of the General Synod. 



Actual Financial Position of Parishes.— 1878. 
That it is desirable that the actual financial position of each 
Parish or District, showing clearly all assets and liabilities, should 
be laid before the parishioners at their annual meeting, and also 
furnished to the Synod. 



Diocesan Fund.— 1873. 

I. That in order to provide for the exigencies of the Church, 
there shall be a General Church Fund for the whole Diocese, to be 
called the Diocesan Fund. 

II. That this Fund shall consist of a donation of money, land' 
or other property by the Church members in all parts of the Dio 
cese, of annual contributions and special offertories. 

III. That the Fund shall be available^ for the following ob- 
jects, viz. : — 

{a) Maintenance of Clergymen in Missionary Districts. 

{b) Supplementing the Stipends of Clergymen in thinly- 
peopled districts of the Diocese. 

{c) Assisting in the erection of Churches and Parsonage 
Houses in thinly-peopled districts of the Diocese. 
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IV. That the Standing Committee shall have the management 
of such Fund, and that any Member of the Standing Committee 
may receive contributions towards the same. 



Collection In aid of Diocesan Fund.— 1890. 
That the offertory collections made at all services in this 
Diocese, on the first Sunday in March in each year, be paid over 
without deduction to the Diocesan Treasurer for the benefit of the 
Diocesan or Home Mission Fund. 



Subscribers to Diocesan Fund.— 1884. 
That this Synod would urge upon all Church Members the 
desirability of their becoming subscribers to the Diocesan Fund of 
some stated, though it be small, amount 



Day of Intercession.— 1884. 
That in order to promote sympathy on the part of this portion 
of the Church with the efforts which are being made for the ex- 
tension of the Kingdom of Christ among the heathen in various 
parts of the world, it is desirable that the Day of Intercession for 
Missions to the heathen should be generally observed throughout 
this Diocese, and that the Offertory Collections made on that day 
should be divided equally between the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel in Foreign Parts and the Church Missionary Society. 



Home and Foreign Missions.— 1879. 
That in accordance with resolutions of the General Synod on 
Home and Foreign Missions, each Congregation in this Diocese be 
requested to contribute " offertories on one Sunday in the year to 
the Maori Mission, and one to the Melanesian Mission." 



Collections for Missions, &c, — 1884. 
That all offertory collections and subscriptions made on behalf 
of Local and Foreign Missions, and all surplice fees and subscrip- 
tions and offertory collections on behalf of the Clerical Pension 
Fund, be passed through the hands of the Diocesan Treasurer. 



Table of Fees and Church Dues.- 1878. 

I. — Marriage. 

Marriage by Banns. — Ten Shillings and Sixpence, including the 
publication thereof. 

Marriage by License. — Ten Shillings, exclusive of the License Fee 
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Certificate of Marriage, — If applied for at the time the ceremony 
is perfonned, no charge; if applied for after the day of 
marriage, Two Shillings and Sixpence. 

II. — Baptismal. 
Baptism. — No charge. 

Baptismal Certificate, — If applied for at the time the ceremony is 
performed, no charge ; if applied for after the day of baptism. 
Two Shillings and Sixpence. 

III. — Burial. 

Certificate of Burial, — If applied for at the time the ceremony is 
performed, no charge , if applied for after the day of burial 
Two Shillings and Sixpence. 



Day Schools.— 1874. 
That with the view of promoting the reh'gious education of 
the young, it is desirable that in Districts where there is a consider- 
able population attached to the Church'of England, Church Day 
Schools should be established in preference to undenominational 
schools. 



Religious Instruction in the District Schools. 
1884. 

That in vi«w of the present National System of Education 
being a secular one, the Clergy of this Diocese are strongly urged 
to maintain classes for Religious Instruction in the District Schools 
out of school hours, wherever it may be found practicable to hold 
such classes. 

1888. 

That in the opinion of this Synod it is of the utmost import- 
ance to the spiritual and moral welfare of the children attending 
the public schools of this colony that the Education Act be so 
altered as to allow of religious instruction being given within school 
hours. 

1890. 

That it is desirable that members of the Synod and church- 
men generally use every endeavour to overcome the apathy which 
exists to so lamentable an extent throughout the country on the 
subject of the religious education of the young. 
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Bible in Schools.— 1887. 

That this Synod requests the Clergy of the Diocese to bring 
periodically under the notice of their congregations the great need 
which is becoming every day more and more apparent for the 
introduction of the Bible into the Public Schools of the Colony. 



Religious Instruction of the Toung.— 1884. 

(i) That a system of Examination of children attending 
Sunday Schools be established upon subjects to be specified. The 
Papers to be drawn up by Examiners, appointed by the Standing 
Committee, and the Examination to be conducted by local Super- 
visors. The subjects for examination to be intimated to the 
Clergy at the commencement of each year. (2) That it be a re- 
commendation to the Parochial Clergy and Superintendents of 
Schools : — (a) That a system of regular and graduated instruction 
should in all cases be adopted, such as may be found in books 
published by the Church of England Sunday School Institute. 
(b) That Teachers' Meetings for instruction shoud be regularly 
held under the superintendence of the resident Clergyman, the 
Superintendent of the School, or other competent person, (c) 
That the Clergy should furnish all young persons or children, 
leaving home to take work in other Parishes, with letters to the 
Clergyman of the Parish in which they are about to settle. (3)

their work in the District Schools, and of any other efforts which 
have been made during the year for the religious instruction of the

Sunday Schools' Examination.— 1884. 

That it be a recommendation to the Examiners who may be 
annually appointed to conduct the Examination of the Diocesan 
Sunday Schools, that they should incorporate in their Class List a 
column containing the ages of the several candidates. 



Sunday Schools' Examination. —1886. 

That either through the instrumentality of the Native Church 
Boards, or by such other means as may commend themselves to 
his Lordship the Bishop, an effort be made during the present 
year, and in succeeding years, to extend the benefits of annual 
examination to the Sunday Schools held in this Diocese in connec- 
tion with the Native Church. 
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Trained Church Workers.— 1887. 

That with a view to providing trained Church workers for 
Sunday Schools and other purposes, this Synod is of opinion that 
wherever practicable, Parochial Guilds or Associations of earnest- 
minded Churchmen should be formed. 



Sunday School Libraries.— 1887. 

That this Synod is of opinion much good might be effected 
by the establishment of Sunday School Libraries, such Libraries 
to be free to all scholars. 



Church Sunday Schools.— 1885. 

That it be an earnest recommendation to the Clergy of the 
Diocese that strenuous efforts should be made in the direction of 
establishing a Church Sunday School in every centre of population 
in their several Parishes and Districts. 



Return of Bible Classes.— 1884. 

That an additional column be incorporated in the form of the 
Annual Statistical Return, for the purpose of entering therein the 
number of persons attending Parochial Bible Classes, in the 
Parishes and Districts where such classes are held. 



Bible Classes.— 1884. 

That members of Bible classes held in connection with the 
Church be permitted to enter at the annual Diocesan examination 
of Sunday Schools.

Erection of Napier Cathedral.— 1886. 

That the Synod congratulate the Rev. De Berdt Hovell and 
the Parishioners of S. John's, Napier, on the laying of the founda- 
tion stone of the Cathedral of this Diocese, and desire to assure 
him of their appreciation of the energy, zeal, and judgment which 
have conducted the enterprise with such great success. 
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Constitution of Napier Cathedral.— 1888. 

That the arrangements which have been entered into between 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the Vestry of the Parish of S. 
John the Evangelist, Napier, for the use of St. John's Church as 
the Cathedral Church of the Diocese, in accordance with Clause 
1 8 of Canon 3, Title F., of the General Synod, be adopted by this 
Synod : — 

I. The Lord Bishop of Waiapu having placed his Chair in 
the Church of S. John the Evangelist, Napier, the aforesaid Church 
is the Cathedral Church of the Diocese of Waiapu. 

II. The Bishop shall have the power of nominating, if he so 
desire, special preachers at the ordinary services of the Church on 
fifteen occasions during the year. 

III. The Incumbent shall be entitled to fair notice of such 
nomination. 

IV. The use of the Church shall be given for special extra- 
parochial services, under the entire management of the Bishop, 
provided that such services do not interfere with the regular services 
of the Parish, nor the Parish be liable for expenses connected 
therewith. The use of the organ at such services shall be at the 
Bishop's disposal. 

V. The Bishop shall have the right to erect Alms Chests in the 
Church for any object of which he may approve. 

VI. The doors of the Church shall be open daily for the pur- 
poses of private devotion, meditation, and rest. 

VII. In the event of any difficulty arising in connection 
with any of the above regulations, the matter shall be decided by 
the Diocesan Synod, or, should the Diocesan Synod not be in 
session, by the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 



Completion of Napier Cathedral.— 1888. 

That this Synod desires to place upon record its appreciation . 
of the action of the Incumbent (the Rev. De Berdt Hovell) and • 
the parishioners of S. John's, Napier, aided by the munificent 
donations of the Trustees of the Foster Fund, Mr. Henry Stokes 
Tiffen, and other contributors, in the erection and completion of 
the Cathedral Church of S. John the Evangelist, Napier, conse- 
crated by the Lord Bishop of the Diocese on the 20th December, 
1888. 
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statistical Return's.— 1874. 

That in accordance with a resolution of the General Synod, 
it is desirable that annual statistical returns made up to the 30th 
June in each year in the form prescribed by the General Synod, 
should be sent in to the Standing Committee by the 31st July, or 
as soon after as possible, that they may be laid by the Bishop 
before the Diocesan Synod at its next annual session. 



Parsonage Returns.— 1878. 

That the Churchwardens of the several Parishes of this 
Diocese be requested to forward to the Standing Committee a 
description of the parsonages in their several Parishes, specifying 
their size and accommodation, and the amount of glebe attached 
to each, with a statement of the expenses incurred in their erection, 
the source from whence the funds were obtained, and the liabilities, 
if any, now resting upon them. 



Articles of Inquiry.— 1878. 

That with a view to the proper preservation and keeping of 
churches, including their needful fittings, parsonage houses, and 
cemeteries within this Diocese, his Ix)rdship the Bishop be respect- 
fully requested to issue, annually, a printed form of enquiry to the 
Church Officers of the several Parishes and Parochial Districts, of 
a kindred nature to that in use in other Dioceses of this Provincial 
Church. 



List of Communicants.— 1878. 

That the Curates of the various Parishes and Districts be 
requested to keep as complete a list as possible of the Communi- 
cants in their several cures. 



Return of Surplice Fees.— 1878. 

That the Statistical Returns shall include the amount of Sur- 
plice Fees received and paid into the Pension Fund 
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Church Sites,— 1877. 

That in the opinion of the Synod it is extremely undesirable 
that any sites for buildings in connection with the Church, whether 
offered as a free gift, or to be purchased, should be accepted by 
private individuals, unless with the written consent of the Diocesan 
Trust Board ; or that any such site should be conveyed to Trustees 
who have not been appointed by such Board 



Consecration of Churches.— 1877< 

That whenever a new Church is built, before it is consecrated 
or licensed for public worship, an account of all receipts and 
expenditure and liabilities in respect of the site and fabric shall be 
sent to the Standing Committee signed by the Building Committee 
of the said Church, and audited by an Auditor appointed by the 
Bishop. And that the Standing Committee request the Bishop of 
the Diocese not to proceed to the consecration of the building, or 
the licensing thereof for public worship, unless the Standing Com- 
mittee be satisfied that the debt is likely to be paidoflfin a reason- 
able time without detriment to the income of the Parish. 



Grants of Land from Private Benefactors— 1879. 

That it is incumbent upon every member of this Synod to 
consider in what parts of the country it is important for the good 
of the Church to acquire grants of land from private benefactors, 
either for churches, cemeteries, or glebe lands, and so far as may 
be in his power to aid in procuring such grants. 



Burial Reform.- 1878. 

That in the opinion of this Synod there is much of undesir- 
able ostentation and unnecessary expense in the ordinary customs 
connected with funerals, and the wearing of mourning ; and this 
Synod would gladly see efforts made to bring about a reform of 
these customs referred to. 
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Day of Intercession for Foreign Missions.— 1890 

That in the opinion of this Synod it is very desirable that 
the * Day of Intercession for Foreign Missions ' should be more 
generally observed throughout the Diocese. 



Notification of Business for Sessions of Synod.—- 1890. 

That in order to encourage Church members to take a more 
active interest in the affairs of the diocese, vestries of parishes and 
parochial districts are invited to forward to the Standing Com- 
mittee, through the Diocesan Secretary, not later than the 31st of 
July in each year, any proposition they may wish to be brought 
before the Annual Session of the Synod; such propositions, to- 
gether with any other business that it may be deemed necessary to 
notify, shall be forwarded to each member of the Synod at least 14 
days prior to the date fixed for the Annual Session. 
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I. The Members of the Synod shall meet for the discussion 
of business in the same chamber ; but it shall be competent for 
either the Clergy or the Laity at any time to withdraw to a separate 
chamber for the purpose of deliberation, at the requisition of any 
member of either of such orders. 

II. If, at the expiration of half an hour after the time 
appointed, there be not a quorum* the President shall adjourn the 
meeting until the day or hour appointed for the next sitting of the 
Synod. 

III. If, at any time during the progress of business, there 
shall not be a quorum present, the President shall adjourn the 
Synod, on any Member moving that the Synod be counted. 

IV. The meetings of the Synod shall be open to the public ; 
but at the request of any Member, the President shall at any time 
order strangers to withdraw. 

V. There shall be two Secretaries of the Synod, who shall 
keep regular Minutes of the proceedings of the Synod. 

VI. An attendance-book shall be provided by the Secretaries, 
in which it shall be the duty of the Members of the Synod to sign 
their names, when attending the Synod, at each Meeting. 

VII. The proceedings of the Synod shall be conducted in the 
following order : 

(a) After the reading of Prayers, the Minutes of the last 
meeting shall be read and confirmed. 

fd) The Reports of Committees shall be presented and read. 



* "The presence of the Bishop of the Diocese ; of one-fourth of the Clergy of the Diocese 
qualified to be members of the Synod, not being less than four in number, and of one-fourdi 
of the Lay Synodsmen, not being less than seven in number, shall be necessary to constitute a 
meeting of the Diocessan Synod for the due exercise of its povfers.**— General Synods Title i?, 
Canon ^, Clause II, 
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(c) Motions, of which previous notice shall have been given, 

shall be taken into consideration in the order in which 
the notices shall have been given, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Synod. 

(d) Suspended debates, and other business ordered by the 

Synod at a previous meeting to be taken into con- 
sideration, shall be proceeded with two hours after the 
time appointed for the meeting of the Synod, unless 
all other business shall have been disposed of sooner. 

(e) Subject to the above rules, any business disposed of on 

the proper day shall have precedence at the next day's 
sitting. 

(f) Notices of motion shall be given at any convenient 

opportunity in the course of the day. 

VIII. On the first day of each Annual Session of the Synod 
the President shall, with the concurrence of the Synod, appoint a 
Committee, to consist of not more than seven Members, to examine 
and report upon the Returns and Accounts which may have been 
laid before the Synod. 

IX. Every Member shall address the President when 
speaking. 

X. All questions of Order shall be decided by the Presi- 
dent. 

XI. It shall be the duty of the President to confine each 
speaker to the subject matter of debate ; but it shall not be in 
order for any Member to interrupt the speaker, except through the 
medium of the President. 

XII. Except when in Committee of the whole Synod, the 
President shall call to order any Member proceeding to speak more 
than once on the same question, unless it be in explanation : Pro- 
vided that the mover of any question, not being an amendment, 
shall be allowed the liberty of reply, and that the seconder may 
reserve his speech to any period of the debate. 

XIII. The President may take part in the discussions of the 
Synod without leaving the chair. 

XIV. No member shall bring any subject under the con- 
sideration of the Synod, except in pursuance of a notice given in 
writing, and read at a meeting of the Synod on some previous 
day. 
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XV. No subject which shall have been under the considera- 
tion of the Synod and disposed of, shall be again brought forward 
during the same session ; nor shall notice of motion on any such 
subject be admissable. 

XVI. A question may be superseded : — 

(a) By adjournment of the Synod, either on the motion of 

a Member, " That the Synod do now adjourn," or on 
notice being taken, and it appearing that a quorum be 
not present 

(b) By a motion, "That the Synod pass to the next order of 

the day." 

(c) By amendment. 

XVII. A motion to adjourn the Synod shall always be in 
order, and, if seconded, shall be put from the chair ; but no dis- | 
cussion shall take place thereon, except in cases where the adjourn- 
ment shall be for a longer period than the next sitting day. 

XVIII. No notice shall be taken of any motion, or amend- 
ment unless it be seconded. 

XI^. No amendment (not being of a verbal nature) shall be 
put froih the chair until a copy thereof shall have been handed to 
the President 

XX. When an amendment is under the consideration of the 
Synod, it shall be in order for any member to read a second or 
other amendment to the Synod, but such an amendment shall not 
be debated unless the first amendment has been put and nega- 
tived. 

XXI. No amendment on an amendment shall be in order 
unless when an amendment shall have become the substantive 
motion. 

XXII. If an amendment entirely superseding the original 
motion be moved, it shall be moved, and the question put as 
follows : — * It has been moved that the words after the word 
" that " be omitted, with a view to the insertion of other words in 
lieu thereof. The question is, " That the words proposed to be 
left out stand part of the question." ' If such words be retained, 
no further amendment, save of a verbal nature, or in the way of 
addition shall be put If such words be expunged, the amendment 
shall be read by the mover, and the question shall be, * That the 
words proposed to be inserted be so inserted.' If this question be 
negatived, other words may be moved till the Synod agree. The 
amended motion shall finally be submitted in its entirety to the 
vote of the Synod 
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XXIII. Any motion or amendment containing mbre than one 
question, shall be divided on the request of any member of the 
Synod, and in such case of a motion having been broken up into 
two, or more questions, the President shall afterwards put the 
motion as a whole. 

XXIV. Notices of motion for the appointment of Select 
Committees shall contain the names of the members proposed to 
serve on such Committees. But the -mover in every case shall be 
a member of the Committee. 

XXV. No Select Committee shall consist of more than 
seven or less than three members. Three members to form a 
quorum. 

XXVI. The motion that a Committee be appointed, and the 
motion for the appointment of persons to serve on such Committee, 
shall be decided separately. 

XXVII. Every report of a Committee requiring action shall 
be accompanied by a resolution or resolutions for the consideration 
of the Synod. 

XXVIII. No Bill shall be brought into the Synod except by 
leave or order of the Synod. But when such leave or order shall 
have been given, the Bill may be read a first time forthwith, on 
motion, without notice. And after the first reading of a Bill, a 
motion may be made without notice, that the second reading shall 
take place on some future day to be named in such motion ; and 
that it be considered in Committee. 

XXIX. No Bill shall be passed by the Synod until it shall 
have been read a first time ; secondly, read a second time, and 
considered in detail in Committee of the whole Synod; and 
thirdly, have been adopted as reported to the Synod by such 
Committee. No alteration shall be made in any Bill except by 
a Committee of the whole Synod ; but it may be re-committed for 
such purpose after it shall have already been reported to the 
Synod. 

XXX. No measure shall be passed into a Statute on the 
same day that it has passed through Committee of the whole 
Synod. 

XXXI. Every question proposed to be asked of the President, 
or of any Member of the Synod, shall be put and answered in 
writing. And the question and the answer shall be read without 
explanation or comment on either side; but they shall not be 
printed with the minutes except l?y order of the Synod, which may 
be made on motion without notice. 
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XXXII. It shall be incumbent on every Member presenting 
a petition to acquaint himself with the contents thereof; and to 
ascertain that it does not contain language disrespectful to the 
Synod. Every member presenting a petition shall affix his name 
at the beginning thereof. 

XXXIII. Every petition must contain the prayer of the peti- 
tioner or petitioners at the end thereof, and must be signed by 
him or them. 

XXXIV. No letters, affidavits, or other documents shall be 
attached to or accompany any petition. No petition shall make 
reference to any debate in the Synod. 

XXXV. Every member presenting a petition shall confine 
himself to a statement of the parties from whom it comes, of the 
number of signatures attached to it, and of the material allegations 
contained in it, to the reading of the prayer thereof — and to the 
expression of his assent to, or his dissent from, the all^ations or 
prayer thereof. 

XXXVI. The only question which shall be entertained by the 
Synod on the presentation of any petition shall be on motion 
without notice " that the petition be received." If this motion be 
carried, a motion " that the petition be now read " may be put 
without notice. 

XXXVII. No petition shall be printed but on motion made 
to that effect with notice. 

XXXVIII. In order to give publicity to the proceedings of the 
Synod, the Secretaries shall be authorised to permit copies to be 
taken of all documents which may be laid before the Synod, and 
of all resolutions and other proceedings which may be recorded on 
the minutes. 

XXXIX. Any of the following Standing Orders, Nos. 7, 12, 
14, 15, 24, 28, and 30, may be suspended on motion without 
notice, with the consent of all the members present at a duly con- 
stituted meeting.

Appointment of Members of the Chapter. 

I. The Dean, four Canons, and two Lay Members of the 
Cathedral Chapter of the Diocese of Waiapu, were nominated and 
appointed to their several offices, in accordance with the Pro- 
visions of the Canons of the General and Diocesan Synods, on 
Thursday, October 3rd, 1889, and on Saturday, October nth, 
1890, an additional Canon, the Rev. Anthony Spurr Webb, M.A., 
was appointed by the Bishop. 

Installation of Members of the Chapter. 

II. At a special service held in the Cathedral Church on the 
evening of Wednesday, October 9th, 1889, the Very Rev. De 
Berdt Hovell was solemnly installed as Dean of Waiapu by the 
Lord Bishop of the Diocese. At the same place and time the 
Rev. John Elliot Fox and the Rev. Harry Woodford St. Hill 
were installed as Canons, and Mr. John Beckett Fielder and Mr. 
John Thornton as I/ay Members of the Cathedral Chapter. The 
declaration required by the Canon {vide Clause III. of Canon IV.) 
was made and subscribed, in the face of the congregation, by each 
member in turn, immediately before installation. The Letters of 
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Appointment were at the same time delivered to the newly 
admitted members of the Chapter by the Bishop. A copy of the 
form of service used on the above occasion is appended to this 
Report as Schedule A. 

Ordinary Meetings of the Chapter. 

III. During the past year five Ordinary Meetings of the 
Chapter have been held. 

By-Lafvs. 

IV. At a meeting of the Chapter held on Thursday, October 
loth, 1889, a sub-committee, {vicU By-Law No. 10.) consisting of 
the Dean and the Archdeacon of Waiapu, was appointed "to 
draw up by-laws for the guidance of the Chapter." The report of 
this committee was submitted in due course and carefully con- 
sidered. A code of by-laws was finally adopted by the Chapter 
on October nth, 1890 {vtcU Schedule B.), and will be laid 
upon the table in accordance with the Canon (Canon IV., 
Clause VI.). 

Organisation of Sunday Schools. 

V. At the late Session of the Diocesan Synod of Waiapu 
{vicU P. 59, Report 1889), it was suggested that the Right Rev. 
President should "appoint a select committee to consider the 
subject of Education in our Sunday Schools, as there is much 
diversity of practice and lack of system prevailing." Seeing that 
one of the proposed works of the Cathedral Chapters of thi^ 
Ecclesiastical Province was to be the inspection and examination 
of Sunday Schools {vide " Report of Select Committee on Cathe- 
dral Chapters," General Synod Report 1889, P. 129), the Bishop 
brought the matter under the notice of the Chapter, who decided, 
on October loth, 1889, that the Rev. Canon Fox, M.A., and Mr. 
John Thornton should "act as a sub-committee for the 
organisation of the Sunday Schools of the Diocese." The 
sub-committee met, and have secured statistics from a number 
of the Sunday Schools. It is expected that a systematic course 
of instruction will be initiated, probably at the commencement 
of the coming year. 

Special Cathedral Services. 

VI. A succession of Diocesan Services of an interesting 
character have been held within the walls of our Cathedral Church 
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during the year. One of the most impressive acts of worship 
which the past twelve months has witnessed in this Diocese, was 
celebrated on January 29th, 1890, when the Diocese of Waiapu 
commemorated the Jubilee of the Colony of New Zealand with a 
service of " praise and thanksgiving " to Almighty God for His 
manifold blessings. The Cathedral was thronged with a great 
congregation of "all sorts and conditions of men," including a 
number of the Clergy of the Diocese, members of Parliament, and 
the Mayor and Councillors of the City of Napier. The Dean was 
the preacher. The Special Service for the Installation of Members 
of the Cathedral Chapter took place, as has been already stated, 
on the evening of Wednesday, October 9th, 1889. The Bishop 
of the Diocese preached the sermon. The Festival of the Dedi- 
cation of the Cathedral Church, which is also the occasion of the 
annual gathering of the Cathedral Guild, was held on Friday, 
December 20th, 1889. The offertory, which was devoted to the 
Cathedral Building Fund, amounted to ^£$0. The preacher was 
the Rev. Canon Webb. The Diocesan Harvest Thanksgiving 
Service took place on Wednesday, April 30th, 1890. The 
sermon was delivered by the Rev. John Hobbs, Minister of the 
Church of St. Matthew, Hastings. On Trinity Sunday, June ist, 
1890, an ordination service was held, when the Rev. Oliver Dean 
was admitted to the priesthood by the Lord Bishop of the Diocese. 
The preacher was the Rev. Canon St. Hill. The Festival Service 
for the children of Napier and its suburbs, to be held annually in 
connection with the Session of the Diocesan Synod, took place on 
the afternoon of Sunday, October 12th, 1890. The Rev. Laurence 
Tuke, Incumbent of All Saints' Taradale, preached the sermon. 
From the foregoing it will be seen that it is the earnest desire of 
the Chapter to make the Cathedral Church a heart of life-giving 
influence for the Diocese. It is hoped that arrangements will ere 
long be made for periodical gatherings, in the Cathedral, of Sunday 
School Teachers and Parish Choirs, and with a view to the latter 
object being carried out the Bishop has appointed the Rev. Canon 
Webb, M.A., to the office of Diocesan Precentor. 

Cathedral Mission. 

VII. Bearing in mind that one of the functions of our Cathe- 
dral Chapter is the organisation of parochial missions, it was 
thought advisable to secure the services of a mission preacher who 
visited New Zealand last autumn. The series of evangelistic 
services held in the month of June, by the Rev. George Carlton 
Grubb, M.A., and his assistant missioners, awakened a wide-spread 
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interest Crowded congregations, comprehending members of 
every religious body in Napier, thronged the Cathedral from end 
to end, while many country residents, both clerical and lay, were 
also enabled to be present. No better offering could be made by 
a Christian man, who desired to serve his Master with his substance, 
than the endowment of a canonry, to be held by a mission preacher 
of holy life and undoubted power, and whose services should be 
available for all parts of the Diocese. 

Diocesan Library. 

VIII. With a view to the enlargement and increased useful- 
ness of the existing Diocesan library, it is respectfully suggested 
that the Synod should transfer it to the custody of the Chapter. 
At present no one appears to be responsible for the care of the 
books, but, should the Synod agree to the proposal of the Chapter, 
one of the Canons would be appointed to the office of librarian. 

Secretary. 

IX. Canon St. Hill has been appomted to the office of 
Secretary. 

Conclusion. 

X. The first year of the existence of the Chapter has been 
largely occupied with preliminary work. The results so far may 
not appear to be of much importance. " Quis enim despexit dies 
parvos ? " Years may be occupied in development, nay, they 
must be, and " beginnings are to some men tedious," but we pray 
that by degrees the Cathedral Chapter of Waiapu may grow in 
usefulness and helpfulness, till there is no portion of the Diocese, 
however isolated or remote, which shall remain untouched by its 
influence for good.

III. In the absence of the Bishop, the Dean shall preside. 
In the event of the Bishop and Dean being absent, one of the 
Canons shall be voted to the chair.

IV. No business shall be transacted at any meeting, unless 
five members have signed the attendance book, of whom, if the 
Bishop be present, two, or if he be absent, three at least shall be 
clerical members of the Chapter. 

V. If, at the expiration uf half an hour after the time 
appointed for the meeting of the Chapter, it should appear that 
there is no quorum present, the Chapter shall stand adjourned to 
a day and hour to be fixed by the Bishop, or in his absence by 
the Dean, and to be duly notified to all the members. 

VI. The Chapter shall appoint one of its members to be 
Secretary, who shall keep regular minutes of the proceedings of 
the Chapter, and give due notice of all meetings to each member. 

VII. An attendance book shall be provided by the Secretary, 
in which it shall be the duty of the members of the Chapter to 
sign their names at each meeting. 

VIII. At every meeting after prayers, the minutes of the 
previous meeting shall be read and approved. 

IX. Each member of the Chapter when speaking shall 
address the Chairman for the time being. 

X. The Chapter may appoint sub-committees of its own 
members for the different departments of its work, the Bishop 
being eX'Officio a member of all such sub-committees. 

XI. With a view to the compilation of the report, to be 
presented annually by the Chapter to the Synod, each member 
(excepting the Bishop) shall furnish to the Chapter, at its July 
meeting, a full report, to the 30th June, of the work performed by 
him as a member of the Chapter during the year. 

XIL One month's notice shall be given in writing to the 
Secretary, prior to any proposed amendment of the By-laws, and a 
copy of the suggested amendment, or addition, shall be supplied 
forthwith to each member of the Chapter.

Diocesan Fund. 

Your Committee regret that the income of this Fund for the 
past year was insufficient to meet the amounts due from the 
previous year, and the votes made for the past year, to the extent 
of ;^5o, viz; — Opotiki, ^^25, and Rotorua, ^25. 

It will be observed from the Accounts that j£g$ os. lod. was 
received from collections, and ;£8o 6s. 66. from donations during the 
past year, as against ;£Sg is. od., and ^59 is. od. respectively, 
during a period of 9 months of the previous year. ^£2$ each was 
paid to Rotorua, Opotiki, and East Coast, amounts due for 
previous year, and ^£25 each to Opotiki and Rotorua, being one 
moiety of the grant made to those Districts during the past year ;

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Systematic Support of Church Work.

Trustees.

The Committee are glad to hear that a new and commodious 
Sunday School Building will shortly be opened, free of debt, in S. 
Peter's Parish, Waipawa. 

2. An attempt is being made through the instrumentality of 
the Cathedral Chapter to inaugurate a more systematic method of 
instruction throughout the Diocese, and with this end in view a 
considerable amount of information has been obtained from 
the Sunday Schools. 

3. We commend to the consideration of the Chapter the 
desirability of holding an Annual Confetience of Teachers in 
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Napier, and perhaps at other centres, at which part of the day's 
proceedings should be the giving a Model Lesson by some com- 
petent person. It is not improbable that some concession might 
be made by the railway authorities which would facilitate the 
attendance of teachers at these conferences. 

4. We once again desire to emphasise the importance of 
forming Sunday School Libraries in every district We also 
suggest that a depdt might be established in Napier at which books 
and Sunday School requisites generally might be obtained. 

Children's Services. 

The first Annual Children's Service in connection with the 
session of the Diocesan Synod was held this year in the Cathedral 
for the children of Napier and its immediate neighborhood. We 
gladly notice that the holding of Children's Services appears to l^e 
on the increase in the Diocese. It has been found that Sunday 
Morning Services for children have proved successful in sevend 
centres, conducted in some instances by laymen under the super- 
vision of the clergyman. Your Committee are of opinion that this 
class of service should be encouraged, and the work attempted 
wherever practicable.

REPORT OF THE " WAERENGAAHIKA TRUST 
BOARD" FOR THE YEAR ENDING 30TH JUNE, 
1890. 



It will be seen from the accompanying Balance Sheet, that 
the Board has at length been able to take steps towards the 
fuller carrying out of the objects of the Trust, by the erection of 
the necessary buildings for a School for Native Boys on the portion 
of the property which has been reserved for that purpose. Accom- 
modation has been provided for a resident master and twenty 
boarders, with a large concrete cistern for water, and all other 
requisites. The cost of the building and appurtenances will amount 
ultimately to about ;^i8oo, of which sum jQ^SZA 7s. 3d. has 
already been paid. 

The building was to have been finished by the end of 
February, but owing to various hindrances, it could not be taken 
over till the 2nd of June, so that, instead of operations being 
begun in March, as had been anticipated, it can only now be said 
that a beginning has been made. Seven boys arrived on June 28, 
to be followed by more in the course of a few days. 
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The Board is thankful to be able to report that the Rev. E. 
Jennings has accepted the post of master, and is now in charge. 
Mr. Jennings has been acting for the last few years as tutor to the 
Maori Theological College at Gisbome, having previously had 
charge of Native Schools at Otaki and elsewhere. It may be con- 
fidently anticipated that the School will be successfully carried on 
under his management.

FIRST SESSION OF THE TWELFTH SYNOD OF THE 
DIOCESE OF WAIAPU, NEW ZEALAND. 




Napier, Monday, 28th September, 1891. 

JHE SYNOD assembled in the Cathedral Church of S. 
John the Evangelist at 11 a.m., when the Holy Com- 
munion was administered by the Right Rev. the Bishop, 
assisted by the Very Rev. the Dean, the Ven. the Arch- 
deacon of Waiapu, and the Ven. the Archdeacon of Hawke's 
Bay. 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the Synod met in S. John's 
Schoolroom. 

The President called over the roll of Members. (Members 
present : See Table of Attendance.) 

The Synod was then declared duly constituted, and the pro- 
ceedings were opened with prayer. 

The President then delivered the following 

Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity, — 

Again I have the pleasure of welcoming a newly elected 
Synod. The recurrence of the triennial period of the general 
election of lay representatives in our Diocesan Synod suggests 
reflections at once humbling and encouraging. Humbling — in the 
recollection of purposes unachieved, work neglected, opportunities 
missed ; encouraging — in the many tokens of God's long-suffering 
goodness being extended to us, all unworthy though we be ; in 
the continued interest which He awakens in the hearts of our 
faithful laity for the building up of His Church ; and in manifest 
proofs still vouchsafed that the Gospel of Christ is the power of 
God unto salvation to every one that believeth. Therefore, without 
abating one jot of heart or hope in the sacred cause which brings 
us together here to-day, we desire, dear brethren, to stand 
shoulder to shoulder, and continually to fill up the ranks as we

march onwards, part of the one great army — the Church of Christ 
militant here on earth. At the election of three years ago I was 
absent from the Diocese, being in attendance at the Lambeth 
Conference of 1888, which held its sittings in that same month of 
July The numerous bishops of various provincial churches which 
then met their episcopal brethren of the Church of England in 
fraternal conference, represented Churches in all of which (with 
more or less completeness) a synodical organisation exists, compris- 
ing the three orders of bishop, clergy, and laity. When one re- 
collected that this wonderful extension of the Anglican Episcopate, 
and the Churches of which these bishops were the messengers and 
representatives, has for the most part taken place within the last 
fifty years, there was something very inspiriting in joining in such a 
conclave. At the same time it seemed to deepen one's sense of 
the importance of even the minutest part of the organisation of 
which that assemblage was the outcome, and so to send us back 
to our widely scattered and, in many cases, remote dioceses with 
a quickened feeling of responsibility — to maintain through God's 
help our individual part of the great whole in full efficiency, and to 
carry out to its fullest extent that healthful co-operation of clergy 
and laity which has already achieved such remarkable results. 
Pardon me, my brethren, if I seem to introduce considerations 
extraneous to the present occasion. I do not so regard them. 
On the contrary, I hold that it is of vital importance that we cjon- 
tinually place before ourselves as a Synod of the Church of Christ 
a high ideal ; that we do not yield to the too ready suggestions of 
indolence or faint heartedness, and " despise the day of small 
things," but rather bear in mind the Master's word, " He that is 
faithful in that which is least, is faithful also in much ; and he that 
is unjust in the least is unjust also in much/' Again, then, in the 
name of our common Lord and Master, I heartily bid you welcome 
to this council of a portion of His Church, and pray that we may 
in all our deliberations be enlightened and guided by His Spirit as 
He hath promised. Then shall we have good success, and our 
labors not be in vain in the Lord. 

STAFF OF CLERGY. 

In looking back over the past year and the changes that it has 
brought, there is a name we miss from our Synod roll to-day which 
calls for a tribute of marked recognition. The Reverend John 
Townsend was one whose faithful services as a pastor during a 
long series of years endeared him to many in this town and neigh- 
borhood. He had borne the burden and heat of the day at a time 
when the duties of a clergyman in a newly-settled district were

laborious and difficult. And when in failing health he returned 
after a considerable interval of years to reside in the Diocese, he 
was always ready, to the measure of his strength, and often beyond 
his strength, to assist his clerical brethren in the work to which his 
life had been devoted. He has finished his course of quiet and 
unobtrusive devotion to duty, and we think of him with gratitude 
as now included in that ever-increasing company whom we call to 
mind in our eucharistic service as we say, " We also bless Thy 
holy name for all Thy servants departed this life in Thy faith and 
fear, beseeching Thee to give us grace so to follow their good 
examples that with them we may be partakers of Thy heavenly 
kingdom." I regret to say that one of the clergy who was present 
at last Synod, the Rev. Frederick H. Spencer, was compelled to 
seek the restoration of his health by a visit to England, and that 
he is still absent from the Diocese. His place at Rotorua has 
been ably supplied, as regards the English portion of the popula- 
tion, by the Rev. T. J. Wills. One name has been added to the 
list of clergy, by the admission to deacon's orders on March ist of 
Karaitiana Ratapu, a student from the Maori Theological College 
at Gisborne. The ordination took place in the recently erected 
church at Manutukea, Poverty Bay, described in my Address to 
the Synod last year. Three Maori deacons — Matenga Waaka, 
Eruera Kawhia, and Hone Waitoa — were on the same occasion 
admitted to the priesthood. The last-named is the son of the first 
Maori clergyman ordained by Bishop Selwyn — Rota Waitoa. 

MATERIAL PROGRESS. 

Early in the year, on March 15, a Maori church was solemnly 
dedicated, in the presence of a large concourse of natives from 
various settlements on the East Coast, at Horowera, to the north 
of the East Cape, near Kawakawa. Over ;^ioo was collected on 
the occasion to pay off the small debt on the building and aid in 
the erection of a parsonage for the native clergyman. Hone 
Waitoa. A dedicatory service was also held by me on the loth 
ult, on the re-opening, after extensive enlargement, of the Church 
of the Epiphany, Ormondville. The alterations, amounting almost 
to a re-construction of the original building, have been carried out 
by the energy and enterprise of Canon Webb, who has succeeded 
in providing his district with a central church of commodious 
dimensions and tasteful design, and better still, who has the satis- 
faction of ministering in it to a congregation comprising members 
of the various nationalities which make up our bush population, 
thus affording a practical illustration of the broad catholicity of the 
Church of England. Not only on the day of dedication, but at 
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the special services held throughout the week, the interest was 
sustained, as evidenced by large and attentive congregations. The 
pastor had enlisted the co-operation of several of his clerical 
brethren, and especially of the Rev. John Hobbs, of Hastings, 
who kindly undertook a series of addresses. I take this opportu- 
nity of thanking these brethren for their helpful sympathy, and of 
testifying to the importance which I attach to such united and sus- 
tained efforts for the presentation of Christian truth, especially on 
occasions when the opening of a new building helps to attract un- 
usually large audiences. Canon Webb's thoughtful arrangement 
is well worthy of imitation. The Rev. J. C. Eccles, of Waipawa, 
has to be congratulated on the completion of a handsome and 
spacious school-house for Sunday-school and other parochial pur- 
poses. The building is admirably planned and constructed, 
standing on a convenient site adjoining the parish church, with a 
direct access from the public road. It is a great boon both to 
scholars and teachers, as the school had long since outgrown the 
old building in which it had with much inconvenience to be carried 
on. That venerable structure still stands, an interesting relic of 
the early days of the township, when it served for both church and 
school, and the incumbent may point with reasonable satisfaction 
to the contrast between it and the church and school-house of the 
present as an evidence of substantial progress. I only regret that 
his parishioners have not long since added a parsonage to complete 
the group of church buildings with which every parish ought to be 
furnished. In the same parish an active canvass has lately been 
made by Mr. Eccles for subscriptions to erect a church at Kaikora 
with such success that the building will soon be commenced. In 
carrying out these various works the incumbent's practical experi- 
ence and aptitude have been materially aided by the well-known 
liberality of the Archdeacon of Hawke's Bay, to whom the whole 
Diocese, from north to south, is so largely indebted for assistance 
in similar undertakings. At Opotiki a hearty and successful effort 
has been made towards raising funds for the extensive repairs of 
the church, such as are urgently necessary for its preservation. 
The building is an historical one. It was erected in the first in- 
stance by Ihe missionaries of the Church Missionary Society for 
the use of the Maori congregation, long before the present town- 
ship existed. It was in this church — then called Hiona^ /.^., Sion 
— that the devoted missionary Voelkner ministered. It was on a 
neighboring willow tree that on the 2nd of March, 1865, he was 
hanged by the Hauhau fanatics, for whom he had prayed, like 
Stephen of old, that this sin might not be laid to their charge ; it 
is close by the chancel wall that he was buried. On the subsequent 
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occupation of Opotiki by a military force the church was used for 
eight years as a barracks and commisariat store. At length it vas 
restored to its proper use, and on November 21st, 1875, ^^ was 
consecrated by the Bishop of Waiapu and appropriately dedicated 
to Saint Stephen the Martyr. In Bishop Selwyn's address to the 
General Synod in 1865, soon after the sad tragedy at Opotiki, I 
find the following interesting reference and quotations : — " It was 
a murder of fanaticism. . . . Join with me in recognising the 
finger of God, working with hidden wisdom, yet evidently in love. 
* The fierceness of man shall turn to His praise.' God has granted 
to our native Church an evidence like those in the days of old. 
Our first martyr died at peace with his enemies, and with prayer 
for his murderers. This is the will of God, and let us meet it as 
men who know that the body may be killed, but the soul lives for 
ever. Sure am I, that this shall be no hindrance to the faith. 
The blood of martyrs makes the good seed grow. Have we not 
read how, after Stephen's death, the gospel spread more widely ? 
Let us wait." I am sure that the Synod will agree with me that a 
building with such interesting associations ought by all means to 
be preserved, and I shall be glad if by this mention of the effort 
now being made for its repair any contributions may be elicited 
towards so desirable an object. The hearty co-operation of the 
local community is in a large measure due to the zealous labors of 
Mr. J. D. Russell, who is at present serving amongst them as lay 
reader. His many friends in Napier, and at Meeanee and Tara- 
dale, where he also did good service, will be interested to hear of 
his successful efforts at Opotiki, and may be glad to show their 
sympathy with his present work. At Woodville, in the other 
extremity of the Diocese, a movement is being made to obtain a 
resident clergyman. Encouraged by the generous offer of a site 
and a subscription towards the building from Archdeacon Samuel 
Williams, the resident churchmen are taking steps to raise the ne- 
cessary funds to erect a parsonage, and have guaranteed a certain 
sum which, when augmented by a grant from the Nairn fund, will 
provide a stipend. I would here mention with cordial recognition 
that during the past year the services have been maintained by Mr. 
R. B. Clark, acting at my request as lay reader, with periodical 
visits from Canon Webb and the Rev. E. Robertshawe. Nor 
should I omit to mention that previous to Mr. Clark's arrival, and 
on various occasions subsequently, the Rev. W. Colenso, F.R.S., 
has kindly helped me to supply the ministrations of the Church at 
Woodville, as also more recently, during the Rev. J. Parkinson's 
absence on sick leave, at St. Augustine's, as well as at Meeanee and 
Taradale, where the exigencies of a widely-extended parish make 
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demands on the time and strength of the laborious pastor, which, 
without such generous help, he would find it difficult to meet. In 
these as well as other cases, which it would be tedious to enumer- 
ate, I have to express my grateful thanks to my venerable friend 
Mr. Colenso for the " ready mind'' with which he has given his 
gratuitous and efficient services, shrinking from no fatigue or expo- 
sure even in the most inclement weather, when he could help a 
brother clergyman and minister to the flock. 

FINANCIAL SUPPORT. 

The financial position of the Church is a subject that may 
most appropriately engage the attention of the Synod. It is one 
obvious index of the spiritual vitality of any Church, " Show me 
thy faith by thy works " is an apostolic dictum which common sense 
and universal experience confirm. Where men make pecuniary 
sacrifices they are in earnest at least, and really interested in the 
cause they support Whether as a Church we have yet reached 
that high level of giving to the Treasury of God which would 
entitle our offerings to be considered a " sacrifice," is sadly open 
to question. Would there not be a satire in the very word if 
applied to many of the contributions made to Church purposes ? 
Still, God forbid that we should doubt that in many cases the 
offering has involved an act of willing self-denial which to God is 
well-pleasing, and that, as in one memorable instance, the offering, 
most inconsiderable in itself, has in the eyes of the Righteous 
Judge exceeded all the others. But while not forgetting this 
deeper view of almsgiving, it may yet be permissible in the case of 
any community fairly well-to-do in their worldly circumstances to 
take the aggregate of their contributions to their Church as a rough 
gauge of their interest in it No doubt the aggregate amount will 
fluctuate with the changes in the general financial position of the 
country. And it would be a rash inference in a season of general 
depression to conclude that a falling-off in Church income was the 
result of a languishing interest in the ordinances of religion \ or on 
the other hand that the larger revenue which may happily follow on 
a revival of trade is a proof of the revival of religion. The review 
of the past year will, I believe, show some general improvement in 
the parochial finance. The statistical returns which will be laid on 
the table will furnish the details, but the reports of parish meetings 
which have already appeared in print are decidedly encouraging. 
They exhibit in many cases a balance on the right side in the 
current income and expenditure, and the debt on church buildings 
has been materially reduced. One thousand pounds has been 
paidoff thedebt on the Cathedral parish in Napier, this result having 
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been mainly achieved by some liberal donations towards this special 
object There has also, I am glad to say, been an increase in the 
income of the Diocesan Fund, though I am more than ever con- 
vinced that the fund will only be put on a satisfactory footing by 
the establishment in every parish and parochial district of an 
efficient organisation for the systematic collection of stated 
subscriptions. The aggregate of many contributions diligently and 
punctually collected is the backbone of Church finance. The 
report of the Cathedral Chapter will show what has been attempted 
in the direction of popularising the Diocesan Fund. It is a de- 
partment of Diocesan wotk in which the Chapter may well assist 
in developing parochial effort. It has been objected, indeed, that 
the scheme proposed for the developing the systematic support of 
the Church is an interference with the recognised duty of the 
parish vestry "to assist the churchwardens in the collection of 
contributions for general or special purposes." But this objection 
is founded on an entire misapprehension. The sole object of the 
scheme formulated by the Standing Committee is, not to supersede, 
but to stimulate and direct, this function of the vestry. In the 
constitution proposed for parochial associations for promoting the 
systematic support of Church work the responsibility of the vestry 
in the matter is fully recognised. The chairman of the vestry is 
ex officio the president of the association, and its treasurer is the 
churchwarden elected by the people. It is provided that the 
amount collected towards the stipend of the clergyman is to be 
paid over quarterly to the churchwardens, and the contributions 
received for the Diocesan Fund are to be transmitted half-yearly 
to the Diocesan Treasurer, as a contribution from the parish. 
The parochial association, in short, is intended and carefully 
planned to work as an auxiliary to the vestry. This was the scope 
of the resolution of the General Synod of 1889, to which our 
Standing Committee desired in its scheme to give effect, viz., 
" that it is desirable that some special organisation should be es- 
tablished in each parish or district for securing the systematic 
support of the Church by every member." I feel bound by 
loysdty to the General Synod of our Church to use every effort to 
carry out that resolution. Of its intrinsic wisdom and necessity I 
am, moreover, fully convinced; and I therefore entertain a confident 
hope that when it is fairly considered and better understood, the 
scheme proposed will meet with hearty and general support I 
cannot conclude this review of the past year, imperfect as it is, 
without noticing one very important step in advance in the matter 
of Church finance that has been made in a neighboring parish. I 
refer to St. Matthew's, Hastings, which is strictly speaking still a 
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sub-district of the parish of Havelock. The curate in charge, 
with the concurrence of the Church officers and parishioners, has 
discontinued the system of pew rents and appropriations of sit- 
tings, so that the church is free and open to all, and its maintenance 
is made dependent on the freewill offerings of the people. Some 
may regard this as a hazardous and doubtful experiment, and the 
plea of old established custom and usage may be urged against it. 
But that the change is simply a return to an earlier usage of the 
Church of Christ can scarcely be questioned. And if along with 
the outward change there be a return to the spiritual fervor and 
brotherly feeling that draw " them that believed" with one accord 
to assemble themselves together in their Father's house, there need 
be no fear of means failing for carrying out of the Master's will. 
My brethren, our practice may often halt, we may fail, miserably 
&i], in our performance, but let us not complacently lower our 
standard and ideal. Let not the maxims of the world corrupt the 
simplicity of Christ I cannot but regard the step I have spoken 
of as an important one — of much importance to the particular 
district in which it has been taken, after careful and prayerful con- 
sideration as I have reason to believe, and of importance to the 
whole Diocese. If we hesitate as yet to follow it in other churches 
let us at least watch the new departure with sympathy and interest, 
not as those who watch for failure, but with the more geneious 
hope that a venture of faith may be justified by the result, and be 
an encouragement to others to adopt the same course. My 
brethren, I have in these remarks dealt chiefly with matters of 
external growth and organisation which I considered deserving of 
some notice in a review of the past year's work. In selecting 
these as the subject of my Address to the Synod to-day I trust to 
the knowledge my reverend brethren of the clergy have of my 
heartfelt interest in their spiritual work to protect me from any 
suspicion of overlooking its supreme importance. The more I 
have to do with the regulation or supervision of outward organisa- 
tion, the deeper is my conviction of its absolute dependence on 
the inward vitality, so far as concerns any real success in the 
building up of Christ's Church, So I value beyond all my power 
of expression the quiet dail)' round of ministerial duty — ^the watching 
for souls as they watch who have to give account — the unobtrusive 
but effective labor of those who seek to make the Apostolic rule 
their own — " We will give ourselves continually to prayer and to 
the ministry of the Word." I spoke at the outset of the co-opera- 
tion of the clergy and laity. Let me in these concluding words 
remind my brethren of the laity that in the model which the Acts 
of the Apostles eidiibit the management of temporalities was one 
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of the earliest functions in which the assistance of the laity was 
sought. And it is still, I believe, in such services rendered by 
willing hearts, and with practical knowledge of affairs, that the 
laity may as a rule most effectually promote the great work of the 
spiritual edification of the Church. May we all, in our several 
offices and administrations work together with an ever deepening 
feeling that we are workers together with God, to the glory of His 
name and the advancement of the Redeemer's kingdom. 

Vote of thanks to the President.

Installation of Members of the Chapter. 

I. At a special Service held in the Cathedral Church on the 
evening of Tuesday, October T4th, 1890, the Ven. William 
Leonard Williams, B.A., of Hertford College, Oxford, Arch- 
deacon of Waiapu, the Ven. Samuel Williams, of St. John's 
College, Auckland, Archdeacon of Hawke's Bay, and* the Rev.. 
Anthony Spurr Webb, M.A., of St. John's College, Cambridge, 
were solemnly installed as Canons of Waiapu by the Bishop of 
the Diocese. The declaration required by law {vide Clause III. 
of Canon IV.) was made and subscribed, in the face of the 
congregation, by each Canon in turn, immediately before instal- 
lation. The Letters of Appointment were at the santie time 
delivered to the newly admitted members of the Chapter by the 
Bishop. The service was similar to that used on the occasion of 
the installation of the Dean and certain other Members of the 
Capitular Body on Wednesday, October 9th, 1889.

In the last Annual Report the following statement 
appeared : — " It is expected that a systematic course of instruc- 
tion will be initiated (in the Sunday Schools of the Diocese) 
probably at the c/ommencement of the coming year." As a 
matter of fact the first Syllabus was issued just before the com- 
mencement of the late Advent season. Certain representations 
having been made to the Chapter, it has been decided that the 
succeeding Syllabi shall be of a simpler character. 

Conference of Sunday School Teachers. 

IV. The following recommendation is to be found in the 
Report of the Select Committee on Religious Education, ap- 
pointed during the last session of the Synod of this Diocese : — 
" We commend to the consideration of the Chapter the desira- 
bility of holding an Annual Conference of Sunday School Teachers 
in Napier, and perhaps at other centres, at which part of the day^s 
proceedings should be the giving a Model Lesson by some com- 
petent person." The Synod itself, on Friday, October 17th, 1890, 
resolved : — " That it be a recommendation to the Cathedral Chapter 
that they should endeavor to carry out the suggestion of the 
Select Committee on Religious Education with regard to periodical 
Conferences of Sunday School Teachers.*' At a meeting of the 
Chapter held on Saturday, October 26th, 1890, a sub-committee 
consisting of the Dean, Canon St. Hill, and Mr. J. Thornton, was 
appointed to give effect to the above recommendation. The first 
gathering of teachers was held in Napier on Saturday, June 6th, 
1891, and was decidedly successful, teachers from a considerable 
number of the town and country schools being present. The 
Model Lesson was given by Mr J. Thornton, head master of Te 
Aute College. The teachers and visiting clergy were the guests 
of the Chapter at luncheon. The next Conference will, it is 
believed, be still better attended, judging from the cordial expres- 
sions of satisfaction which have reached the Chapter from a 
number of the teachers who were present at the last. 

Special Cathedral Services and Preachers. 

V. A succession of Diocesan Services of an interesting 
character have been held within the walls of our Cathedral 
Church during the year. The Inaugural Services in connection 
with the Annual Session of the Diocesan Synod took place on 
Tuesday, October 14th, 1890. The Rev. John Hobbs, of St. 
Matthew's, Hastings, preached in the evening. During the Ses- 
sion of the Synod a special address was delivered each day at the 
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morning service by the Bishop of the Diocese. The FestiTal of 
the Dedication of the Cathedral Church, which is also the occa- 
sion of the Annual Gathering of the Cathedral Guild, was cele- j 
brated on Thursday, December 28th, 1890. The Rev. James 
Dolman Knipe, M.A., of St Mary's, Waipukurau, preached the 
sermon. The Diocesan Harvest Thanksgiving Service took place 
on Thursday, April i6th, 1891. The Rev. John Hobbs, of St ' 
Matthew's, Hastings, was the preacher. Special services have , 
also been held for the Artillery, Naval Brigade, and Rifle Volun- 
teers of the Napier Garrisoa The Festival Service for the chil- 
dren of Napier and its suburbs, held in connection with each 
Annual Session of the Diocesan Synod, took place on the after- 
noon of Sunday, September 27th, 1891. The Rev. Allen Gzi- 
diner, of Holy Trinity, Gisborne, delivered the address. 

The Special Preachers appointed by the Bishop during the 
past year, in accordance with the Cathedral Regulations {inde 
Dio. Syn. Report 1890, p. 28), have been the Ven. W. L. Wil- 
liams, B.A., Archdeacon of Waiapu ; the Rev. Canon St Hill ; the | 
Rev. Canon Webb, M. A. ; the Rev. Charles Jordan, B. A., of Holy 
Trinity, Tauranga ; the Rev. JF. E. Telling Simcox, B. A, of St 
Michael's, Porangahau ; the Rev. J. C. Eccles, of St Peter's, 
Waipawa; the Rev. Edward Robertshawe, of St. John's, Dane- 
virke ; the Rev. T. J. Wills, of St Faith's, Rotorua ; the Rev. 
Oliver Dean, of St. Andrew's, Napier ; and the Rev. A. F. Gar- 
diner, of Holy Trinity, Gisborne. The Most Rev. the Primate 
of New Zealand preached in the Cathedral on the morning of 
Sunday, February 15th, 1891. Other preachers during the year 
have been the Right Rev. the Bishop of the Diocese, the Very 
Rev. the Dean, the Ven. the Archdeacon of Hawke's Bay, the 
Ven. E. B. Clarke, B.D., Archdeacon of Waimate; the Rev, W. 
Colenso, F.R.S., F.L.S. ; the Rev. C. Laurence Tuke, of All 
Saints', Taradale ; the Rev. Joshua Parkinson, of St Augustine's, 
Napier; and the Rev. William Ronaldson, of Christchurch. 

Foreign Missions of the Church. 

VI. The Chapter are glad to report some slight increase in 
the contributions sent from this diocese for the support of Foreign 
Missions. During the past year the following sums have been 
remitted to the undermentioned Societies: — ;;^i6 6s. yd. to the 
Treasurer of the Church Missionary Society, by the Bishop : ^25 
6s. yd. to the Treasurer of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel, by the Dean; ;^732 9s. 3d. to the Treasurer of the 1 
Melanesian Mission, by Archdeacon Samuel Williams. . 
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Diocesan Library. 

VII. In the Report of the Cathedral Chapter, presented at 
the last Annual Session of the Synod, the following appeared : — 
" With a view to the enlargement and increased usefulness of the 
existing Diocesan Library, it is respectfully suggested that the 
Synod should transfer it to the custody of the Chapter. At 
present no one appears to be responsible for the care of the 
books, but should the Synod agree to the proposal of the Chapter, 
one of the Canons would be appointed to the office of Librarian." 
(Vide Dio. Syn. Report 1890, p. 40.) During the Session of the 
Synod the following resolution, moved by Archdeacon W. L. 
Williams, was carried unanimously : — " That this Synod requests 
the Cathedral Chapter to take over the custody and management 
of the Diocesan Library, and authorises that body to draw up all 
necessary regulations in connection therewith, such regulations to 
be submitted for approval at the next Annual Session of the 
Synod." (Vide Dio. Syn. Report 1890, p. 15.) At a meeting of 
the Chapter held on Saturday, May 23rd, 1891, the Rev. Canon 
Webb, M.A., was appointed to the office of Librarian He has 
prepared a Catalogue, copies of which will be distributed to the 
members of the Synod. Steps are also being taken with a view to 
obtaining a number of additional works for the library. 

Cathedral Mission. 

VIII. Arrangements have been made for holding a Mission 
in the Cathedral early in the coming year, upon similar lines to 
the one which took place in June, 1890. The Rev. George 
Carlton Grubb, M.A., is to be the Mission preacher. 

Systematic Support of Church Work. 

IX. In connection with the attempt which is being made to 
bring about a more '* systematic support of Church work^' 
throughout the Diocese, it may be as well to remind the Synod 
of the several steps which have been taken up to the present 
time. 

(i.) The " Diocesan Fund " for extending the ministrations 
of religion to the poorer and outlying portions of the Diocese 
came into existence many years ago ; but it has failed to elicit the 
general support of the Church. 

(2.) At the General Synod held in February, 1889, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted : — 

a, " That it is desirable that some special organisation should 
be established in each parish or district for securing 
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the systematic support of the Church by every 
member." 

b. " That it is desirable that a short account of the position 

of the Church in each Diocese, its financial require- 
ments and mode of operation, should be prepared for 
distribution among the Church people thereof." 

c. " That the Bishops be respectfully requested to bring these 

resolutions before their Diocesan Synods, and to use 
such other means as to them may seem advisable for 
impressing upon the minds of their people the duty 
and privilege of systematic contribution towards the 
maintenance of Church work." 

(3.) The Bishop of this Diocese accordingly brought the 
matter prominently and forcibly under the notice of the Diocesan 
Synod at its session in September, 1889. 

(4.) In the course of the same session of the Synod the 
Dean moved : — " That the Standing Committee be requested, at 
their earliest convenience, to take into earnest consideration the 
subject matter of that portion of the opening address of the Right 
Rev. the President to the Synod, in which he made reference to 
the * systematic support of Church work,' with a view to elaborat- 
ing some scheme by means of which his Lordship's proposals may 
be made effectual." This resolution was adopted by the Synod. 

(5.) The Standing Committee, in accordance with the above- 
mentioned instruction, formulated a scheme, combining assistance 
to the Diocesan Fund and local requirements, which was laid by 
the Bishop before the Church people of the Diocese ; but the 
matter was not taken up as it should have been. 

(6.) At the Session of the Diocesan Synod held last year, 
upon the motion of the Rev. C. Jordan, B.A., it was resolved : — 
" That the scheme formulated by the Standing Committee and 
submitted to the various parishes in the Lord Bishop's pastoral 
letter of last year, be again brought before the vestries, and by 
them urged upon the parishioners for immediate action, and that 
the result be reported to the Standing Committee as soon as 
possible." 

(7.) This having been done without satisfactory response, the 
Standing Committee felt unable to take any further action in the 
matter. The Bishop, however, brought the whole question under 
the notice of the Chapter, and appointed the Rev. Canon St. Hill 
Organising Secretary of Parochial Associations for the systematic 
support of Church work. Since his appointment Canon St. Hill 
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has been in communication with a number of the clergy, and is 
prepared to offer his assistance, wherever it is required, for the 
furtherance of the above-named object. 

i Treasurer. 

X. Mr. J. B. Fielder has been appointed Treasurer of the 
Chapter. The working expenses are defrayed from the fixed 
annual subscriptions of the members of the Chapter. 

Conclusion. 

XL The duties of the members of Cathedral Chapters may 
be said to group themselves into two main divisions. Chapters 
exist, in the first place, auxiliari episcopo ; and, secondly, in this 
portion of the Church at any rate, for the furtherance of Church 
work throughout the Diocese. 

In the former connection it may be as well to recall to mind 
an utterance of the present Archbishop of York, Dr. Maclagan, 
who, when Bishop of Lichfield, addressed his Cathedral Chapter 
as follows : — "The members of the Chapter are fratres episcopi ; 
and in that brotherhood it is his privilege to seek their counsel 
amidst the difficulties and anxieties of his episcopal work, as it is 
their duty auxiliari episcopo^ to render to him their help, and to 
uphold him with their prayers." We take these words of the 
present Primate of England and thankfully place them beside those 
of our own Diocesan, who, in his last address to the Synod, said : — 
" I cannot forego this opportunity of gratefully acknowledging the 
valuable assistance I have received from the members of the 

Chapter I have already felt the advantage of 

having in this council of advice the sympathy and ready co- 
operation of those who by their experience and devotion are so 
well fitted to strengthen their Bishop's hands in the extension and 
consolidation of the Church," 

But if Chapters are formed, primarily, auxiliari episcopo (and, 
for this one reason, have existed, again and again, in the history 
of the Church, without buildings, without endowments, without 
common worship, or any of those other accidents, which are vul- 
garly but erroneously 45upposed to lie at the very root of the capi- 
tular idea), they also exist in this Provincial Church, as we have 
already said, for the furtherance of Church work throughout the 
Diocese. 

All the best modern authorities cry aloud for this development 
of capitular action. " The Cathedral Chapters ought to become 
Diocesan Chapters," says Dean Howson. " Strong aod respon- 
sible Chapters must be the centres of force in each diocese," says 
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Archbishop Benson. The Committee appointed by our own 
General Synod for the purpose of drafting a Canon on Cathedral 
Chapters said that they were " strongly impressed with the import- 
ance of the function which such a body as a Cathedral Chapter 
might discharge in any diocese in making the work of the Church 
more eflfective throughout the diocese by the performance of what 
may be considered purely diocesan as distinct from parochial 
work." A list of such Diocesan works as might be advantageously 
undertaken by Chapters is appended to the Report of the above- 
named select committee. ( Vide Gen. Syn. Report 1889, p. 129.) 

It is upon the lines there laid down that your Cathedral 
Chapter hope to develope by degrees works of usefulness and 
helpfulness. They plead for the sympathy, the co-operation, and 
kindly consideration of their brethren in the attempt which 
they are making to consolidate, strengthen, and build up the 
fabric of the " Eternal Church of the Living God " in the diocese 
which is dear alike to them and to you.

Meetings. 

During the past year three meetings of the Committee have been 
held. The Eev. C. L. Tuke and the Rev. J. Parkinson attended 
twice, Mr. Tanner and Mr. Pasley attended once, Mr. Cotterill 
did not attend, while the other members attended all the 
meetings. 

Diocesan Fund. 

Your Committee are glad to report that the income of the 
Diocesan Fund during the past year has been sufficient to meet 
the grants voted, amounting to ^^150, and also the ;^so arrears 
from last year. It is hoped that during the current year sufficient 
funds will be available to enable grants to be made to other 
districts where assistance is urgently required. 

Grants from Trust Funds. 

The following grants were voted during the past year from 
the income of the funds at the disposal of the Committee : — 

From the Hawke's Bay Trust Fund. 

To the Curates of Rotorua, Wairoa, Opotiki, Tauranga, 
Gisborne, Havelodc, and to the Diocesan Secretary and Treasurer 
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j£s^ each ; to the Curate of Whakatane and to Nirai Runga j^'so 
each ; to Hoani Peiwaka ;^i5 ; and towards the purchasing of land 
at Tiniroto j£i2. 

From the Diocesan Fund. 

To the Curates of Rotorua, Wairoa, and Opotiki j£^o each. 

Assessments of Parishes and Districts. 

The Parishes and Districts have been assessed to the amount 
of £44 for expenses in connection with the last session of the 
Synod. 

Systematic Support of Church IW'ork. 

The Rev. Canon St. Hill has been appointed Organising 
Secretary for the Diocese. 

The Bishop's Residence. 

The erection of a Bishop's House has been carefully con- 
sidered during the past year. A working committee has been 
appointed, and funds are being collected for the purpose. Napier 
town sections 405 and 406, together; with a small portion of 
suburban section 32, have been chosen as a desirable site, and it is 
recommended that the Synod at its present session should de- 
termine that the above-mentioned land be reserved for that 
purpose. 

Clerical Pension Fund. 

The Pension Board report that the new scheme is in operation 
in the Diocese of Auckland, and that a member of the Board will 
probably be in Napier during the session of the Synod of this 
Diocese, when an opportunity will be given to obtain full informa- 
tion as to the mode of working the new scheme. 

Bishopric Endowment Fund. 

Application having been made to the Committee of the 
Colonial Bishoprics' Fund for a grant in aid of the Endowment 
Fund of the Bishopric of this Diocese, that body has intimated 
that they will grant j£s^^i provided that the balance of ;^Sooo be 
raised within six years. 

Election of Synodsmen. 

No election having taken place at Waipukurau, Captain 
Davidson and Mr. T Morrison were appointed by this Committee 
to fill th? vacancies. 

In some of the electoral districts it is found that no electoral 
roll is kept, hence elections cannot be held. Until something is 
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done to remedy this matter it is recommended that the Synod do 
not fill up these vacancies by the election of representatives for 
the session only.

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2. The Committee strongly recommend the formation of 
Sunday Schools in all districts where they have not been 
established. 

3. Reference was made last year to the expected opening of 
a new Sunday School Building in S. Peter's Parish, Waipawa. The 
Committee are glad to learn that this building has been opened, 
and wish to point out the great utility of such buildings in all 
Parishes for general purposes. 

4. An attempt is being made through the instrumentality of 
the Cathedral Chapter to establish a systematic method of instruc- 
tion throughout the Diocese, which it is hoped will be gradually 
successful. 

5. The Committee have been glad to hear of the successful 
Conference of Teachers held in Napier on Saturday, June 6th, 
1891, and trust that efforts will be made to hold one annually, or 
at all events at not much longer intervals. 

6. From the Returns it appears that 7 Sunday School Libraries 
are in existence. 

Confirmations. 

The number confirmed during the past year was 274.

In conclusion your Committee wish to re-affirm emphatically 
the principles embodied in various Resolutions of the Synod to 
this effect : 

1. That with the view of promoting the religious education of 
the young, it is desirable that in districts where there is a 
considerable population attached to the Church of England, 
Church Day Schools should be established. 

2. That in view of the present National System of Education 
being a secular one, the Clergy of this Diocese are strongly urged 
to maintain Classes for Religious Instruction in the District 
Schools out of school hours, wherever it may be found practicable 
to hold such classes. 

3. That in the opinion of this Committee it is of the utmost 
importance to the spiritual and moral welfare of the children 
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attending the Public Schools of this Colony that the Education 
Act be so altered as to allow of Religious Instraction being given 
within school hours. 

4. That it is desirable that Members of the Synod and 
Churchmen generally use every endeavour to overcome the apathy 
which exists to so lamentable an extent throughout the country on 
the subject of the religious education of the young. 

5. That the Clergy of the Diocese be requested to give special 
attention to the religious education of children, and to urge upon 
the parents of their respective Parishes, both in public addresses 
and in private, the very great importance of giving to their children 
daily instruction in the Scriptures.

Herewith the Committee present to the Synod the thirteenth 
Annual Report, with Statement of Accounts to 30th June, 189 1. 

In accordance with a Resolution passed at the last Synod, an 
application has been made to the Council of the Colonial 
Bishoprics Fund for a grant in aid of the Endowment, and the 
Committee have much pleasure in stating that the Council have 
promised a grant of ;^5oo when jCgsoQ have been raised. The 
grant will, however, lapse if not claimed before 31st December, 
1896. 

It has been found necessary to realise upon one of the 
mortgages, and the property is now vested in the Trustees of the 
Endowment Fund. Pending a sale of the property, an arrange- 
ment has been made for its temporary occupation at a low rent.

REPORT OF THE SESSIONAL COMMITTEE ON 
RETURNS AND ACCOUNTS APPOINTED 28th 
SEPTEMBER, 1891. 



Your Committee have examined all the Returns and Accounts 
which have been laid before the Synod. No Returns have been 
received from the Opotiki Mission District, from the Maketu 
Mission District, nor from Rangitukia, Nukutaurua, and Mohaka 
Districts. 
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With regard to the Returns, your Committee regret to have 
to call attention to the fact that in some cases they have not been 
compiled with the care and attention which have been bestowed 
upon them during the last few years. In four cases the number of 
Communicants is not given, and in two cases there is defective 
information as to the number of Scholars in the Sunday Schools. 

The Parochial Accounts are for the most part fairly kept, but 
under this head your Committee feel it necessary to notice that 
the Accounts shew arrears of Stipend for the curate of Opotiki 
amounting to ;^8i i6s. 3d., and for the Incumbent of Waipukurau 
amounting to £36, It is to be regretted that the Parish officers 
do not in every case exert themselves to have all such arrears 
cleared off before the end of the financial year. 

The attention of Parish Officers generally should be urgently 
called to the importance of paying over to the Diocesan Treasurer, 
before the end of the financial year, all special offertory collections 
directed by the Synod to be made. 

In connection with the Accounts of the Diocesan Treasurer, 
it is to be remarked that the amount received by him for Marriage 
Licenses does not correspond with the number of Marriages by 
License as shewn in the Returns. The Clergy are reminded that 
all sums received for the issue of Marriage Licenses are Trust 
moneys and should be promptly paid over. 

It is to be noticed also that in the case of the Parish of 
Tauranga one portion of the Parish, namely the district of Greer- 
town, is not noticed either in the Statistical Return or in the 
Accounts.

ABSTRACT OF REPORT OF THE PENSION BOARD 
OF THE DIOCESE OF AUCKLAND (ACTING ALSO 
AS THE PENSION BOARD OF THE DIOCESES OF 
WAIAPU AND MELANESIA). 



The Board report that the New Pension Scheme is working 
satisfactorily in this Diocese ; one new district having agreed to 
pay the annual contribution for a pension of ;^so a year, and 
another district having increased its contribution from the ;;^so to 
the ;6ioo scale. 

The Dioceses of Waiapu and Melanesia have not as yet 
adopted the new scheme.
